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EDITORIAL 


Mayor Menino, with some justification, has been able to blame others for the 


racial problems that plague public housing. He can’t do that anymore. 


Time to deliver 


HEN IT COMES to spin control, 

Boston mayor Tom Menino is not to 

be underestimated. Over the past six 
months, his stage management of charges 
that the city’s public housing is a hotbed of 
racial hatred has been nothing short of mas- 
terful. In February, he looked 
like part of the problem. Since 
then, he’s worked assiduously 
to make himself look like part 
of the solution. 

The question remaining is 
this: with the spotlight of feder- 
al scrutiny and a high-profile 
lawsuit fading, will Menino 
push to ensure that the city’s 
public-housing developments 
are genuinely safe for all? 
Boston can’t afford to wait for the next inves- 
tigation by the feds, or the next lawsuit, to 
stamp out racism in public housing. This 
week, Menino said that he has “zero toler- 
ance” for racism. Now he has to make sure 
that the message gets through — not only to 
those who live in public housing, but to those 
Boston Housing Authority employees whose 
management practices suggest that they 
don’t take racism as seriously as they should. 

Menino’s trials began in February with a 
Washington news conference by Andrew 
Cuomo, secretary of the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. Charg- 
ing the BHA with “systematic discrimina- 
tion” for failing to protect minority families 
in South Boston and Charlestown, Cuomo 
said, “Housing discrimination is an ugly 
part of our nation’s past that has no place in 
America today. We can’t allow families to be 
terrorized by racial and ethnic harassment 
that prevents them from living in any home 
and in any neighborhood in this country.” 

The incidents cited by Cuomo were truly 
horrendous: bullets fired through the win- 
dows of a sleeping child’s bedroom; white 
thugs threatening minority residents in the

Menino was furious — not with the con- 
tents of Cuomo’s report, but with Cuomo. 
By not having Menino appear with him, 
Cuomo cast Menino in the most negative 
light possible. Menino insist- 
ed that problems at the BHA 
had stopped in 1996, the fi- 
nal year of Cuomo’s study, 
and asserted that he and his 
BHA chief, Sandra Hen- 
riquez — herself an African- 
American — had since 
cleaned house. “I think what 
he has done is unfair to the 
executive director of the 
housing authority,” Menino 
said of Cuomo. “I don’t think he under- 
stands that changes have been made.” 

Of course, Menino’s support is important 
to the presidential hopes of Al Gore, whom 
Cuomo reportedly would like to serve in a fu- 
ture administration. In case Cuomo didn’t 
get the message, Menino soon drove it home, 
letting it be known that he was, well, in- 
trigued by Bill Bradley’s campaign. And be- 
fore you could say “New Hampshire prima- 
ry,” Menino and Cuomo were reading from 
the same page. In May, Cuomo, Menino, 
and Henriquez appeared together at Rox- 
bury’s Orchard Park development, where 
Cuomo praised the improvements that have 
taken place since 1996, despite ongoing 
problems at the projects in South Boston and 
Charlestown. “Today,” Menino said at the 
event, “we reaffirm that racism has no place 
in our city and that the resources of this city 
will come down hard on anyone who disrupts 
peace in the community.” 

Then, this past Monday, the BHA agreed 
to pay $1.5 million to settle a lawsuit 
brought by 13 black and Latino families — 
the very families who were the subject of 
the original HUD report. Once again, 


Menino and Henriquez cited the progress 
they’ve made since 1996, with Menino say- 
ing the improved procedures he agreed to 
for responding to racial incidents merely 
formalized policies already in place. 

In fact, Menino and Henriquez deserve 
credit for the steps they have taken to reform 
a long-troubled agency. A year and a half ago, 
for instance, they provoked the wrath of city- 
council president Jimmy Kelly, of South 
Boston, when they evicted three white families 
from the Old Colony project because family 
members had terrorized Latino residents. 
Most recently, following the settlement, Kelly 
again repeated his claim that the charges of 
racism are an unproven “bum rap.” 

But Menino’s good intentions haven’t al- 
ways been matched by his actions. At the 
May love-in, for instance, Cuomo noted 
that serious racial incidents at Old Colony 
and Bunker Hill, in Charlestown, had con- 
tinued to take place through 1998, and sug- 
gested that the BHA could have been quick- 
er about changing the management of those 
two projects. 

Implicit in Menino’s persistent references 
to the improvements he’s made since 1996 
is the suggestion that he’s merely dealing 
with the mess left by his predecessor, Ray 
Flynn. In fact, Menino has been mayor for 
six years now — a lifetime in politics. Any 
remaining problems in public housing are 
now his, not Flynn’s or anyone else’s. 

At a time when housing costs are skyrock- 
eting and affordable rental units are disap- 
pearing, the city’s public-housing stock is 
more crucial than ever, providing homes for 
some 15,000 families. Menino’s — and 
Henriquez’s — accomplishments to date are 
impressive, but they are incomplete. The po- 
litical heat may have diminished, but the 
need to press forward has not. a

The NY mags’ Kennedy state of mind 


The media's — and the public’s — obsession with the 
Kennedys continues to perplex. Although news organizations 
surely overdid it with their 24/7 coverage of John Kennedy's death, 
they were also reflecting a genuine public need to mourn for 
someone who was, after all, a stranger, and to tap one more time 
into that hoary Kennedy mythology. 

Maybe it’s because Kennedy was, by choice, a Manhattanite, 
but | thought the two publications that came the closest to getting it 
right were the New Yorker and New York magazine. Unfortunately, 
the truth that emerged was entirely accidental, since what was 
mainly on display was the banality of celebrity culture. 

The New Yorker, which dealt with Kennedy in its “Talk of the 
Town” section, was, in a word, awful. On the cover, the Statue of 
Liberty wore a black veil that recalled Jacqueline Kennedy's at her 
husband's funeral. Inside, John Updike and Pete Hamill offered up 
self-important, unoriginal observations (Hamill even quoted Yeats), 
and Daphne Merkin embarrassed herself with psychobabble about 
the need for a mother’s boy (that would be Kennedy) to rebel by 
taking dangerous risks. At least John Seabrook did some reporting 
in his mini-essay. But the only even mildly redeeming piece was by 
the novelist Rick Moody, who self-effacingly reminisced about his 
acting days with Kennedy at Brown. 

New York published a 10-page conversation with various 
friends and acquaintances of Kennedy’s — even an ex-con 
Kennedy once prosecuted. But rather than providing any insight 
into Kennedy, these bits mainly served as commentary on how 
people expect someone of Kennedy's star status to act. They 
expressed universal amazement that Kennedy was a decent guy 
trying to make his way in the world with some degree of humility. 
Quincy Jones was quoted as saying, “I know people who've had a 
No. 13 record who've had more attitude than he did.” Well, maybe 
it was a really good record. 

The package closed with an essay by Michael Wolff, who at 
least had the courage to admit he has a “Kennedy obsession.” 
Wolff neatly summarized John Kennedy's life: “His 
accomplishment, in other words, was to be halfway normal.” 
Judging from the foolishness of those he was forced to live and 
work among, that accomplishment was apparently no small thing.

international moron, Princess Di.” Amazingly, that was John 
Kennedy's fate on Friday night, when former Boston Globe 
columnist Mike Bamicle, who had written those very words about 
Kennedy in August 1997, read Ted Kennedy's eulogy to his 
nephew on MSNBC over a backdrop of images from Kennedy’s 
life. 

Kennedy's death was both an opportunity and a trap for those 
shameless enough to promote their Kennedy connections. The 
historian Douglas Brinkley, who has written for Kennedy's 
magazine, George, was mocked by Slate as “the William Ginsburg 
of the Kennedy death circus” and a “necropublicist” for his ubiquity. 
Dan Rather and Walter Isaacson took their lumps as well. 

But no one has been whacked around more than Barnicle, who 
was absolutely promiscuous with his TV face time following 
Kennedy’s death — not just on WCVB-TV (Channel 5), where he 
is, after all, an employee, but on just about every network show as 
well. The Boston Herald (which unearthed the 1997 column), 
naturally, cuffed him around, as did the New York Post and even 
the New Republic. 

Still, Barnicle’s performance didn't strike me as particularly 
odious — until MSNBC handed him Ted Kennedy’s words and 
said, “Read.” It was a low moment, both for him and for the 
network. 

Someone at MSNBC must have thought so, too. On the 
network's Web site, when you click to hear the eulogy, you hear 
not Barnicle (who also wrote, “What do you figure John Kennedy 
majored in at Brown? Shop?”) but, rather, NBC anchor Tom 
Brokaw.

Broder turned media critic in his syndicated column this week. And 
damn, it was refreshing. 

Broder labeled as “excessive” and “exploitative” the media’s 
obsession with the death of a nice guy of minimal 
accomplishments who just happened to be a celebrity. He 
criticized former Robert Kennedy aide Frank Mankiewicz for calling 
President Kennedy's assassination “the central event of the 20th 
century in American history,” ahead of the Depression, two world 
wars, and space exploration. And he wrote that, because of the 
“power of the celebrity industry,” “the distinction between fame and 
worth is being blurred and nostalgia is clouding our sense of 
history.” 

Broder obviously doesn’t get it. Good for him.

STAGE FRIGHT 
Mortal combat 


Talk about Method acting. When the Amherst- 
based Hampshire Shakespeare Company staged 
a production of the Elizabethan drama Thomas 
of Woodstock last Saturday, the players never 
expected to have a real-life drama on their hands 
— let alone a near tragedy. 

The trouble started when Richard II loyalist 
Sir Henry Greene (Rydwyn Davies) was in the 
process of being slain by Sir Thomas Cheyney 
(Lon Bull) during a climactic 10-minute battle 
sequence. Sir Thomas parried and thrust with 
his three-foot sword. There was an almighty 
clank of armor, and then Sir Henry — Davies, 
that is — went down. Not mortally wounded, 
but wounded all the same. 

“A fundamental rule was overlooked by both 
actors at the same time,” says the play’s director, 
Tim Holcomb. “There was a combination of 
factors. Rydwyn lurched forward when he was 
supposed to step back. But a fundamental 
principle in stage fighting is to maintain eye 
contact. They both lost eye contact.” 

The result of this oversight was that Bull’s 
sword found a chink in the recycled pickle 
barrels that constituted Davies’s armor, and 
Davies was compelled to beat a hasty retreat to a 
local emergency room. 

“Lon Bull, he was shocked,” says Holcomb. 
But not half as shocked as the audience. Not to 
mention Davies, who suffered a two-inch gash 
in his lower abdomen. Indeed, the only people 
who saw comedy in the affair were the ones on 
staff at the hospital. “Everybody had a big laugh 
about it in the emergency room,” says 
Holcomb. “It’s not every day they get a sword 
accident.” 

Luckily, Davies’s injuries were not life 
threatening, and he was able to take part in the 
following night’s performance. “Boy, it was 
tense,” says Holcomb, describing the atmosphere 
before the show. “You could cut it with a sword.” 
This time, however, the company took no 
chances. “We basically decided to have a 
reassessment of the entire [battle] sequence,” 
Holcomb says. 

And so it was that the loyalists and the 
insurgents hashed it out yet again before a 
packed audience, with not a drop of blood 
spilled. “It was executed flawlessly,” says 
Holcomb. “I don’t think I’ve ever been privileged 
by such an exciting sequence of combat.”

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SPORTING EYE 
John and Jean 


The newspaper headlines told a grim story: “farce,” “folly,” 
“infamy,” “disaster.” A television commentator called it “one of 
the stupidest things I've ever seen in my life.” 

John F. Kennedy Jr. trying to land his Piper Saratoga at 
night when he wasn't instrument licensed? No, actually they 
were all talking about Jean Van de Velde, the obscure French 
golfer who came to the last hole of the British Open with a 
three-shot lead and managed to lose it, and the Open title, 
because he wouldn't play safe. 

In America, at least, sport is its own world, where winning 
and losing are life and death, and snatching defeat from the 
jaws of victory, as Van de Velde did, is the stuff of Greek 
tragedy. Yet last Sunday the Frenchman's “disaster” was, 
literally, framed by a real tragedy, as ABC periodically shrank 
the golf screen to give us updates on the search for Kennedy 
and his wife and sister-in-law. In the wake of his 72nd-hole 
collapse and subsequent playoff defeat, Van de Velde 
conveyed his awareness of what was happening off Martha's 
Vineyard by pointing out to the press that “there's worse things 
in life... some terrible things are happening to other people,” 
and that indeed his misfortune had sent thousands of 
spectators home rejoicing because it allowed Paul Lawrie to 
become the first Scotsman to win the Open on home soil 
since 1931. 

We Americans weren't buying — Van de Velde was just 
making jokes to hide the tears. The man had to be an 
emotional wreck after failing to observe the most elementary 
rules of winning golf — in this case, a safe iron into the fairway 
of Carnoustie’s difficult par-four 18th hole, a safe pitch short of 
the green, a safe pitch to the green, and two or, at worst, three 
putts for a bogey five or double-bogey six. Not an elegant way 
to finish the world’s most prestigious tournament, but the way 
any sensible golfer would have chosen. Certainly any sensible 
American golfer. In America, as we all know, winning is 
everything. Any smart basketball or football team with a lead in 
the last few minutes tries to run out the clock; soccer and ice- 
hockey teams slow the action to a crawl. If they didn’t, the fans 
would riot and the coach would. get the sack. 

Jean Van de Velde, however, is not American. Perhaps he 
saw himself as a swashbuckling sporting musketeer in the 
tradition of tennis player Jean Borotra and racehorse Ribot 
and skier Jean-Claude Killy and Formula One driver Jean 
Alesi and soccer star Eric Cantona, French athletes who won, 
and lost, with style. Of course it was foolhardy to pull out his 
driver (instead of the safer iron) on the 18th tee Sunday, but

Back-to-school striking 


The last academic year was a big one for labor issues at 
Harvard, full of furor over topics such as living wages and 
sweatshops. And if Tuesday morning was any indication, the 
university should ready itself for still more unrest. 

At 6:30 a.m., 24 striking painters marched through Harvard 
Square to protest their employer's refusal to allow them to 
unionize. Employees of Everett Decorators, Inc. — a Hyde Park 
company hired by the university to do some back-to-school 
sprucing up — complain that they're underpaid in comparison to 
other contract workers on campus, by between $5 and $8 less 
than the per-hour norm. When they voted unanimously to 
unionize on July 20, Everett Decorators hired a national union- 
busting law firm to represent its interests at the negotiating table. 
In response, the Painters and Allied Trades District Council 35 
— the union the strikers want to join — put together Tuesday's 
protest. They hoped Harvard would then put pressure on 
Everett Decorators to permit the painters to organize. 

Holding Harvard responsible for the labor policies of its 
contractors is a strategy that has worked of late, at least for 
student activists. In June, a group called Students Against 
Sweatshops, concerned about the school’s contracts with 
overseas apparel makers, won concessions from the

traps and the out of bounds, but what good is being a winner if 
you're not a hero? 

Six shots later, Van de Velde was not a winner. Not on the 
scoreboard, and certainly not in the hearts of the American 
media.

Mark Calcavecchia? lan 
Baker-Finch?) And even Americans have been known to 
prefer heroes to winners. Golf's most famous household name 
is Arnold Palmer, and what Arnie’s most famous for is not his 
numerous victories but his loss in the 1966 US Open, when 
he blew a seven-shot lead over the last nine holes by trying 
too hard to set a new scoring record. Aussie golfer Greg 
Norman sells mind-boggling amounts of merchandise to fans 
who identify with his equally mind-boggling record of 
heartbreaking defeats in major tournaments; his record- 
breaking collapse at the Masters three years ago brought him 
more mail, more sympathy, than any of his triumphs ever did. 
The media portray Norman as King Lear and Job rolled into 
one; he should be demoralized, but with $200 million in gross 
sales last year, he’s too busy filling out deposit slips. 

Caution is a very real virtue when you're flying an airplane, 
where mistakes in judgment can truly be a matter of life and 
death. in golf, on the other hand, what we call caution was in a 
sterner age deemed cowardice. | suspect Jean Van de Velde 
will now be better known, and more popular, for pushing his 
luck (and he’d had plenty over the first 71 holes), for testing 
the limits of the universe, than he would have been if he'd 
limped home and lifted the claret jug. In a world where the 
fingers of one hand scarcely suffice to tot up the “world 
champions” in any of boxing’s weight classes, winners are a 
dime a dozen. Heroes, even heroes who come up short, 


remain in scant supply.

administration, including a promise to disclose the locations of 
factories that make clothing bearing the Harvard logo and 
name. : 

“We would hope that if Harvard is worried about sweatshop 
contracting, then they'll be concerned about what contractors 
are paying to their work force on campus,” says John Laughlin, 
communications director for the Painters and Allied Trades 
District Council 35. 

University labor spokesperson Merry Touborg says that the 
university “respects the right of those employees to organize,” 
but that the conflict itself is “not a matter that's appropriate for us 
to become engaged in.” Despite these distanced statements, 
union officials report that, when demonstrators returned on 
Wednesday, the university sent cruisers to the picket line and 
threatened to arrest them. 

Meanwhile, the picketing seems to have taken Michael 
Everett, the owner of Everett Decorators, by surprise. “I just 
found out this morning that my guys were on strike,” he said on 
Tuesday from his home in Hyde Park. He stated that his wife 
was the one who “knew about” the law firm, and had no further 


comment on the matter.

T WASN'T THE enthusiasm that sur- 
prised Kathleen White.

The Garment District carries enough bell-bottoms ($9 to

plaid, and green swirls. Unisex flared-sleeve shirts are only 
$8. The best find at the Garment District, however, is for the 
female swinger: sleeveless, high-collared mod dresses sell 
for a mere $14, in a shagadelic selection of polka dots, red 
squares, and orange paisley.

And I say to them, “Roughing it?” Rough- 
ing it is staring at a computer all day until 
you’ve lost your blink reflex; suffering a near 
hand-amputation in the doors of a subway 
train; greeting each evening with barely 
enough energy to nuke the Trader Joe’s Stir 
Fry Shrimp bag that has been fossilizing in 
your freezer since October. Roughing it is 
facing the daily quest to be doing, getting, 
being More. Roughing it is all about acting 
your age. 

Camping, conversely, is all about acting 
my brother Richie’s age (19), or — if you’re 
really doing it right — acting my dog 
Chloe’s age (three). I’m talking playing in 
the dirt. I’m talking eating with your hands. 
I’m talking the simple, sublime act of outdoor urination. 

I am living proof that trapped within every indoorsper- 
son there is an outdoorsperson waiting to be released. And 
that is why I present you now with some words of advice 
to make your brush with nature a more enjoyable one. 


What to bring camping 

The most important piece of equipment you'll need is a 
car.

Where to go camping

What to do when camping

Did Jesus Christ have brothers and sisters? My friend Kathy 
and her husband Roy swear they heard that he did during a 
reading at a Catholic Mass. I find it hard to believe because it 
seems that it would fly in the face of Mary as the virgin mother, 
etc. | also find it hard to believe because imagine the pressure‘of 
Jesus being your older sibling — i.e., “Your brother can walk on 
water and you can’t even swim.” If you can spare some brain cy- 
cles on this, I’d appreciate it. 

A fan in Sweden 


Got a point there, Swede. Lends new poignancy to the refrain 
“My parents treat my brother like he’s God.” But that’s not the 
heart of the issue as far as Catholics are concerned (and this is 
mainly a Catholic hang-up). Controversy over Jesus’s sibs 
springs from one of Catholicism’s core beliefs. Sure, maybe they 
took away our Latin Mass and fish on Friday. But we’ve still got 
the virgin birth. 

The New Testament contains several references to Jesus’s 
brothers and sisters, the most explicit of which is Matthew 
13:55-56, in which the neighbors wonder where Jesus gets off 
with all this preaching: “Is not this the carpenter’s son? Is not 
his mother called Mary? And are not his brothers James and 
Joseph and Simon and Judas? And are not all his sisters with 
us? Where then did this man get all this?” 

The words in the Greek original are adelphoi, brothers, and 
adelphi, sisters. They can be used in a metaphorical, brother- 
hood-of-man sense, just like their English equivalents. But the 
context strongly suggests the strict sense, i.e., children of the 
same mom. 

The Catholic take, however, is that the words have yet anoth- 
er meaning: cousins, or perhaps Joseph’s children by a previous 
marriage. This tortured reading is necessary so as not to contra- 
dict the aforementioned doctrine of the virgin birth. (The VB, 
by the way, is different from the Immaculate Conception, the 
belief that Mary was free of original sin, which was declared 
Catholic dogma in 1854.) 

Some would have you believe that “virgin” as used in the 
New Testament (in Greek, parthenos) merely meant “unmar- 
ried woman” and lacked our modern connotation of a woman 
who has not had sexual intercourse. That implies that the notion 
of Jesus being conceived without sex resulted from a mistransla- 
tion. But this argument doesn’t hold water. After the angel of 
the Annunciation has informed Mary that she is about to have a 
son, Luke 1:34 says, “Then Mary said unto the angel, ‘How 
shall this be, seeing | know not a man?’” — i.e., she was a vir- 
gin in the modern sense. 

Still, it’s one thing to believe Mary was a virgin before the 
birth of Christ. It’s quite another to believe she was a virgin af- 
terward. (I know, you secular humanists think the whole thing’s 
for the birds, but work with me on this.) According to Catholic 
belief, Mary was “ever virgin” — she got married and conceived 
and bore a child, yet somehow remained a virgin her entire life. 
The very model of virtuous womanhood, no? At any rate, that’s 
why Catholics are obliged to conclude Jesus had no brothers or 
sisters, despite the seemingly plain meaning of the text. 


Why is salt used with ice to make ice cream, yet you pour salt 


on icy sidewalks to melt the ice?

Via the Internet 


Back to the simplicities of chemistry. Salt lowers the freezing 
point of water, typically to the mid 20s Fahrenheit. If the air 
temperature is greater than the mid 20s, ice sprinkled with salt 
will melt. 

In an ice-cream maker, you want to rapidly lower the temper- 
ature while whipping air into the cream mixture using the 
crank. The water dripping from ordinary melting ice will remain 
at a constant temperature of 32 degrees. The water from a melt- 
ing ice and salt mixture, however, will drop to the mid 20s due 
to the lowered freezing point. The lower the temperature, the 
quicker the ice cream freezes and the sooner you can stop 
cranking and enjoy. cy

The real scandal in public broadcasting is 
the way corporations influence what gets 
run — and what doesn’t

television’s signature news program, 

The NewsHour with Jim Lehrer cer- 
tainly has a knack for pulling in big bucks 
from private interests. 

One recent evening, viewers had to sit 
through no fewer than six commercials — 
er, underwriting credits — before Lehrer’s 
elfin face finally appeared. First, WGBH-TV 
(Channels 2 and 44) flogged The News- 
Hour’s local sponsors, Biogen, BankBoston, 
and CIT Group (“money well managed”). 
Next, the corporations that actually fund the 
program were credited: the brokerage firm 
Salomon Smith Barney, Travelers Insurance, 
and, of course, The NewsHour’s largest and 
most important angel, Archer Daniels Mid- 
land, “supermarket to the world.” 


- OR WHAT IS supposed to be public 


price-fixing case. Thus it’s hardly a surprise 
that the news program ADM pays for is a 
cautious, centrist, Beltway-oriented talking- 
heads show whose slogan could be “Rock 
Chairs, Not Boats.” 

It doesn’t have to be this way. In 1967, 
the Carnegie Commission on Public Broad- 
casting recommended that the Public 
Broadcasting System be funded through a 
tax on the sale of TV sets. Such a tax would 
have ensured a steady, dependable flow of 
money that would have insulated public 
broadcasters from both political and com- 
mercial pressures. But the tax went 
nowhere; public broadcasters instead have 
had to rely on annual subsidies from a med- 
dlesome Congress and on an ever-expand- 
ing array of fundraising activities, including

Public broadcasting is under renewed at- 
tack this summer for exchanging fundrais- 
ing lists with political parties and even, in at 
least one case, an individual candidate. 
WGBH president Henry Becton, under fire 
since the Boston Globe first revealed that 
his operation had solicited Democratic con- 
tributors in violation of station policy, has 
apologized in a Globe op-ed and on ’GBH’s 
own Web site. (Disclosure: I am an 
occasional paid guest on ’GBH’s Greater 
Boston.) Conservative Republicans on 
Capitol Hill, for the first time since the 
funding wars of 1995, are threatening to 
cut public broadcasting’s budget. 

The outrage voiced by critics is not mis- 
placed, but it is misdirected. The problem 
with public broadcasting is not merely that 
it has been caught in bed with political par- 
ties, but that — as the list of NewsHour 
sponsors suggests — it raises money from 
a wide range of well-heeled special inter- 
ests. The public-broadcasting airwaves do 
not belong to solely to the public, as the pi- 
oneering visionaries of the mid- 1950s had 
originally hoped, but, rather, to the likes of 
Dwayne Andreas, the recently retired 
founder of Archer Daniels Midland, a polit- 
ically wired agribusiness giant best known 
for the $100 million fine it paid in a 1995 


corporate underwriting and the merchandis- 
ing of Teletubbies — a British import de- 
signed, as a recent article in the American 
Prospect argues, not to educate children but 
to reach into their parents’ wallets. The 
pressure to raise money has been especially 
acute since 1995, when public-broadcasting 
advocates barely staved off an attempt by 
the then-ascendant Republican Congress to 
“zero out” public funding altogether. 

Now a group of progressive media 
activists is working on a proposal to restore 
the “public” to public broadcasting by 
eliminating corporate funding for individu- 
al shows and boosting the amount of tax 
money public broadcasters receive. Headed 
by West Virginia University sociologist Jer- 
ry Starr, whose book on his battles with 
Pittsburgh’s public-television operation will 
be published by Beacon Press next year, 
the fledgling organization — Citizens for 
Independent Public Broadcasting — in- 
cludes figures such as Jeff Cohen, execu- 
tive director of Fairness & Accuracy in Re- 
porting (FAIR); Danny Schechter, who’s 
fought to get documentary series he’s pro- 
duced, such as South Africa Now and 
Rights & Wrongs, on PBS; and Robert Mc- 
Chesney, a prominent public-broadcasting 
critic who’s a professor at the University of 









Wisconsin. 

The Starr group’s principal recommen- 
dation is to raise $1 billion a year — about 
half the operating expenses of the 1000 
public TV and radio stations — through a 
tax on commercial broadcasters. That’s far 
more than the $250 million the stations 
currently receive, although considerably 
less than the funding levels in other coun- 
tries. (In his 1997 book Made Possible by 

: The Death of Public Broadcasting in 
the United States (Verso Books), James 

Ledbetter reports that, in 1993, Japan, 

Canada, and Britain all spent more than 
$30 per citizen on public broadcasting, and 
the US spent just $1.09.) Starr advocates 
continuing to allow public stations to solicit 
funds from state and local governments, 
viewers, foundations, and even corpora- 
tions, although he would ban the practice 
of corporate sponsorship for individual 
shows. 

“Program development should be guided 
principally by mission and by concept, and 
not by where the money might come from 
to produce the program,” Starr says. 
“When corporations give to the symphony 
or the opera, they don’t tell the conductor 
what the program should be.” 

The idea behind the Starr group’s pro- 
posal is that, by changing the funding 
mechanism, it will become possible to 
change the programs as well. Take away 
corporate sponsorship of individual shows, 
and it may become easier for independent 
producers such as Schechter to win airtime 
for programs that aren’t corporate-friendly. 
“The funding imperative seems to have tak- 
en over the energy of most PBS programs. 
Getting money to fund projects is critical as 
to what gets programmed and what 
doesn’t,” says Schechter. His company, 
New York-based Globalvision, is currently 
struggling to fund a series based on Ben- 
jamin Barber’s 1995 bestseller on the strug- 
gle between religious fundamentalism and 
economic globalism, Jihad vs. McWorld. 

Of course, Starr’s timing could be better. 
In light of the scandal over politically 
tinged fundraising, the impetus in 
Congress has been not to increase money 
for public broadcasting but, rather, to cut. 
Representative Billy Tauzin (R-Louisiana), 
chairman of the House subcommittee on 
telecommunications, who had been push- 
ing for a substantial increase, has made it 
clear that he feels personally betrayed by 
the list-brokering antics of WGBH and 

other public stations — especially since 
public broadcasters have approached Dem- 
ocratic contributors more frequently than 
Republicans. “It undermines not only the 
good work of the last few years, but it rein- 
forces all those ugly perceptions of public 
broadcasting having a favorite national par- 
ty and a favorite political philosophy,” 
Tauzin recently told National Public Radio. 
“That cannot stand.” 

Colin Crowell, legislative aide to Repre- 
sentative Ed Markey, a Malden Democrat 
who once chaired the subcommittee on 
telecommunications and is now the ranking 
minority member, is sympathetic to the 
idea of a dedicated revenue stream for pub- 
lic broadcasting. Indeed, Markey and 
Tauzin have proposed an interest-paying 
trust fund to remove public broadcasting 
from the whims of Congress. But it’s a lot 
easier to talk about a trust fund than it is to 
get the money needed to set it up. “First, 
it’s always difficult to get a Republican 
Congress to tax anything,” Crowell says. 
“Second, the National Association of 
Broadcasters is not just going to shrug its 
shoulders and say, ‘Hey, that’s fair.’ ” 

And as Tauzin suggested in his NPR in- 
terview, the fundraising controversy has 
been manna for public broadcasting’s crit- 
ics on the right, who have long argued for 
the elimination of all federal subsidies. 
Following the revelations about WGBH, 

L. Brent Bozell III, head of the ultraconser- 
vative Media Research Center, wrote that 
PBS is a “liberal monstrosity.” That is, of 
course, a ridiculous charge. Though Front- 
line, the national documentary series that 
WGBH produces, occasionally does some 
real muckraking, PBS’s public-affairs pres- 
ence is defined by centrist and conserva- 
tive-leaning shows such as The NewsHour, 
Wall Street Week, The McLaughlin Group, 
and Washington Week in Review. Besides, 
most of PBS’s line-up consists of its excel- 


Becton Beam’d 


The image the WGBH Educational Founda- 
tion likes to project is profoundly not about 
making waves. The tenure of president 
Henry Becton has, nevertheless, been 
marked by controversies — which were re- 
visited, in the wake of the fundraising scan- 
dal, in a July 16 column by the Boston 
Globe's Alex Beam, never shy about pok- 
ing public broadcasting’s bubble. To wit: 

© 'GBH's much-protested decision, in 
1991, to cancel The Ten O’Clock News, 
which resulted in anchor Chris Lydon’s 
eventual emergence as “the Babe Ruth of 
Boston public broadcasting,” as Beam put 
it, at WBUR Radio, ’GBH's rival. 

® The also-much-protested 1995 cancel- 
lation of Ron Della Chiesa’s MusicAmerica 
show, on WGBH Radio, in favor of The 
World, a foreign-news show that Beam 
called “goofy and irrelevant.” 

® 'GBH’s messy public battle over the 
$8 million will of Margret Rey, the co-cre- 
ator of Curious George. Becton personally 
involved himself in trying to undo Rey's de- 
cision to give some of her money to reli- 
gious charities rather than WGBH — a “PR 
Waterloo,” wrote Beam, who concluded: 
“Maybe it’s time for new judgment at the 
top.”

lent children’s programming and apolitical 
fare such as This Old House, Masterpiece 
Theatre, and The American Experience. 

William Hoynes, a sociologist at Vassar 
College, found in a new study that the real 
bias in public broadcasting is not toward 
the left but, rather, toward business inter- 
ests. By pressuring Congress for further 
cuts, PBS’s conservative critics drive public 
broadcasters into an even tighter embrace 
with corporate funders, thus strengthening 
that bias. Yet at a time when commercial 
media are dumbing down even as they are 
proliferating, public broadcasting’s unique 
mission — to serve the public’s needs — is 
more important than ever. 

“Even with the explosion of the Web and 
the explosion of satellite and cable, all of 
these media are primarily commercial. Pub- 
lic broadcasting needs to be both saved 
from itself and strengthened,” Hoynes told 
the Phoenix. (The complete text of 
Hoynes’s report, The Cost of Survival: Polit- 
ical Discourse and the “New PBS,” can be 
found on FAIR’s Web site, www. fair.org.) 

Which brings us back to The NewsHour, 
caught between the need to keep the money 
flowing from its financial angels at ADM 
and the need to mollify its subsidy-voting 
supporters in Congress. It is, Robert Mc- 
Chesney. argues, akin to Chinese-style 
“market Stalinism,” and it’s entirely incom- 
patible with hard-hitting reporting. “If they 
did real journalism there,” McChesney 
says, “you can bet your bottom dollar that 
within two hours of that going on the air, 
you'd have the phone lines from Washing- 
ton heated up to red-hot levels.” 

At WGBH, staffers are still wondering 
where it all went wrong — how a simple 
decision to trade fundraising lists with the 
Democratic National Committee blew up 
into yet another crisis for PBS. Of course, 
it didn’t help that "GBH let the details 
trickle out rather than fully disclosing what 
it knew as soon as possible. One insider de- 
“stunned disbelief that

scribes the mood as 
this has become such a big furor,” 
uine concern and embarrassment, 
“underlying arrogance.” 

In a way, you can’t blame ’GBH. For 
years, Congress has been telling public 
broadcasters to be entrepreneurial — to go 
forth and raise money any way they could, 
and not to expect taxpayers to subsidize 
them forever. Fundraisers rent lists from 
for-profit and nonprofit organizations — 
including political parties — all the time. 
What ’GBH and other stations did was 
stupid because it was politically insensitive. 
But it was hardly a scandal. 

To find the real scandal in public broad- 
casting, all you have to do is turn on your TV. 
And watch the underwriting credits roll.

And then we'll just have the bullet points. Okay. . . 

. Pll talk to you.” 

Brockelman hangs up. “I think we are going to whack the 
Democrats for the pay raise they voted for themselves,” he 
explains. The broadside is, if anything, mild stuff from 
Brockelman. Since Governor Paul Cellucci installed the 29- 
year-old operative as the party’s executive director earlier 
this year, Brockelman and Cresta have been on the attack, 
cranking out press release after press release from party 
headquarters and establishing, for the first time in years, 
something resembling a pulse coming from the state GOP. 

It’s not easy being executive director of a party that is en- 
tirely shut out of the state’s congressional delegation, has no 
power in the state legislature, and, aside from Cellucci and 
Lieutenant Governor Jane Swift, doesn’t have a single 
statewide officeholder. Brockelman’s job is essentially to be 


Cellucci’s hatchet man, ever-ready to whack the state’s Dem- 


ocratic congressional delegation and legislature. 
To Brockelman, these attacks on state and federal Demo-

cratic officeholders are more than mere mudslinging. In- 
stead, he calls them a piece of a larger strategy to turn the 
Republican Party into a player in Massachusetts. 

To Democrats, it’s a royal pain in the ass. “I don’t know 
what he is other than a paid assassin for the party,” says 
Congressman Joe Moakley of South Boston. Brockelman’s 
broadsides, he says, “get beyond the pale of politics.” 

“This kid,” fumed Moakley to Boston Globe political 
columnist Brian Mooney, “doesn’t know his ass from 
third base.” 


ROCKELMAN HAS a ready response to that crack: 


“The [congressional] delegation is upset that they have 


to defend their record,” he says. “No one has pointed out 
for some time now that they have not been delivering for 
Massachusetts.” 

And Brockelman — “Brock” to colleagues — can stake 
a claim to knowing his ass from third base, or at least first 
base, the position he played on his college baseball team at 
Colby College, in rural Maine. It was in college, he says, 
that he first caught the politics bug. At Colby he co-found- 
ed the Republican club and wrote a paper on the New Deal 
titled “No Deal,” in which he argued that Franklin Roo- 
sevelt’s massive social spending to rescue Americans from 
the Depression was a flop. 


“We often had spirited conversations,” recalls Colby gov- 
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ernment professor Anthony Corrado, who had Brockelman as 
a student several times. Corrado, a Democrat, was an adviser 
to Dukakis’s disastrous 1988 presidential campaign. Brockel- 
man never hesitated to bring that up. “He was a very strong 
Republican even then,” says Corrado. 

After Colby, Brockelman managed Republican Thomas 
Mann’s campaign for the Massachusetts Senate. Mann lost, 
but Brockelman was noticed by party officials and landed a 
job with the Weld administration, serving as assistant com- 
munications manager for Charles Baker, then Weld’s secre- 
tary of health and human services. “He was just an enthusi- 
astic kid, tenacious, never stopped,” recalls Joe Landolfi, 
Brockelman’s boss at the time, who is now with the Cellucci 
administration. 

Brockelman went on to be an advance man for Weld, re- 
search director for Weld’s 1996 Senate campaign, and as- 
sistant chief-of-staff under Weld and Cellucci. Finally, last 
year, he became the deputy campaign manager of Celluc- 
ci’s fight against Democratic nominee Scott Harshbarger. 

Brockelman in person is more jocular than mean-spirit- 
ed, but he is the sort of operative for whom campaigns 
don’t end, even when there’s no opponent anymore. Here’s 
a sample of what he has to say about Congressman John 
Tierney: “He is kind of a mystery. He really has no record. 
He has not taken a leadership role.” On Congressman Jim 
McGovern: “He was [Massachusetts’s] point man in high- 
way funding, and we end up with a 41 percent cut. He is 
certainly not getting the job done.” 

And on and on. Brockelman is rarely, as they say, “off 
message.” “You see our latest convert on the clout argu- 
ment?” he asks in the hallway at party headquarters, before 
an interview has even begun. 

The “clout argument” is one of Brockelman’s hobbyhors- 
es, and it’s gotten attention well beyond the offices of the 
state GOP. It’s the idea that the state’s one-party House and 
Senate delegation is powerless in a Republican-controlled 
Washington. His “latest convert” is Globe columnist David 
Nyhan, who just published a column on the disparity be- 
tween what Massachusetts taxpayers send to Washington 
and what the state gets back in federal aid. Nyhan cited a 
study by the Beacon Hill think tank MassINC. 

That argument, however, also isn’t a bad illustration of 
the criticism that Moakley and others have hurled at the 
young operative — namely, that he sacrifices accuracy for 
theater. Both the Nyhan column and the report by MassINC 
are a little more complicated than Brockelman makes them 
out to be. The MassINC study does say that the state gets 
less in federal money than it sends to Washington in tax dol- 
lars, but the think tank places a lot of the blame on a flawed 
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PARTY ON: Brockelman doesn’t hesitate to trash the Massachusetts Congress was shot down largely by 
Democrats in Congress — and he does a mean Scott Harshbarger Congressman Barney Frank, who

system of federal anti-poverty appropriations. Nyhan also 
points to other factors, including a drift in the nation’s polit- 
ical center of gravity toward Southern and Western states. 

Brockelman’s take on Jim McGovern, the Worcester rep- 
resentative whom he accuses of presiding over a 41 percent 
cut in state highway funding, is similarly open to charges of 
oversimplification. “He’s comparing apples plus apricots to 
oranges,” says McGovern spokesperson Michael Mershon. 
“What they are basically doing is using an artificially inflated 
number from 1991 [when Massachusetts received a major 
Big Dig appropriation] and comparing that to 1998 as an 
excuse to blast the delegation.” 

To Brockelman, though, it’s all part of “party-building” — 
which, in practice, often means trying to tear down the op- 
position while building yourself up. “If you are a potentially 
good candidate out there and you see stories that this [Dem- 
ocratic] guy’s record is not all it’s cracked up to be. . . then 
that helps drive candidate recruitment,” he says. 

At a recent meeting at the party headquarters, Brockelman 
sits down with party political director Alicia Davis and field 
coordinator Natalie Wong-Brink to plan “issue hits” on in- 
cumbent Democrats and discuss ways of improving ties be- 
tween Milk Street and potential candidates. “Split up a 
round of phone calls to the Senate captains and say, “You 
gave us Bill Smith as a potential candidate, but we have also 
identified this Republican school-committee member as a 
potential candidate. What’s their background?” he instruets. 

It’s hard not to notice that Brockelman is doing most of 
the talking. Often, he finishes his colleagues’ sentences with 
his desired conclusions. “We used to kid him about not be- 
ing the best listener in the world,” recalls Landolfi. “He is 
always one step ahead. He needs to work on his backswing 
a little, and he needs to work on his listening a little.” 

Some of that can probably be chalked up to youth, 
though. Brockelman, Davis, and Wong-Brink all seem to 
be at least a couple of decades younger than the people en- 
shrined on their office walls; Brian Cresta, the 30-year-old 
party chairman, is practically an old man here. Peer around 

the corner into any of the offices at GOP headquarters and 
a twentysomething head pops up. 


UT EVEN this young, aggressive team might not be 

able to breathe life into the Massachusetts Republican 
Party anytime soon. Republicans actually lost a legislative 
seat this year in special elections to fill vacated offices. The 
GOP now holds just 34 of 200 seats in the state legisla- 
ture. (By contrast, in 1991, after Weld’s first election, 
there were 54 Republicans in the legislature.) 

Yet the party has succeeded in some other respects. At 
a time when Cellucci is all but shut out of debates on 
Beacon Hill, for example, the Brockelman-fueled stream 
of press releases has done a lot to keep the GOP on the 
media’s radar screen. 

“He gets covered and has increased the visibility of the par- 
ty,” says one progressive activist. “When you are a Republican, 
you don’t have the ground troops. You have to have an air 
war. He is dropping bombs left and right, and that gives his

boss some political cover.” 
Not everyone gives Brockelman credit Sone lt caer ee ti 
for the state GOP’s higher profile. If LS j=] = = [ INI — = 
you ask Democratic political consultant 
Michael Goldman, it’s the kindness of 
the press that gets the Republicans cov- 
ered at all. “The media has decided, and 
I don’t know why, to perpetuate the 
myth that the Republicans are the loyal 
opposition, when really the loyal opposi- 
tion is whichever part of the Democratic 
Party is opposing the agenda of the oth- 
er,” he says. “They are the third party in 
a two-party state.” 

It also must be said that Brockel- 
man’s carpet-bombing has had some 
success because the Democrats 
haven’t done much to defend them- 
selves, let alone to exploit Cellucci’s 
obvious weaknesses. The state Demo- 
cratic Party hasn’t even had an execu- 
tive director since the departure of 
Gus Bickford earlier this year. And 
there’s certainly no attack dog, which 
means that Republican attacks — or 
blunders — go unanswered. Earlier 
this month, for example, Cellucci 
made jaws drop by picking former 
Massport head Stephen Tocco as 
chairman of the state board of higher 
education. Not only is Tocco a lobby- 
ist, but he has no educational back- 
ground at all. The reaction from the 
Democrats was several days of si- 
lence, followed, finally, by a release 
from state Democratic Party chair 
Joan Menard. 

For now, the Democrats are letting 
Brockelman fight his air war. A plan 
to hire Goldman through the state

says the move would have been un- 
—————— necessary. “There are a lot of things 
the state committee should do,” said Frank. “Voter regis- 
tration, party building. We are big people. We can take 
care of ourselves.” 

But even Moakley, who calls Brockelman unimportant, 
acknowledges that the mud is sticking more than he’d like. 
“I don’t think [the Republicans] will get a seat in Congress 
no matter what,” he says. “But I don’t like the idea that 
paid minions go unanswered after making scurrilous and 
ridiculous charges.” 































































ROCKELMAN’S DOING his Scott Harshbarger im- 

pression, and it’s near perfect. At roughly 6’2”, he’s far 
larger than last year’s Democratic nominee for governor, 
but he manages to contract physically as he draws his el- 
bows close to his body and swings his hand up and down. 
“Paul Cellucci vee-toed funding for children,” he says in his 
Harshbarger voice. “He vee-toed funding for day-care cen- 
ters. He vee-toed funding for job training.” 

Even rusty, the imitation is convincing — it’s often said 
that Brockelman did a terrific job prepping both Weld and 
Cellucci for debates, standing in for Harshbarger, former 
state treasurer Joe Malone (Cellucci’s primary opponent), 
and US Senator John Kerry (whom Weld challenged un- 
successfully in 1996). 

He’s also good at turning phrases — Brockelman’s as- 
saults on Democrats may be scurrilous, and they may or may 
not be effective, but there’s no doubt they’re kinda fun. At 
Milk Street, it sometimes seems that the kids have been 
turned loose, with the fax machine standing in for the frat- 
house keg. A prime piece of evidence is Brockelman’s re- 
sponse to the recent public-TV scandal, when WGBH and 
other stations were found to have shared donor lists with the 
Democrats. He cooked up a press release suggesting new 
PBS shows: Marty Meehan would co-host a cooking show 
called Term-Limit Waffles, and Barney the Dinosaur would 
become “Barney Frank the Dinosaur.” It was funny and, like 
much of Brockelman’s material, one-sided — not long after 
the story broke, it emerged that public TV stations elsewhere 
had been swapping donor lists with Republicans. 

What's less clear, though, is how much of an ideological ax 
he actually has to grind. Raised in a Republican household in 
Holden, Massachusetts, Brockelman will allow — when 
pressed — that he’s pro-choice and for the death penalty. 
And, of course, he’s no fan of taxes — in fact, Cellucci’s push 
to pass a ballot question lowering the state’s income tax by 
nearly a full point will be coordinated in part by the state GOP. 

But he’s reluctant to delve more deeply into his own ide- 
ology, at least when talking to reporters. “My job here at 
the party is not to produce a certain ideological tint either 
way,” he insists. “We have had such a small party that our 
job is to bring as many people together as possible. There is 
no interest in infighting amongst ourselves.” 

Indeed, he’s unapologetic about divorcing the strategy 
of politics from the larger point of politics. “I am not ona 
visionary crusade,” he says. “I am a political operative.” &

Despite laws designed to protect them, some 
stalking victims are still looking over their shoulders 


Living in fear

RICIA HAS ALWAYS considered 
herself a strong person, but she’s had 


to deal with far too much on her own. 
She endured years of sexual abuse from her 
alcoholic father, and her mother died of 
cancer when Tricia was only 12, leaving 
her to raise her little brother practically by 
herself. 

So when Tricia turned 18, three years 
ago, she was happy to move in with Rick, a 
man 11 years her senior whom she’d begun 
dating several months before. Rick took 
good care of her, she says. 

“He would give me an allowance to buy 
clothes or makeup or whatever I needed, 
so I just assumed it would only get better 
when I moved in with him,” explains Tri- 
cia, who works as a drug-store clerk. “In- 
stead, it became a nightmare.” 

Less than a week after they began living 
together, Rick gave Tricia a pager and a 
cellular phone. He ordered her to carry 
them everywhere so that he could reach 
her at all times. He told her she could 
make personal calls only in his presence, 
and only during the hour after dinner. 
And Rick’s brother Kevin, who practically 
lived with the couple, harassed her regu- 
larly. 

“He would make sexual comments and 
when I told him I would tell Rick, he 
would threaten to tell people I work with 
about what my father did, knowing I 
didn’t want anyone to know,” Tricia re- 
calls, still visibly shaken by the memory. 
“He would hint that he could have me if 
he wanted me and tell me I couldn’t get 
rid of him no matter what I did.” 

After six months, Tricia couldn’t take it 
any more. “One night, Rick came home 
from work, and I was sitting in the living 
room with my bags packed,” she says. “I 
told him I was suffocated, and he told me 
to get out.” She did, moving into a room 
at a local boarding house. 

Tricia never felt that Rick threatened 
her safety, but Kevin was another story. 
Every night when she left her drug-store 
job, she would find Kevin camped out on 
the stoop of a nearby travel agency. For 
several months, she says, he followed her 
everywhere — in supermarkets, at malls, 
and even to a doctor’s appointment. Then 
he started calling her. “Gifts” in plain 
brown packages — half a dozen porn 
magazines and 10 pornographic video- 
tapes — appeared on the steps of her 
boarding house. 

Tricia could not get anyone to help her. 
Rick refused to listen, and the police told 
her she had no evidence that Kevin was 
responsible for the phone calls or the 
pornography. 

“They [the police] basically told me 
that unless he physically attacks me, I’m 
on my own,” she says. Finally, about four 
months ago, Rick and Kevin moved to 
New Hampshire to be with their mother, 
who is ill. “I’m still getting calls once in a 
while,” says Tricia, “but I can deal with 
that if it means I don’t have to look over 
my shoulder any more.” 

Tricia’s situation illustrates how far 
Massachusetts still has to go to protect 
women (and, in some cases, men) from 
stalkers, even after adopting legislation 
designed to do just that. The existing law, 
passed in 1992, made “willful, malicious, 
repeated following or harassing” a crime. 
That was an important step, but in prac- 
tice, some people have been left unpro- 
tected — especially victims who, like Tri- 


cia, are not intimately involved with their 
stalkers. Efforts to close the gaps in the 
law have met with mixed results, and crit- 
ics warn that even the latest proposal — a 
multifaceted bill filed by State Senator 
Pamela Resor (D-Acton) — could leave 
victims vulnerable. In fact, some advo- 
cates are beginning to question whether 
changing the law is the answer at all. 


NTI-STALKING LAWS, both in 

Massachusetts and nationwide, have 
gone a long way toward addressing a 
sometimes terrifying problem that affects 
almost a million women in the US each 
year, according to the National Institute 
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of Justice. In 1997, the most recent year 
for which statistics are available, 325 peo- 
ple were convicted of stalking in Massa- 
chusetts courts, suggesting that stalkers 
at least are not going unpunished. 

But critics say the law still treats stalk- 
ing essentially as a form of domestic vio- 
lence: it targets perpetrators who have ro- 
mantic or family relationships with their 
victims, and who directly threaten their 
victims with bodily harm. People like Tri- 
cia, whose stalker was an acquaintance 
and merely caused her emotional distress, 
have little recourse. 

Resor’s proposal aims to change that. 
Among other provisions, her amend- 
ments would reword the law to broaden 
the definition of stalking, guarantee the 
confidentiality of victims who file for re- 
straining orders, and compensate them 
for such expenses as legal fees, reloca- 
tion, and loss of wages. The bill — which 
is being reviewed by a joint legislative 
committee in preparation for a likely vote 
by the full legislature — has gained spe- 
cial attention because the American Fed- 
eration of Television and Radio Artists is 
supporting it, citing a rash of incidents in 
which television reporters have been 
stalked by viewers. Mishelle Michaels, a 


weather forecaster for local station 
WHDH (Channel 7), says she was ha- 
rassed for four years by sexually explicit 
phone calls from a viewer, and that an- 
other viewer followed her to her home 
and on assignments. And Gail Huff, a 
WCVB (Channel 5) reporter, says she 
has received pictures of herself taken 
without her knowledge while she was on 
assignment, one of which came with a 
note stating, “I,was with you there.” Huff 
spoke in favor of Resor’s bill at a public 
hearing on March 29, and Michaels sub- 
mitted a written statement. 

The proposal “is my attempt to make it 
easier for victims of stalking to receive le- 
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gal help,” explains Resor. “The current 
law appears to be an extension of the ex- 
isting domestic-violence laws, ruling out a 
large population of victims, like those in 
the television industry, who do not know 
their stalkers.” 

A key feature of Resor’s bill would en- 
able victims of stranger stalking to obtain 
209A restraining orders, which make it il- 
legal for someone to come in contact with 
a person he or she has harassed. Domes- 
tic 209As are filed at district court, and 
violations of the order result in arrest and 
prosecution. But under the current law, 
explains Dr. Elaine Alpert, assistant pro- 
fessor of public health and medicine at 
the Boston University School of 
Medicine, “the 209A can be filed only 
when someone feels threatened by a cur- 
rent or former spouse, a relative, or 
someone they have lived with, have chil- 
dren with, or have been seriously dating.” 

Legislators have tried before to make 
209A restraining orders available to more 
stalking victims. Last year, for example, 
Senator James Jajuga (D-Methuen) filed 
an amendment asking that people being 
stalked by strangers or acquaintances be 
made eligible for this type of protection. 
But that was defeated by opponents who 


argued that such victims can go to superi- 
or court to obtain civil restraining orders 
against their harassers. 

The problem with that, critics say, is 
that unlike 209As, which are free, civil re- 
straining orders come with a potentially 
hefty fee. According to the civil clerk at 
Suffolk Superior Court, it costs $185 just 
to bring such a case before a judge. If the 
restraining order is granted, it costs an- 
other $50 to activate it. Even worse, vio- 
lating this type of restraining order 
doesn’t always result in prosecution. 
Three years ago, for instance, more than 
half of those who violated civil restraining 
orders in Massachusetts were simply held 
in contempt and ordered to pay a fine. 

Yet experts such as Alpert think it may 
not be worth trying again to change this 
portion of the law. “The laws governing 
209A are separate from stalking laws, 
which makes it difficult to amend one law 
by rewriting another,” says Alpert, who is 
skeptical that the provision would pass af- 
ter its earlier defeat. “What may be more 
effective and easier is to waive the fee as- 
sociated with civil restraining orders and 
intensify the punishment of those who vi- 
olate such orders.” 


N FACT, some advocates say, stronger 
laws may not be the best way to fight 
stalking and protect victims. Nancy Scan- 

nell, director of public policy for Massa- 
chusetts Battered Women’s Services, says 
she supports Resor’s attempt but cautions 
that overlegislating the crime of stalking 
can be dangerous, especially because 
some actions that seem menacing to 
stalking victims fall into the area of con- 
stitutionally protected expression. 

“There exists the unfortunate reality 
that certain stalking behavior is perfectly 
legal,” says Scannell. “Thus there have to 
be other means to prevent such actions 
without violating civil liberties. It’s a very 
complex issue.” 

And Rhonda Martinson of the National 
Battered Women’s Justice Project points 
out that even before stalking laws were on 
the books, every state had laws about ha- 
rassment and disorderly conduct. “They 
may not have been used by prosecutors, 
but they did exist,” says Martinson, who 
was a prosecutor in Wisconsin for many 
years. “Apparently, the passage and 
amending of laws is not enough.” What’s 
missing, she says, is “education of prose- 
cutors so that they can use all the laws 
applicable to such a situation.” 

One seemingly counterintuitive ap- 
proach is to make stalking a misdemeanor 
instead of a felony, which it is now. To 
prosecute stalking as a misdemeanor 
would not require concrete proof that the 
stalker intended physical harm to the vic- 
tim. Chief Paul Condlin of the Edgartown 
(Martha’s Vineyard) Police Department, 
who has proposed such legislation, ex- 
plains that more people could be prose- 
cuted for stalking if the crime were re- 
duced to a misdemeanor, and they would 
more likely be found guilty. 

But until the public is educated, says 
Rhonda Martinson, juries may not be 
willing to impose the punishments that 
certain stalkers deserve. “Education is key 
here,” she says. “That is, education of the 
public that stranger stalking is a serious 
issue.” 

Right now, Martinson explains, “there 
is little public exposure of stalking as a 
crime. There are no high-school semi- 
nars, leafleting campaigns, or other grass- 
roots attempts to get the word out that 
this is a serious crime.” Without that kind 
of awareness, she says, juries will remain 
reluctant to send someone to jail for mak- 
ing unwanted phone calls, sending flow- 
ers, writing romantic letters, or even fol- 
lowing someone around, the way Kevin 
did to Tricia. 

“It’s important to realize that no matter 
what the laws say, a defense attorney can 
paint a stalker as nothing more than a so- 
cially inept man who is simply in love,” 
Martinson says. “And to many, at a 
glance, there is no crime in that. But to 
the victim, their daily lives are being con- 
trolled by another person.” Bb

Want to enjoy the best 
beaches on Martha’s Vineyard? 
Step one: become a millionaire. 
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BY JASON GAY 


like to think they’re an easygoing, 

unimpressed bunch. Point to James 
Taylor paddling his sea kayak on Chilmark 
Pond, and island people will pretend not to 
notice. Mention someone’s gazillion-dollar 
summer house, and they'll shrug and say, 
“Whoop-de-doo!” 

It’s true that the Vineyard is more laid- 
back than other famous summer resorts. 
Call it the anti- Hamptons: many people on 
the island go out of their way to show 
they’re not movers and shakers. The un- 
shaven guy in flip-flops next to you in line 
at the Bite, a clam shack in Menemsha, 
could be an $8-an-hour housepainter or a 
$400-an-hour tax attorney. 

But that cute class-mingling 
stops when it comes to the is- 
land’s beaches. Martha’s 
Vineyard — summer play- 
ground of the Clintons, the 
East Coast literati, the media 
elite and their tree-huggin’, 
civil-liberties-protectin’ 
brood — is home to one of 
the snobbiest shorelines in the 
nation. Most of the island’s finest 
beaches are open to members only. 
Others are restricted to residents of 
specific towns. And the few beaches that do 
admit everyone are packed like Green Line 
cars before a Sox game. 

Not everyone minds, of course — espe- 
cially those with their own private beaches. 
“Beach access is increasingly a hot-button 
issue on the island,” says Richard Reston, 
editor of the twice-weekly Vineyard 
Gazette. “But those who have access are 
being more quiet about it than ever.” 

The most esteemed private beaches on 
Martha’s Vineyard are the “key” beaches, 
which take their name from the locked 
wooden gates that keep the general public 
from entering. Most of these beaches — 
Quansoo, Black Point, and Hancock are a

few — offer spectacular views of the is- 
land’s south shore, untouched sand dunes, 
and the kind of big, crashing waves that 
would impress a Hasselhoff. They have 
limited memberships and small crowds, 
which makes them attractive to CEOs, In- 
ternet tycoons, and media/lit/entertain- 
ment folks who want to frolic in peace. 

But unless you got in on the Yahoo IPO or 
recently married a Murdoch, you’re probably 
not going to stroll on one anytime soon. 
Right now, the going rate for a Vineyard 
beach key is $130,000 — and climbing. “It’s 
become really crazy,” says John Alley, a long- 
time selectman in the Vineyard town of West 
Tisbury. “It’s what the market will bear.” 

It wasn’t always this way. Thirty years 

ago, when old Vineyard farming 

families began selling off 

chunks of their coastline in the 

form of private beach “associa- 

tions,” a beach key could be 

bought for as little as $2000. 
As recently as the early 
1980s, it was possible to 
get a key for less than ten 
grand. But the island’s 
real-estate booms of the 
mid-to-late ’80s and the 
mid-to-late "90s have sent 
prices through the roof. Over the past two 
years, in fact, the value of beach keys has 
climbed more than $50,000. 

Beach-key associations differ from tradi- 
tional beach clubs in that members actually 
buy a small piece of real estate. A beach as- 
sociation is essentially a shoreline subdivi- 
sion; each key holder owns a sliver of sand 
running from the dunes to the ocean, 
equivalent to about two-tenths of an acre 
(this doesn’t mean the member has to sit 
on this specific slice of sand — anyone 
who owns a key is entitled to use the entire 
beach). When the key holder decides to 
sell, he or she is basically free to seek the 
highest bidder, though beach associations 
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typically hold the right of first refusal. 

What else, besides a key, do you get for all 
this money? Not a whole lot. Key beaches 
are deliberately kept no-frills. No big signs 
mark the entrance; in fact, it’s easy to get lost 
on the labyrinth of dirt roads leading to the 
locked gates. There is no staff on site; no 
lifeguards, either. Members must unlock the 
gates themselves and park their own cars in 
the association’s grassy parking lots. If they 
have to take a whizzer, they must head for 
the ocean or the dunes, since there isn’t a 
bathhouse on the premises. 

Key beaches aren’t the most social of 
places. Privacy is respected to the utmost. 
Members plunk their coolers and chairs tens 
of yards apart. Cranking loud music is disap- 
proved of; so is major boozing. Nudity, 
though allowed, is expected to be discreet. 
Dogs are to be kept under control. Even a 
rowdy game of touch football will get you 
some angry looks. (Given the number of big- 
time entrepreneurs on a Vineyard key beach, 
accidentally kicking sand in someone’s face 
on Saturday could result in your company’s 
hostile takeover on Monday.) 

Still, there’s no shortage of plutocrats 
eager to drop more than a hundred large 
for a key. Kathryn Ham, a local real-estate 
attorney who has handled several key 
transactions, says that they’re among the 
most coveted items in the island’s white- 
hot real-estate market. If a key came on the 
market, she says, it would take her “about 
a day” to find a buyer. (Others might not 
even take that long; some real-estate 
agents’ beach-key waiting lists are longer 
than George Regan’s Christmas-card list.) 

“The obvious reason [people want keys] is 
that it’s really an exquisitely beautiful area,” 
Ham says. “Secondly, it’s rarely crowded. 
And frequently, the people who are sharing 
the beach with you are people you know or 
are in your social circle.” Indeed, beach keys 
are something of a permissible status symbol 
on an island that is known to shun status 


symbols. “People like the exclusivity,” says 
Selectman John Alley. “They like the fact that 
they can go there and so-and-so can’t.” 

Still, the prospect of being labeled a snob 
is enough to make some key-beach users 
wary of talking about their membership. Call 
it the Vineyard’s version of liberal guilt. Even 
the most hardened association members re- 
alize that for every person on the Vineyard 
who goes to a private beach, there are thou- 
sands of others who can’t. “You look around 
and see it’s a beautiful beach, and you’re.not 
bumping into other people and listening to 
other people’s music,” says one Boston pro- 
fessional who doesn’t own a beach key but 
rented a summer home that came with one. 
“But at the same time, it’s unfortunate that 
the public doesn’t have access to it.” 

Vineyarders tend to be resourceful, 
though. Over the years, plenty of nonmem- 
bers have found ways to sneak onto the is- 
land’s key beaches. Keys belonging to long- 
time members (who got them when regular 
folks could still afford them) have been du- 
plicated and hidden under rocks and be- 
hind trees for friends to use. It’s also easy 
to scale the gate; bikers can always sling 
their bikes over to the other side. And there 
are those who access key beaches by enter- 
ing at a public beach and walking along the 
waterfront to the association beach. All of 
this is considered trespassing, however, 
and lawbreakers risk getting tossed by 
grumpy association members. 

Alley, who grew up in a time when farm- 
ers considered coastal property worthless 
for agriculture and islanders rarely lounged 
in the surf, finds the privatization of the is- 
land’s coastline somewhat amusing. “I 
think the real old-timers would be shocked 
if they found out that people pay that much 
money to go to the beach,” he says. 


HE SCARCITY of public coastline is a 
thorny issue on the Vineyard. And it’s 
not just the private beaches that are under 
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fire. A number of island beaches are open 
only to people living in a particular town 
(imagine if the Public Garden were open 
only to residents of the Back Bay, and 
you'll get the idea). Earlier this year, resi- 
dents in Alley’s town, West Tisbury, debat- 
ed whether to open their beach, Lambert’s 
Cove, to the public at large. The measure 
failed, and though residents cited environ- 
mental, overcrowding, and parking con- 
cerns, others suspect they really wanted to 
preserve the beach’s exclusivity. 

“People talk a good game around here 
about the beaches, how they should be open 
to the whole island,” says Alley. “Except, of 
course, for the beach that they go to.” 

Part of the problem is a still-on-the-books 
ordinance from the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, which holds that waterfront proper- 
ty owners own their coastline down to the 
low-tide mark — right where the ocean 
meets the shore. In nearly every other state, 
property rights extend only to the high-tide 
mark, which means the public can use al- 
most all of the beach. But Massachusetts al- 
lows public access to private coastline only 
for the purposes of “fishing, fowling, and 
navigation” — which means that unless 
you’re purposefully striding through the 
sand with a rod, a shotgun, or a boat in 
tow, you’re not supposed to be there. 

Repeated attempts to junk the old ordi- 
nance. have failed, and it’s.not surprising. 4 
Having property rights exténd to thé low- 

tide mark makes beaches extremely valu- 
able, and no one wants to give that up. It 
also makes it difficult to do anything about 
it. Giventhe current price of beach keys, 
one conservative estimate puts the value of 
the Quansoo Beach Association, which is 
about one mile in length, at $15 million.

That price is out of reach for a lot of con- 
servation organizations or towns that 
would like to buy private coastal property 
and open it to the public. (Not that they’d 
necessarily be allowed to, even if they had 
the money: some private beach associa- 
tions maintain covenants that prohibit 
members from selling their stakes to con- 
servation groups.) 

But even those frustrated by the privatiza- 
tion of the Vineyard’s shoreline understand 
the allure of a beach of one’s own. Says 
James Lengyel, executive director of the 
Martha’s Vineyard Land Bank, which buys 
open space using money raised from real- 
estate taxes: “It is ipso facto chic simply to 
be able to spend this sort of money on some- 
thing that is so frivolous. But the beaches 
that are keyed are sensational places. — 
would want to be there.”

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Can’t-—lose destinations 


@ OGUNQUIT BEACH “Ogunquit” is the Abernathy 
Indian word for “beautiful place by the sea,” and we 
Pilgrims aren't about to argue. This jewel in the 
southern Maine coastline features three and a half 
miles of white, sandy beach, and crashing waves that 
are ideal for boogie-boarding and bodysurfing. 
Parking is a merciful eight bucks a day, and for a pit 
stop, we recommend sampling the lobster roll at 
nearby Huckleberry’s (207-646-2525) or zipping into 
Perkins Cove, a bustling harbor village packed with 
restaurants, gift shops, and art galleries. 
@ CRANE BEACH Crane Beach, located in Ipswich, 
is one of New England's largest and most picturesque 
public beaches, with more than four miles of soft 
white sand. If you tire of swimming and sunbathing, 
the 1352-acre Crane Reservation — nesting grounds 
for numerous seafowl, including the threatened piping 
plover — is great for bird-watching. There is a free 
parking lot. Admission to the beach is $5 per car, $2 
on foot. For more information, call (978) 356-4351. 
@ GOOD HARBOR BEACH Located in the Bass 
Rocks section of East Gloucester, this mile-long 
beach faces the open ocean. Just off shore is 
Thatchers Island, a small, uninhabited island that can 
be accessed at low tide (make sure to return before 
the tide rises, or you'll be stuck for about 10 hours). 
Depending on the ocean storms or lack thereof, the 
water can be placid or full of enormous waves. (Note: 
flotation devices are not allowed.) But there are 
always waves big enough for a little bodysurfing. 
Parking is $10 on weekdays and $15 on weekends. 
Call (978) 283-1601. 
@ SINGING BEACH Namedatter the sound the fine 
sand makes when you walk on it, this half-mile-long 
beach is framed by rugged, rocky outcroppings. 
Although there is only resident parking at the beach, 
there’s a public parking lot in nearby Manchester-by- 
the-Sea that charges $8 on weekdays and $15 on 
weekends. Admission to the beach itself is free 


except on Fridays, Saturdays, and Sundays, when it 
is $1. Call (978) 526-2040. 

@ DUXBURY BEACH Everyone goes rah-rah for the 
Cape and the Islands, but where's the love for the 
South Shore? There's plenty of excellent beaching just 
below Boston, not the least of which is at Duxbury 
Beach, a thin, handsome stretch of coast that extends 
more than five miles from Marshfield to Plymouth. On a 
Clear day, you can see across Cape Cod Bay to P- 
town. Parking is $8 a day, and there are concession 
stands and bathroom facilities. 

@ CAPE COD NATIONAL SEASHORE Founded in 
the early 60s by the Kennedy administration, the Cape 
Cod National Seashore consists of a string of beaches 
running the 30-odd miles between Provincetown and 
Chatham. Most of the CCNS beaches are on the ocean 
side of the Cape. The exception is Great Island, in 
Wellfleet, which is on the bay side, meaning the water's 
warmer and calmer, with more critters. Race Point and 
Herring Cove Beaches — located just outside 
Provincetown, on the “knuckle” of the Cape — are 
prime spots for nature-watching. If your taste runs more 
to human nature, Herring Cove has an unofficial 
clothing-optional section. (An official no-nudity policy is 
often overlooked by bathers and officials alike.) Herring 
Cove is also the only National Seashore beach that has 
food vendors. 

More family-oriented is Marconi Beach, which 
boasts a large parking lot (all CCNS parking lots cost $7 
for a day's parking, $20 for a season pass). 
Beachgoers tend to cluster around the lifeguard posts, 
but if you're more into tranquillity than safety, simply 
walk a hundred yards in either direction and settle 
down, with the mammoth dunes behind you and a 
scattering of surfers tackling the waves in front of you. 
When you're done, make your way to the nearby 
Beachcomber (on Ocean View Drive; call 508-349- 
6055) for open-air cocktails and intimate conversation 
with the aforementioned surfers. 


Also popular with surfers is Coast Guard Beach. 
The parking lot is located so far from the beach that 
you have to take a shuttle, but that’s okay — maybe 
that’s why this beach is usually quieter than the 
others. You can also get to Coast Guard by riding 
along the Nauset Marsh bike path, which offers some 
lovely views of its own. 

If you're into views, you must try Nauset Light 
Beach. With Nauset Light standing sentinel, and lily- 
white seagulls soaring about, this is a truly lovely spot 
— though the constant clicking of cameras can get 
distracting.

@@ GOOSEWING BEACH If you're in a rural mood, 
drive to Rhode Island's Little Compton, making sure to 
stop at the Commons Lunch downtown (401-635-4388) 
for johnnycakes made from Gray's commeal (if it's 
breakfast time) or lobster rolls (if it's lunch). Goosewing 
Beach, however, should be your ultimate destination. 
Reach it by parking at South Shore Beach (401-635- 
4400), then trudging across the pebbly shore to the 
relative seclusion of Goosewing, which also has a 
reputation as the best place in Rhode Island to find 
heart-shaped rocks. 

@ WATCH HILL The caught-in-time Victorian resort of 
Watch Hill is tucked into a cove of Little Narragansett 
Bay. The shops and boutiques are fun to poke around 
in, and kids love the Flying Horse Carousel, the only 
surviving such carousel in the country, whose 20 hand- 
carved horses are suspended from a center pole so 
they swing out instead of going up and down. A popular 
Stopping point for drinks, dinner, or dessert is the 
Olympia Tea Room, with wooden booths and a few 
the sun set over the cozy harbor (74 Bay Street, 401- 
348-8211). For a more hard-eamed sunset, hike out a 
mile, along the dunes and oceanfront, to the pleasures 
of Napatree Point, where dozens of sea birds glide 
nonchalantly before the disappearing sun.

HATE SANDY beaches. It’s not so much the scorching 

heat, the spiteful flies, the heaving flesh (the flab, the 

abs), the crappy paperbacks, the soggy snacks, the tepid 
Dr Pepper. It’s not even the horrible, ear-infesting sand. 
The main reason I hate sandy beaches is that there’s 
nothing to do. Sandy beaches are boring. 

Humans are curious animals. It is against our nature to 
just sit about. That’s how we have telephones, music, 
penicillin, and rollerblades. That’s why we have 
America. What did the Pilgrims do when they 
landed on Plymouth Rock? I'll tell you 
what they didn’t do: they didn’t spread 
out a piece of sackcloth and plunk 
down with the Good Book; nor did 
they peel off their clothing, slather 
themselves with pork fat, and start 
working on their wrinkles. If that 
had been their inclination, they never 
would have come here in the first 
place; they'd have been flat out on the 
sludgy seaside strips of Southampton 
or Portsmouth. No, the Pilgrims satisfied 
a fundamental human impulse. They went 
exploring. They did something. 

That’s why the sedentary so-called pleasures of 
sandy beaches leave me cold, and why I adore places like 
Halibut Point State Park and the seaside town of Salisbury. 

Jutting between Folly Cove and Hoop Pole Cove, just 
north of Rockport, Halibut Point is a 54-acre oasis of tidal 
pools, flora, fauna, crashing surf, twittering birds, and 
some of the prettiest rocky shoreline imaginable. Located 
on the northeastern tip of Massachusetts, Salisbury is a 
shambles of video parlors, fried-dough joints, cheesy gift 
shops, dingy bars, and crippled carnival rides. At first 
glance, these two spots couldn’t be more different. Beauty 
and the Beast. Henry David Thoreau and Adam Sandler. 
But I love Salisbury and Halibut Point equally, and — 
strangely — for the same reason: there’s stuff to do. Both 
places engage the senses, get the blood going, and offer the 
opportunity for adventure — beyond third-degree burns or 
getting hit in the head with a Frisbee. 


O GET to the beach at Halibut Point, you make your 
way from the parking lot through a patch of woods, 
along a narrow path vaulted by small trees. Songbirds bend 
the saplings by your side. The sweet smell of mulch and the 
tinkle of nearby brooks arouse a little aah of contentment. 

The sunshine is dappled, soft, a perpetual twilight. You 
wouldn’t be too surprised to see the odd elf scampering 
about, Bambi and Thumper rubbing noses in the brush. 
When you emerge from the woods, squinting, you see 
Babson Farm Quarry to your left, with its inviting (though 
forbidden) turquoise depths and sheer granite walls. 
Continue on, over a small incline, and the spectacle of the 
Atlantic Ocean opens up before you: great swaths of sky 
and sea underlined by the rocky coast. As Wordsworth put 
it whilst gazing down on his beloved 
Tintern Abbey, “The picture of the 
mind revives again.” Looking out 
on Halibut Point you get what 
he meant. It’s like a booster 
shot for the spirit, a dust 
cloth swiped across 
the mind’s eye. 


At 
first glance, 
these two spots 
couldn’t be more 
different. But I love 
Salisbury and Halibut 
Point equally, and — 
strangely — for the 
same reason: 
There’s stuff 
to do.

I’m not sure what Wordsworth would have made of 
Salisbury. (Commotion recollected in tranquillity?) The 
shabby seaside town is more sub shop than sublime. Yet 
there’s still the little lurch of joy as you make your way up 
its ramshackle strip — more of a whee than an aah, but 
there all the same: a creeping tingle of anticipation. To look 
at the fluctuating rooftops, the jerrybuilt funhouses and 
their beckoning backlit signs, you’d hardly know you were 

beside one of the most beautiful coastlines in 
America. Or what would be one of the most 
beautiful, but for the fact that the actual 
beach is stippled with butts and bottle 
caps. French fries and fried dough 
litter the sidewalk. Discarded 
wrappers glint in the sun. But then, 
the outdoors is not a big part of 
the Salisbury experience. Inside is 
what it’s all about — that’s where 
the bars are, the slots are, the 
plastic knickknacks are. Salisbury is 
not about gathering exaltation, it’s 
about filling your face with greasy 
food, jamming your pockets with 
quarters, and beating the crap out of little 
plastic moles. 

Having said that, Halibut Point, for all its natural 
splendor, often has a similar appeal. Hopping from rock to 
rock tests your eye-hand (or eye-foot) coordination much 
the same way a game of Frogger does. Weaving through 
waves of pixellated pellets in Galaxian and dodging Halibut 


Point’s ocean waves are basically the same game. Skeeball 
and stone-skipping have obvious parallels. Salisbury’s most 
technologically loopy machine — an Addams 
Family-themed game — invites you to pay a buck, grip a 
pair of metal handles, and withstand increasingly large 
electrical jolts (“Ouch! Ha ha! Ouch!”). Halibut Point’s 
version is the icy slap of a wave upside the head. In short, 
both Halibut Point and Salisbury can be a hoot. 

Speaking of which, the day I went to Salisbury I 
committed karaoke. My first time. I discovered that I can

carry a tune like I can carry a 50-pound sack of coal: 
staggeringly. It was, I admit, a long shot from the 
mockingbirds, waxwings, warblers, and other beaky sopranos 
whose chorus fills the air around Halibut Point. The only 
chirping you’ll hear at Salisbury is that of the ravenous slots, 
punctuated by the crackle of electronic gunfire. Indeed, the 
sounds of Salisbury aren’t always particularly soothing. The 
self-described “Karaoke Queen” who sang Melissa 
Etheridge’s “I’m the Only One” sounded like a 
brace of seagulls in a blender. But anything — 
anything — is better than the ubiquitous 
caterwaul of classic rock that fills the air of 
your average sandy beach. At least I had the 
option of leaving the bar — and the Karaoke 
Queen — behind. 

Which I did, beating a hasty trail to the shack 
of Madam Jean. You wouldn’t think of Salisbury 
as the kind of place to ponder your past, present, 
and future, but Madam Jean will help you do just 
that. For a ten-spot — the most I was willing to pay 
— she’ll tell you “what I see,” and roll her eyes at 
you into the bargain. According to Salisbury’s grumpy palmist, 
I’m going to live into my 80s, someday meet the right woman 
(she missed the wedding ring), and — she wasn’t sure how — 
sooner or later get rich. Scintillating as all that was, you'll learn a 
lot more about yourself gazing into a crystalline tidal pool. At 
least your inner voice doesn’t brazenly stifle a yawn. 

As you reflect on your life, gazing into Halibut Point’s tidal 
pools, you'll also learn a bit about wildlife. Not that the life 
here is what you’d call wild. Nonetheless, even the 
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rashy attractions of Salisbury (below) are what make a trip to the seaside worth- 


languorous barnacles, the listless periwinkles, and the 
sluggish blue mussels do more than just hang about. The 
occasional plop of a bubble, the almost imperceptible 
movement of a shell, lets you in on the action taking place 
beneath the pool’s unruffled surface. Even if you’re not lucky 
enough to see a pair of ragged claws scuttling among the 
Irish moss, the colors themselves seethe with life. Yellows 
seep into greens, greens into browns, browns into reds, reds 
into rusts and russets, olives and tans, and back 
once more to yellows. It’s every bit as addictive as 
video poker: the more you look, the more you 
don’t want to look away. 
The colors in Salisbury are flatter, brighter, and 
not at all subtle. This is especially true of the 
many-hued gift shops, with their stacks of 
plastic buckets and spades, glossy magazines, 
message-bearing T-shirts and hats, floral 
sarongs, and garish shorts. Outside are the 
primary-colored buildings, the pink mottles of 
stepped-on gum, the purplish faces (too much 
booze or sun) of passersby, and the orange glow 
of their inevitable cigarettes. 
But the most colorful thing about Salisbury is the signs 
— or the names on them, which, more often than not, favor 
the possessive: Willey’s Ice Cream, Bevie B’s Rock ’n’ Roll 
Café, Happy’s Fried Dough, Ozzie’s Fried Dough, Blink’s 
Fry Doe, Christy’s Pizza, Jilly’s Pizza, Giuseppi’s Pizza, 
Angelina’s Sub & Pizza, Jabe’s Pizza & Subs, Joe’s 
Playland, Jay’s Crafts, Lee Hunt’s Seafood, Eddie’s Lounge, 
Stella’s Place, Maria’s Pasta Villa. . . . 
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Halibut Point yields some interesting appellations of its 
own: knotted wrack, sea wrack, maiden hair, the purple sea 
star, sea grass, sea lettuce, dog whelks, winged kelp. But the 
real poetry here is wordless: who needs literary imagery when 
you’re surrounded by such images? Why fumble with 
definitions of beauty when you can reach out and touch it? 
Out here, symbols only get in the way. You don’t even need a 
watch. The band of light sliding behind the horizon says it all. 

As nighttime crashes the Salisbury party, meanwhile, things 
are just heating up. Strings of motorcycles splutter into town. 
Sunburned skin gives way to vast expanses of denim; plastic 
sandals to kick-ass boots. Tank-topped teens swap insults and 
invitations across the busy strip. The barrooms overflow; 
music and laughter clatter onto the street. Somewhere, a 
bottle smashes. This, too, tells you all you need to know. 

Time to go home. 

As I drive along Beach Road, the glare and blare of 
Salisbury receding behind me, I reach over and pat a little tin 
lighthouse I won playing video poker. I feel lucky. Pulling out 
of Halibut Point State Park I feel luckier, as though I’ve come 
away with something even more valuable. I arrive home tired 
yet revived, free of the sluggish mood that almost invariably 
follows a day spent lolling under the sun. 

And, best of all, there isn’t single grain of sandonme.

HIS IS OUR place,” Jenny 
says, gesturing to the little

Island. Jenny is one of a dozen

all afternoon, every day. 

Rising behind them are the 
hammered granite walls of the 
oldest continuously fortified site 
in the British Empire of North 
America. The current “castle” 
was occupied by Lieutenant Paul 
Revere’s American troops after 
the British abandoned it; it is the 
eighth fort to have been built 
here, on the tip of the horse- 
shoe-shaped beach, at the south- 
eastern edge of the city. 

In more recent history, Castle 
Island pride has been an Irish 
thing. The South Boston Irish 
community dominates the Castle 
Island Association, which meets 
regularly and runs historic tours 
of the fort in the summer. 

“We’re not part of the associ- 


Czechs, and other Eastern Eu- 
ropean immigrants; Jenny, 73, 
came to this country from 
Czechoslovakia more than 50 
years ago.

Manager, Kelly’s Roast Beef, Revere Beach 


every Top 40 DJ is thanking 
God for the end of the work- 
week, and already a line has 
formed outside Kelly’s Roast 
Beef at Revere Beach. 

Kelly’s, the famous corner 
stand that’s been carving up 
sandwiches and serving platters 
of fried seafood since 1951, is a 
place proud of its statistics. 


“We've got seven Fry-O-Lators,” 


says manager Paul Pruitt. The 
three gaping ovens in the back, 
he says, are “capable of cooking 
150 roast-beef sandwiches every 
three hours.” As it is, they turn 
out about 70 on a good day. 
Pruitt says Kelly’s secret is 
fresh ingredients, oft-changed 
oil, and its classified recipe for 


tartar sauce. In the walk-in freez- 


er, two 20-gallon vats of tartar 
sauce sit on the floor. 

Kelly’s sometimes 
goes through both 
in a day. “I hada 
girl walk up, just 
the other day, and 
ask for a cup of 
tartar sauce with a 
spoon,” Pruitt 
says. 

All the cooking, 
frying, roasting, and 
vat moving is performed by Kel- 
ly’s staff, which consists of a 
couple dozen strapping young 
men. In fact, to work the front 
counter at Kelly’s Roast Beef, it 
seems that you must be strong- 
boned, affable, of drinking age 
at the oldest — and male. Pruitt 
tells me, in confidential tones, 
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that “it can get pretty rough- 
and-tumble in here when it’s 
busy.” He won’t say for sure if 
that’s why the staff is all male, 
but over at Kelly’s Ice Cream, 
just down the block, the staff is 
just as young, attractive, and 
affable — and all female. It’s 
been that way since the ’50s: 
the guys do the heavy frying 
and the girls serve the sweet 
stuff. 

Of course, some things do 
change. The staff is still almost 
completely local, but “Revere’s 
been getting more diverse,” 
Pruitt says, looking around the 
room. “Where are you from?” 


he calls out to a cook. “Cambo- 


dia,” the cook replies, hefting a 
metal vat onto a counter. 
“There’s the Asian communi- 
ties, the Spanish folk,” Pruitt 
says. “My brother-in- 
law is Spanish, so 
he brought a lot 
of kids in. 

They’re hard- 

working kids, 

and they bring in 
their friends.”

No matter where you’re 
from, don’t expect to talk to 
Mr. Kelly. His picture, along

chain’s only advertisements. 
Kelly himself was an Irish 
florist and the maitre d’ in a 
restaurant, where he worked 
with Kelly’s other founders 
before they all started their 
own place together. 

“I met him once,” says 
Pruitt. “I saw a little round 
guy with those laughing Irish 
eyes, and I said, ‘That must be 
Kelly!’ He looks just like the 
drawing!

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Saving 
the shore 


An environmental advocate 
discusses how humans help 
and hurt the beach 


for granted. New England abounds in 

beaches, but they are more fragile 
ecosystems than most realize. That’s certain- 
ly the case in Massachusetts, which has more 
than 1500 miles of coastline, including about 
940 miles of sand beaches. But there’s a lot 
that beachgoers can do to protect the shore, 
says Peter Shelley, vice-president of the 
Conservation Law Foundation, an environ- 
mental-advocacy group. 


Te: MANY PEOPLE take the seacost 


Q: How is the health of the 
state’s shoreline? 

A: The first thing to un- 
derstand is that the beaches 
are never static — I think of 
them as the signature of the 
ocean on land. They’re con- 
stantly changing. In some areas 
of the state there is quite a bit of 
change and erosion and move- 
ment of the sand in those beaches 
just from natural causes. 

[But] in some cases, I think the natural 
beach characteristics have been dramatical- 
ly changed by virtue of the fact that people 
have put artificial devices in place to pre- 
vent the beaches from doing their natural 
thing — either because they don’t want the 
beaches to move back onto their house or 
they don’t want the sand on the beaches to 
drift some other place where local people 
can’t enjoy it, or because they don’t want 
the sand to come into a harbor. 


Q: What effect does that have? 

A: In some cases, by building a structure 
that prevents sand from migrating, you 
starve sand from building up in an adjacent 
area, so you get a slow erosion of the 
beaches below that barrier. We see it on the 
Cape and out on the islands in places; we 
see some on the North Shore. The other 
type of activity that is fairly common is 
building sea walls. 

Homeowners are very eager to do this 
because they want to hold on to their lawns 
or they want to hold on to their dunes. 
They don’t want the ocean to eat away their 
property. Unfortunately, it has the exact 
opposite effect. 


Q: I can see how that could be a bad 
thing for the homeowner, but how does it af- 
fect the ecological health of the beach itself? 

A: Well, it destroys the beach as habitat. 
In some cases the sea wall has such an ef- 
fect on the waves that even in low tide there 
is no area exposed to the sun. It’s still un- 
derwater because there’s been so much ero- 
sion. Shore birds and winged birds are 
working very heavily right at the tideline; 
they are eating food and sustaining them- 
selves off that. To the extent that the beach 
is lost or underwater, it’s no longer accessi- 
ble to those birds. 


Q: In Massachusetts and Maine, beach 
ownership is private right up to the water line. 
A: It is almost unique in the world. 


Q: Ecologically, what has that meant for 
Massachusetts? 

A: I think you would have to say, quite 
candidly, that in the absence of good public 
management, which certainly can be lack- 
ing, private ownership of the beaches hasn’t 
been all that negative a factor. In fact, it 
may be a positive factor. 


Q: You say in the absence of good public 
management. How would you rate the 
state’s management of its beaches? 

A: It’s pretty variable. I think that the 
state tries to do a good job with most of its 
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beaches. My sense from talking to various 
managers is that they are chronically un- 
derfunded. 


Q: For people who are heading out to the 
beach this summer, what advice would you 
give them to protect the ecosystem? 

A: If a dune area is posted, stay out of it. 
It’s posted for a reason. And even though 
dunes are incredibly attractive as places to 
travel in — they are very mysteri- 

ous and wonderful and have a lot 

of appeal — the dunes really are 

the heart of the beach. If the 

sand that is built into those 

dunes is lost because the struc- 
ture of the dunes is changed by 
someone driving a truck or 
even someone walking or slid- 
ing or carousing down a hill- 
side, [we] could lose a section 
of that beach. So people should 
respect the dunes. 

I think beyond that, it’s really the obvious 
things. It’s fun to chase the birds, everyone 
has done it — finding a plover nest in a 
dune is certainly a magical experience — but 
you've probably killed the eggs, because the 
parents might not come back. With the feed- 
ing birds, they’re spending all their energy 
trying to gather food, and if they have to di- 
vert their energy into running away from 
five-year-olds or 50-year-olds or dogs, then 
that is energy they have to make up in order 
to survive. It’s just not healthy for them. 

Another thing is bringing pets. Pets don’t 
belong on beaches. Again, everyone has had 
a dog, I’ve had a dog, I like to take dogs to 
beaches, but for most of the public beaches, 
people shouldn’t bring pets because it is 
very easy for them to get out of control. 


Q: There was a piece in the New York 
Times recently about threats to the country’s 
national park system. Is the Cape Cod Na- 
tional Seashore suffering from some of the 
same problems that, say, Yosemite and Yel- 
lowstone are? 

A: Absolutely. It is the demand on those 
resources from a variety of people, from 
just bathers to people who want to drive 
their trucks up the beach to go bass fishing. 

I mean, the park system is always trying 
to catch up, and opportunities [are lost] to 
research what’s happening with the beach 
— where it’s eroding, where areas are that 
should be kept off bounds, what the impact 
is of these off-road vehicles. You know, if 
you got off-road vehicles off the beaches, 
you'd be moving the health of the beaches 
forward quite a bit. 


Q: It seems to me that no matter how 
hard you try to protect the ecosystem, you’re 
going to have some impact just by being 
there. Would it be useful advice to ask peo- 
ple not to go to the beach as often? 

A: Oh man, how do you do that? I mean, 
it’s what they call a tragedy-of-the-com- 
mons problem. [But] I think there are cer- 
tain ways beaches can be managed that 
minimize impact, and there are also beach- 
es that should be closed and protected for 
pure sanctuary purposes. 

I think a lot of this stuff is common sense. 
If you’re out on the beach and you're think- 
ing, “God, should I be doing this?” you 
probably shouldn’t be doing it. You’re going 
to the beach to lie in the sun, to get your 
skin fried, get skin cancer, get wet, and 
hopefully not get eaten by a white shark. If 
people could just limit themselves to that, 
and not only clean up what they brought, 
but pick up someone else’s trash if they walk 
by it, then they'd be doing a great service.

Get naked

sipping Fosters Lager from a plastic cup. 

Nothing unusual about that. Two mid- 
dle-aged guys beside me are having a bois- 
terous conversation: “He shoulda kept his 
damn mouth shut!” Just regular guys talk- 
ing regular guy stuff. 

Less regular is the fact that the two guys 
are naked. Come to that, so am I. Usually 
this realization would mark the point where 
I’d wake up, sweat beading my brow. But not 
today. The really strange thing is, it’s okay. 

By this point, I’ve already been hanging 
out (literally) at Berkshire Vista for a good 
few hours. Berkshire Vista is a nudist resort 
located in Hancock, Massachusetts; I’d ar- 
rived early that morning, eagerly anticipating 
NudeFest ’99, the 52nd annual convention 
of the Eastern Sunbathing Association 
(ESA). What I hadn’t anticipated was my ini- 
tial discomfort at the sight of the teeming, 
tawny nakedness all around me — or having 
to stand around waiting for my hosts, stu- 
diously averting my eyes, making small talk 
with a partly clad T-shirt vendor. 

“Are those T-shirts for sale?” I ask. The 
vendor smiles and nods. 

After 10 excruciating minutes, my hosts 
arrive: Susan Weaver, public-affairs chair for 
the American Association for Nude Recre- 
ation (AANR), and Linda Pace, AANR mar- 
keting director. Both are wearing sarongs. 
The big question comes almost right away: 
“Do you want to take your clothes off?” 

In the interest of journalistic integrity, I’d 
already decided to say yes. So I do it — 
shirt, socks, shorts — and there I am, 
standing in the middle of a field, wearing 
nothing but a pair of red Converse sneakers 
and carrying a black briefcase. As if I don’t 
already feel awkward enough, a passing 
woman points at my ass, proclaiming, 
“Look! A cottontail!” Great. 

Laughing, Weaver and Pace strip, and the 
three of us jiggle down a small hill, on our way 
to my first stop of the day. I’d been hoping for 
something a bit racy to start with — the con- 
vention agenda includes Olympic training, a 
seniors’ swim, and nude bacon and eggs — 
but those had taken place earlier. What I get is 
an ESA membership-committee meeting. 

About 50 people in various stages of un- 
dress sit and stand under a 
wooden structure in a section 
of the resort known as the 
Ghetto. I honestly don’t

some reason, are the guys 
who aren’t quite nude, their 
todgers peeking out below the 
hems of their T-shirts. 

As Susan introduces me to the 
meeting, announcing that I am a

of applause, which is actually more disconcert- 
ing than the cottontail incident. Clutching my 
briefcase before me, I scamper to the nearest 
table and settle down to watch the proceed- 
ings. For the next hour I nod thoughtfully, 
gaze intently into the face of each speaker, and 
scribble notes such as “the power of public ad- 
vertising” and “Jesus, they’re huge.” 


EN I think nudism, I generally tend to 
think nude beach.

attending a legislative assembly, listening to 
talk of budget proposals and outreach strate- 
gies? Well, for one thing, aside from Moshup 
Beach on Martha’s Vineyard, Massachusetts 
doesn’t really have any nude beaches to 
speak of. Of the two AANR-sanctioned nud- 
ist clubs in this state — Berkshire Vista and 
Sandy Terraces, on the Cape — neither is a 
seaside resort. Still, even if a sandy beach is 
your ultimate goal, AANR resorts are guar- 
anteed safe, clean, and hassle-free, so they 
make great primers for neo-nudists like me. 

Since its inception in 1931, AANR has 
grown into a massive organization boasting 
50,000 members, 236 clubs, and seven re- 
gional branches (ESA being the Eastern 
branch). In fact, the organization is experienc- 
ing growing pains. At the meeting, discussions 
about where to put the proliferating legions of 
nudists generate almost as many solutions as 
there are delegates. 

The task of bringing all this diversity togeth- 
er falls to Greg Smith, the AANR’s national 
president. Smith has something of a young 
Hunter S. Thompson look about him. Slim, 
tanned, with a shaven head and sunglasses, he 
serial-smokes mini cigars and presides over 

the meeting with cool authority. Even 

though I am still in the omigod 
stage, when Smith speaks it’s 
quite possible to forget the pecker 
beneath the mic. And Smith 
speaks quite a lot. At one point, as 
the president takes center 
stage yet again, a delegate 
sings under his breath: “Here 
he comes to save the daay!” 

After the meeting, Smith 
sits across from me, rests his 
elbows on the table, and says, 
almost immediately, “I have nothing to hide.” 
Quite. A retired naval officer, Smith current- 
ly drives a school bus in Bethel Park, Penn- 
sylvania. He’s less interested in talking about 
his professional life, however, than in touting 
an annual nudist volleyball tournament he ar- 
ranges. “Last year,” he says proudly, “we had 
95 to 100 teams, 2000 people.” 

As with many of the people I meet today, 
nudism is not merely an interest for Smith, 
nor even a lifestyle. It’s a vocation, a creed. 
He seems particularly proud of his record as 
AANR’s leader, speaking of how nudism is 
“becoming more and more mainstream every 
day,” how he has helped the organization 
“enter into the 21st century,” of the constant 
barrage of e-mail and faxes he receives, the 
twice-weekly meetings he must attend. 

Smith admits that the logistical headaches 
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of bringing a nation of nudists together can 
make the president’s role a tough one. “You 
can’t afford to get upset,” he says. “If you do, 
you’re in the wrong job.” The AANR has 
presidential elections slated for the year 2000, 
and I ask Smith who his main challenger is. 
“When the president is doing a good job, 
there is no competition,” he says, lighting up 
another cigar. “I expect to be re-elected.” 
And so there we are: two men, buck- 
naked, discussing institutional politics. At 
one point, Marci Lott, Smith’s fiancée, 
glides over. The couple are planning a nude 
wedding sometime this year, they say (“at 
least the bridesmaids will all match”). Lott 
— a trainee flight attendant — is blond, 
large-breasted, and wears a sheer white 
wrap around her waist. | am mortified — 
helplessly so — to note that she is very sexy. 


EX, HOWEVER, plays little part in your 

average nudist camp. And that’s not 
only because many nudists resemble your 
grandparents. ° 

When you come down to it, the symbolic 
link between nudity and sexual intercourse 
rests on a pretty banal concept: I’m ready. 
But when everyone is nude, that link is some- 
how broken. Sex has no place at a nudist re- 
sort precisely because the guests are naked. 
As the saying goes: “We’re nude, not lewd.” 

Indeed, the only hint of prurience I get the 
whole day is from a guy who admits to hav- 
ing gotten interested in nudism when, in his 
teens, he bought a copy of Sunshine & 
Health. Which doesn’t necessarily mean that 
sex is far from the minds of nudists — at 
least in an institutional sense. While the 
terms “respect,” “acceptance,” and “whole- 
some” are thrown about by AANR represen- 
tatives like rice at a wedding, the word “sex” 
is tirelessly avoided. But, as always, it looms 
all the larger for its absence. 

Aware that many people view organized 
nudity with a suspicious eye (or worse, think 
Wey-hey-hey!), the organization goes to ex- 
treme lengths to project a socially responsi- 
ble, clean-living image. It organizes blood 
drives, clothing drives, and beach clean-ups. 
So conscious is the organization of its public 
image that Weaver runs media-training ses- 
sions during which AANR workers learn to 
fend off salacious and cynical media inquiries 
with quotable epigrams (“Shed your cares 
with your clothes”). Weaver will also turn 
down media requests from potentially un- 
friendly sources. “Why would we deal with 
someone who’s going to make fun of us?” 
she asks, admitting she had the Phoenix 


checked out before agreeing to my visit. 

What is most surprising about today’s 
gathering, however, is that despite all the 
wholesomeness, most of the nudists are far 
from being the crunchy, touchy-feely bunch I 
had anticipated. When I arrived at Berkshire 
Vista, I tucked my cigarettes away, fearing a 
lynching if anyone saw them. But fellow 
smokers abound, and the clubhouse bar does 
a thriving business. There’s barely a hint of 
sanctimony. Indeed, rubbing elbows with the 
guys in the bar feels like being back in 
Somerville — that is, if elbows were all we 
were rubbing. Some of the nudists even in- 
dulge in saucy banter when Linda Pace gin- 
gerly steps into the club’s swimming pool. 
“It’s cold!” she says. “Love those bumps.” 

“So do we,” replies one man, arousing 
bursts of laughter all around. 


O SAY that Linda Pace is a good sport 

would be to understate the matter. A full- 
figured woman far too young-looking to be 
the mother of three twentysomething chil- 
dren, Pace is energetic, witty, and as prolific 
a smoker as I am. As a group of us sit on a 
deck having lunch, Pace laments the fact 
that she can’t finish her burger. “My eyes 
were bigger than my stomach,” she says. 
Then, without skipping a beat, she looks at 
her stomach and says, “I guess you can only 
say that when you have clothes on.” 

Pace used to run a halfway house for 
troubled teens; now she is a full-time nud- 
ist. I knew I was at ease with the AANR’s 
marketing director when I stopped not 
noticing her breasts, when I was able to run 
my eyes over them as easily as I would a 
lapel. Many people espouse the old “body 
acceptance” nugget during my time at the 
convention, but Pace really brings it home 
for me. “As a woman who has three kids,” 
she says, “my body is a road map that leads 
back to my children. Me without clothes on 
is not going to make the cover of Cosmo, 
but with this group I feel beautiful.” 

So do I. As one who enjoys the odd pint, 
my body is a road map that leads back to 
the Sam Adams brewery. But here — and 
not only because the majority of the people 
are in worse shape than I am — I feel com- 
pletely comfortable. Or at least I’m begin- 
ning to. Most of the time. Nearly. 

During a game of volleyball, every now 
and then I think, “Hey, that person who just 
spiked me is naked.” Or worse, when saying 
hello to a passing kid: “Hey, I’m naked.” At 
one point, a guy says something about the 
government being “hard on” nudists and I 
think “Hard on!” as if the very words could 
trigger a disastrous bout of tumescence.

Bridge's troubled 
waters 


rench filmmaker Léos Carax would be the first to admit that 
F; lot of water has passed under the bridge since he finished 
Les amants du Pont Neuf in 1991. It’s the deceptively simple tale 
of two homeless people in love — an alcoholic part-time 
firebreather who’s slowly losing his mind, played by Denis 
Lavant, and a one-time artist who’s slowly losing her sight, 
played by future Oscar winner (and Carax’s then girlfriend) 
Juliette Binoche. But during production it went repeatedly over 
budget, extra expenses including the meticulous re-creation in 
the south of France of the title Parisian landmark where the 
lovers’ grand passion literally explodes. Scathing reviews greeted 
its release in France, and it was never picked up for foreign 
distribution. After a debacle comparable to Michael Cimino’s 
Heaven's Gate, Carax, the upstart heir apparent to the New 
Wave with his first two films, Boy and Girl and Bad Blood, sank 








into seclusion and did not make another movie for eight years. 

Both Les amants and Carax would get a second chance, 
however. Picked up by Miramax under the title The Lovers on the 
Bridge, the film has now been released in America, following the 
debut of Carax’s newest effort, Pola X, this year at Cannes. 
“Lovers on the Bridge was so hard to make that everything broke 
after that,” says Carax. “The producer died, people separated, 
and I stopped making films after that. | thought I would not 
make films anymore. But that happens with all my films. They 
take time. Now the film is shown every year on TV and is seen 
completely differently.” 

How does Carax see it? 

“I had a dream where there was an image, I was living with the 
actress [Binoche] at the time, and we were on a shady parapet of 
a bridge. We were facing each other from opposite sides of the 
bridge, and we were walking toward each other at night. There 
were both beautiful and terrifying feelings. | didn’t know if when 
we met we would kiss or fight and fall into the water. At the time 
where we were living, you could see the Pont Neuf from the 
window. I have always loved that bridge, the oldest bridge in 
Paris. It’s very massive and at the same time beautiful. There is a 
feeling of security about it. I guess all of that kind of mixed 
together, and that’s the idea of the film.” 

Despite the notorious budget overruns, Carax’s intent in The 
Lovers on the Bridge was to pare down the subject of his previous 
two films — romantic love — to its essence. 

“With each previous film I felt | hadn’t gone far enough. I felt 
maybe I had been too protected by the camera. I wanted to make 
a film in the open air, to feel the flesh of the actors without 
make-up, without apartments and bedrooms and faxes and 
phones and all these things that protect people. | wanted to make 
a film about love that would be about naked love.” 

The Lovers on the Bridge is currently playing at the Coolidge 


Corner.

A lesbian feminist who writes that 
her “younger self would have been horri- 
fied to imagine writing a book in favor of 
marriage” yet who eventually had a wed- 
ding of her own with her lesbian partner, 
Graff has structured her book with six sec- 
tions that address the topics often used to 
define marriage’s purpose: “Money,” 
“Sex,” “Babies,” “Kin,” “Order,” and 
“Heart.” These elements factor into most 
contemporary polemics on this topic, of 
course, but Graff also uses her list to pro- 
vide a good map of historical constructs 
around marriage, from a time when it was 
an arranged social contract to an era when 
it is a personal emotional choice. Along the 
way, she does a good (if occasionally repet- 
itive) job of proving that the history of mar- 
riage is about flux, not tradition — and 
that flux allows for forward motion. 

Graff demonstrates this well in the sec- 
tion on sex. She takes delight in recount- 
ing the foibles of history, boiling down op- 
posing ancient attitudes (covered in 
Boswell’s controversial but densely thor- 
ough tome), and pointing out with amuse- 
ment that Christians originally pushed 
celibacy over marriage. Closer to the pre- 
sent, she quotes an Atlantic Monthly writ- 
er from the 1920s who carped about how 
contraception was keeping family size to a 
“miserly minimum.” 

Taking on cultural harpies who mythol- 
ogize nuclear families, she summarizes 
psychological studies to show that the ac- 
tions, not the gender, of a parent are most 
telling. (Excerpts of some of those studies 
may be found in Sullivan’s book.) With the 
wit that enlivens the entire work, Graff de- 
constructs examples of flawed logic in the 


industrial revolution and the civil-rights 
movement to the late 20th century (when 
marriage, at least rhetorically, is celebrat- 
ed as an affair of the heart). 

Still, although Westerners no longer 
tally up dowries, Graff does not ignore 
the importance of financial concerns in 
the personal unions she describes. She 
says the difference between domestic 
partnership and marriage is comparable 
to the difference between “a skateboard 
and a jet.” She notes the places the 
authorities and institutions that treat the 
term “married” with special seriousness: 
“banks, insurers, courts, employers, 
schools, hospitals, cemeteries, rental car 
companies, frequent flyer programs,” mak- 
ing a case that is both convincingly prag- 
matic (marriage can provide basic health 
care) and unsettlingly mercenary (marriage 
can provide cheap airline tickets). 

Here, Graff is on ground well covered 
in Eskridge’s book. Eskridge is less ele- 
gant with language but does a better job 
of mapping out the precise differences be- 
tween domestic partnership and marriage, 
providing bulleted lists of marriage rights 
and responsibilities as defined by law 
(which, he notes, are available to pe- 
dophiles, rapists, and — in 40 states — 
14-year-olds). He clarifies complex legal 
issues and intelligibly outlines the current 
legal situation for the average layperson. 

By contrast, legal matters are the major 
shortfall of Graff's book. Much of the text 
is devoted to colorful but slightly too ex- 
haustive pre-20th-century historical detail, 
which at times gives the work the feel of a 
keener doctoral thesis; when the court 
battles and legal specifics of our own time 
are dealt with briefly and limply, the book 
feels slightly unbalanced.

have assumed that readers have a basic 
knowledge of the legal issues, and has in- 
stead focused on the philosophy behind — 
as opposed to the letter of — the law. 

Her ideological zeal comes to light most 
clearly in the section titled “Kin,” which is 
likely to be a flashpoint in the ongoing 
marriage debate within the gay and lesbian 
community.

N SNOW MAN, Carolyn Chute advo- 

cates for a constituency rarely repre- 

sented in literary novels. Her hero, 
Robert Drummond, is a white, working- 
class militia member with a swastika tattoo. 
Pro-gun above all else, Drummond has just 
assassinated US Senator Kip Davies and 


has fallen, wounded, into the protective 
arms of Kristy Creighton, the daughter of 
another senator, an Edward Kennedy—type 
liberal from Massachusetts. Even though 
Kristy, a Radcliffe graduate, grew up ina 
big house with live-in servants, she can’t 
help but fall in love with the proletarian 
Robert. For despite their many differences, 
he is the first man she has ever seen with a 
“long, uncircumcised penis,” a detail the 





ways self-destruct. Furthermore, she ar- 
gues that such lifestyles are utopian only 
for those who have power, that the weak 
end up abused and unprotected by a lack 
of accountability in their relationships. 

Graff concludes that “marriage rules are 
necessary to bring justice to human com- 
mitments.” In other words, should two 
people choose to pool their time, money, 
resources, and energy into a shared life, 
marriage provides a framework to help 
ensure that each contribution is recog- 
nized inside and outside that union. (In- 
terestingly, she never addresses a common 
question from the left: is it a good thing 
for a society to make certain privileges un- 
available to single people or to that rare 
ménage 4 trois that turns into a lasting 
family?) 

The idea of coveting marriage for its 
own merits is enough to make this book a 
lightning rod in some circles, but Graff 
practically invites yelping from the subset 
of urban gay male culture that exalts sex 
above all else; she castigates this “baccha- 
nalian life” as not radical at all, but rather 
a form of mindless acquiescence to the 
corporate mantra of “consume, consume, 
consume.” She specifically knocks author 
Edmund White’s use of terms like “drea- 
ry” and “airlock” to define marriage, 
declaring archly that such perceptions 
come only from people who have never 
been exposed to “long-monogamous” 
non-urban couples who “do live in ‘mid- 
dle-class respectability.’ ” 

It is in this that Graff may find herself 
unhappily lumped together with conser- 
vatives such as Andrew Sullivan, who 
(as quoted in his anthology) suggests 
that, if allowed, same-sex marriages 
would be modeled on heterosexual mar- 
riages. Like Eskridge, who cheerily an- 


author mentions repeatedly and clearly 
considers a major plot point. Oh, and she is 
also motivated by her opposition to the 
death penalty, which surely awaits him 
once he is arrested. 

Chute, who herself belongs to what she 
describes as a “no-wing” militia group, is 
careful in her author’s note to explain that 
this is not a left-wing or a right-wing book, 
but a book about class — as Drummond 
says, “You’re either up or you’re down. 
That’s all there is to it.” And in her presen- 
tation of class issues, Chute is swimming 
upstream against the literary establish- 
ment. Fiction by and about the wealthy is 
flooding the market these days. Dominant 
cultural institutions that support literary 
writing, such as the New Yorker, most cor- 
porate publishers, and many private foun- 
dations, parade a never-ending selection of 
yuppie fiction before the public. (The re- 
cent “Future of American Fiction” issue of 
the New Yorker is an excellent example, 
dominated by the work of straight white 


nounces that gays who want to marry 
are “nice people who share America’s 
values,” Graff allows her sharp argu- 
ments to be blunted with her foray into 
suburban idealism. Invoking pastoral 
settings and middle-class existence, she 
limits the appeal of gay marriage instead 
of universalizing it, and ignores the 
many who desire such unions but fall 
beyond homogenous demographics. 
(Graff makes several similarly broad 
claims, including one that lesbians, un- 
like other couples, don’t let money affect 
power issues in a relationship.) 

Toward the end of the book, Graff re- 
turns to top form, persuasively arguing that 
by cloaking sexism in the ironclad rule that 
a woman must marry a man, the battle for 
same-sex marriage is “a fight-by-proxy 
over one of the last strongholds of gender 
supremacy.” A culture that recognizes and 
fully rewards the union of two women, 
without the permission or presence of a 
man, is going to be infinitely closer to gen- 
der equity. This assertion again upends 
common wisdom — instead of reinforcing 
the patriarchy, same-sex marriage could 
further women’s legal rights. 

Graff suggests that the time is right for 
such strides. Weaving together the 
threads of history that run through the 
book, she distills the essence of this na- 
tional moment: our courts now recognize 
that sex is a matter of choice, marriage is 
no longer inextricably linked to procre- 
ation, and individual liberty is a supreme 
ideal of both main political parties. In 
other words, the nation itself, like Graff 
and countless others, is primed for same- 
sex marriage.

men who offered nothing particularly grip- 
ping or inventive.) 

Such writing is often based in ruling- 
class assumptions and biases. But Chute’s 
blue-collar heroes are equally prejudiced. 
Drummond hates men with AIDS, is pro- 
Nazi and anti-abortion, doesn’t know that 
people of color exist, despises feminism, 
and loves guns. For readers who are nei- 
ther culturally powerful nor right-wing, 
moving from the New Yorker’s world to 
Chute’s is like trading one exclusionary hell 
for another. 

On the other hand, unlike yuppie fic- 
tion, which exhibits a singular obsession 
with bourgeois heterosexual romance, this 
novel deals with real-world constructions:

MY DATE WITH SATAN, by Stacey

HOUGH WE HAVE a tradition in 
this country of regarding youth cul- 
ture as irresponsible and maybe 
even a bit dangerous, we seem to be liv- 
ing in outright fear of our own progeny 
these days. In fact, the irrational mea- 
sures taken to prevent more tragedies 
like last spring’s mass shooting in Little- 
ton, Colorado, prove just 
how far off the deep end 
we've gone. Does anyone 
really think that banning 
trench coats in schools or 
cracking down on kids who 
sneak into R-rated movies will make a 
difference? Lawmakers aren’t doing 
such a great job, either. Recently, the 
House voted to post the Ten Command- 
ments in every public school, and just 
this month a handful of states decided to 
require kids who want piercings to get 
parental consent. (Of course, underage 
piercing will go on — all a fearless 
youngster needs is a sharp needle and a 
cube of ice.) 

Given the current atmosphere of para- 
noia, publication of Stacey Richter’s first 
book, a collection of mordant and funny 
short stories, could not have come at a 
better time. Richter demystifies popular 
culture by poking fun at people who buy 
into the gothic lifestyle, look for love in 
cyberspace chatrooms, or believe in ex- 
traterrestrials. But rather than skewering 
her’ chatacters; Richter ‘forces us to em- 
pathize with them, and by exposing their 
weaknesses she reminds us that behind 
every heavy-metal thrasher could lie a 
heart of gold. 

Perhaps it’s not surprising then that 
Richter’s most hopelessly marginalized 
and misguided characters are also her 
most endearing. In “Goal 666,” Gabriel 
(yes, like the archangel) — the lead 
singer of the Lords of Sludge, a Swedish 
doom/classical goth band — does his ut- 
most to be a rage-filled devil worshipper. 
A former choirboy known in his own fam- 
ily as a sweetheart, Gabriel paints a pen- 
tagram in chicken blood on his doorstep 
and touts his “top-secret method of Sa- 
tanic throat singing,” a skill he cultivates 
by practicing with a Ping-Pong ball 
lodged in the back of his throat. Gabe ad- 
mires the Swedish band members’ “fierce 
hanks of hair falling in dirty curtains 
around their faces” and the lead gui- 
tarist’s “mega-antisocial facial tattoos,” 


novel does have an ideology: it’s right- 
wing/libertarian working-class fiction. And 
she misses her chance to make a truly reso- 
nant statement about that ideology by pre- 
senting us with characters who are mostly 
illogical stereotypes. In addition to his fab- 
ulous genitalia, Drummond doesn’t get 
cold, doesn’t know how to sew, won’t drink 
the rich people’s chardonnay, and gets all 
the pretty girls. Kristy is described as 
“edgy, angry, rivalrous, ultrafeminist,” but 
neither a feminist thought nor an angry one 
ever crosses her rich-bitch brain of cotton. 
In fact, the only thing that really 
moves her is the opportunity to 
give the wounded Drummond a 
series of rectal suppositories. 

Additionally, Chute’s 
analysis of the militia 
movement is indistinct, 
referring vaguely to 
divisions in the ranks 
over defensive and 
offensive tactics. 


but he’s baffled by their impeccable table 
manners and their general cleanliness. 
Gabe works hard to convince himself and 
everyone else that he’s dark through and 
through (the story is interspersed with his 
calls to arms — “Corrupt the 
World/Spread the Metal!!!”), and he’s 
horrified to think that the Swedes’ “inno- 
cence” might corrupt his image. Sure 
enough, Gabe cracks, and in an unex- 
pected turn of events begins to sing glee- 
fully, like a boy in the shower: 
“It was as though all the 
loathing and resentment I’d 
been nursing at least since I 
was a sophomore in high 
school had burst like a soap 
bubble, had been popped and defused and 
dried out, and all that was left inside me 
was a lather of pure euphoria. I was so 
happy | thought I might melt.” 

Like Gabe, “PipiLngstck,” the online 
handle of the narrator of the title story, 
“My Date with Satan,” looks like some- 
one to be avoided. Friendly but freaky, 
Pipi is subjected to snickers and threats 
because she dresses like Pippi Long- 
stocking: “Maybe it was my unusual per- 
sonal appearance — the fact that I drew 
freckles on my cheeks with eyeliner or 
daubed teardrops under my eyes with 
mascara, or that my braids stick out at 
right angles from my head.” Underneath 
her fagade, however, Pipi turns out to be 
a quirky and strong-willed woman worth 
knowing. 

“My Date with Satan” isn’t the only 
story in this collection about a woman 
with certitude. In “An Island of 
Boyfriends,” a materialistic co-ed washes 
up on an undiscovered island in the 
South Pacific, where she is saved by a 
band of sex-starved men she calls 
“boyfriends.” After going through most 
of the men, however, the narrator finds 
she’s dissatisfied. She moves into her 
own hut, where she can contemplate her 
situation and appreciate the virtues of 
solitude. “I'd like to discover what I want 
or who I am... . I want to find out why 


none of the boyfriends, or combination of 


boyfriends, has ever seemed right.” The 
narrator’s transformation, from depen- 
dent and self-absorbed to independent 
and philosophical, occurs in a surreal lo- 
cale, but the point of the story transcends 
place and can be applied to young wom- 
en everywhere. 

Richter disguises themes in surreal sto- 
ries throughout her book. In the cleverest, 
“Sally’s Story,” set in the 1970s, a fami- 


When Chute’s characters get into politics in 
any depth, they often lack clarity. For exam- 
ple, Drummond blames the economic de- 
pression in his (and Chute’s) home state of 
Maine on the takeover of local businesses by 
conglomerates. But he calls this process so- 
cialism. Kristy eventually asks him to ex- 
plain what he means by socialism, but he 
never does, and we’re all confused. He also 


ly’s greyhound finds fame when her 
sculptures are discovered by the art 
world. Beneath the surface of this unusual 
tale is a very basic message about equal 
rights. The family’s mother, a career 
housewife, finds purpose in managing 
Sally’s career, while the family’s father, 
who refuses to recognize Sally’s work as 
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art and condemns his wife’s involvement, 
is so blinded by pettiness and jealousy 
that he ends up leaving the family. In 
“Rules for Being Human,” the ghost of a 
young man whose body was severed when 
he tried to jump a boxcar hangs out in a 
bar where other ghosts and living people 
drink side by side. The ghost regulars in- 
clude: a pair of young women, “mashed 
in a car crash, pulpy but intact,” wearing 
the “[s]Jame shredded party dresses” in 
which they were killed; a husband carry- 
ing his wife’s bullet in his heart; a bloated 
accountant who drank himself to death. 
The narrator himself is a mere leg — his 
head, torso, and other leg were carried off 
by the train. Beneath the gruesome detail, 


believes that the ultraconservative senator 
he assassinated was a “socialist” — which 
makes us wonder about his powers of per- 
ception. And he excuses his swastika tattoo 
by pointing out that since he knows no 
Jews, they won’t see it and be offended. Not 
very persuasive. 

It’s hard to know, at times, whether the 
cloudy thinking belongs to the characters or 
to the author who created them; Chute’s sto- 
rytelling seems to lack any ironic distance. At 

one point, Chute has Kristy, a women’s 
studies professor, define feminism 
as “women in power.

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the story is a moving one about longing 
and perspective: ghosts want to be close 
to the living who remind them of them- 
selves — “[n]ot the selves we had, not 
exactly, but the ones we wished for.” 

The most intriguing stories in My Date 
with Satan explore issues associated with 
fame. In “The Ocean,” a has-been teen 
idol, Scott Hansen, chronicles his life 
story, from rich heartthrob to poverty- 
stricken alcoholic. When he was on top 
of the world, he was a greedy sex fanatic, 
sleeping with “an assortment of Brid- 
gettes, Tamis, Kellys, Wandas, Tinas, 
Florences, Bibis, and Stephs.” Years lat- 
er, when his star began to fade, he slept 
with “a few Ellens, Barbis, Sukis, and 
Brads.” Only a stalker named Cyndy, 
whom he remembers with the aid of hyp- 
nosis, stands out in his memory. In “A 
Groupie, a Rock Star,” Connie, the for- 
mer, and Eldon, the latter, react to the 
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overdose of a young roadie, John, who is 
floating in Eldon’s pool. Connie, who 
tries to fish John’s body out with a cro- 
quet mallet, realizes that she identifies 
with him, and turns a critical eye on her- 
self. This is the most serious story 
Richter tells, and it proves just how dan- 
gerous it is to be seduced by anything as 
artificial or ephemeral as fame. More im- 
portant, however, it reveals Richter’s 
thoughtfulness and maturity, proof that 
she’s not just eccentric and entertaining, 
but is a writer of first-rate talent. a

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Gore Vidal may want to overthrow

Haughty 
libertine

EEN FROM A dis- 
Ss" Gore Vidal’s 

sexual politics look 
fair indeed. In the first 
piece included in this col- 
lection of his essays, re- 
views, and interviews on 
the subject, we find him ar- 
guing that the state should 
not interfere in private sex- 
ual behavior, a position 
that most right-thinking 
people would share. The 
invocation of Mill, the dis- 
tinction between crime and 
sin, the insistence that all kinds of prohibition 
are doomed to failure: these things make Vi- 
dal seem like a liberal of a familiar and 
praiseworthy kind. 

But as one reads on in Sexually Speaking, 
it becomes clear that, with Vidal, fair can 
quite easily become foul. He is far from a lib- 
eral, or even a liberationist, when it comes to 
sex. What drives his sexual politics is, rather, 
a kind of haughty libertinism, an impatience 
with the moral dictates of a majority,that he 
frankly despises. Even when one agrees with 
Vidal, one cannot like him, so peremptorily 
ugly are many of his sentiments. 

Vidal’s sexual speaking dates back at least 
to his 1948 novel The City and the Pillar, a 
groundbreaking treatment of homosexuality 
that got him blackballed from mainstream lit- 
erary life for several years. And in the essays 
collected here, ranging from a 1965 discus- 
sion of “Sex and the Law” to a broadside is- 
sued in the midst of the Lewinsky affair, Vi- 
dal enunciates a coherent philosophy about 
sexual matters that has changed little over 
time. It rests on three propositions: first, that 
“everyone is potentially bisexual”; second, 
that “although our notions about what con- 
stitutes correct sexual behavior are usually 
based on religious texts, those texts are in- 
variably interpreted by the rulers in order to 
keep control over the ruled”; and third, that 
“if the race is to continue, we must limit hu- 
man breeding by law.” In other words, hu- 
man beings, naturally neither hetero- nor ho- 
mosexual, are bullied into the heterosexual 
paradigm in order to keep them married, and 
thus dependent on their employers to support 
their families; but this state of affairs cannot 
long continue, because if we keep obediently 
producing children, we will outstrip the plan- 
et’s capacity to feed us. The three points 
dovetail nicely in Vidal’s prescription for our 
sexual ills: to limit the world’s population, we 
must break free from compulsory heterosex- 
uality, which will free us simultaneously from 
capitalist and religious tyranny. 

Putting aside the truth of his claims, one 
notes right away that Vidal’s philosophy will 
entirely satisfy neither liberals (because it has 
nothing to say about rights and privacy) nor 
liberationists (because it rejects the idea that 
anyone is actually gay, a word that Vidal de- 
tests). It takes a bit more scrutiny to notice 
that Vidal’s critique of conventional sexual 

orality implies an enormous contempt for 

inary people, as well as for the religion 
that they embrace — what he sometimes 
calls “Judeo-Christianity,” but which often 
boils down to Judaism tout court. 

Vidal’s much-noted distaste for Jews and 
Judaism comes through most clearly in three

essays written from 1970 to 1981. It is rooted 
in a standard Nietzschean genealogy of 
morals — Judaism was a slave-religion that, 
through Christianity, transmitted its ignoble 
principles to the whole West — and flavored 
with an aristocratic contempt for Jews as ar- 
rivistes. Admittedly, when criticizing the out- 
rageously stupid comments on homosexuality 
made by Jewish neoconservatives such.as 
Norman. Podhoretz, Midge Decter,,and 
Joseph. Epstein, Vidal is.in,the right.,But,he 
puts himself in the wrong when he refers,to 
Jewish writers as “Rabbi” and calls attention 
to “the rabbinical mind” of one; when he 
mentions “[Alfred] Kazin and his kind,” says 
that Hilton Kramer’s criticism of Garry Wills 
and himself must be “because we are not Jew- 
ish,” and calls Podhoretz “a publicist for Is- 
rael”; when he describes New York Jewish in- 
tellectuals as a “new class,” and then says that 
“no matter how crowded and noisy a room, 
one can always detect the new-class person’s 
nasal whine”; and when he repeatedly insinu- 
ates that it is “unwise” for Jews to criticize ho- 
mosexuals because they “will be in the same 
gas chambers as the blacks and the faggots.” 
Every individual remark can be extenuated — 
at times it even seems that Vidal writes out of 
a disappointed love of Jews, whom he expects 
to be liberal on all issues — but the cluster of 
hostile, sneering, scornful references leaves a 
very unpleasant taste. There seems no reason, 
other than anti-Semitic compulsion, for three 
of the 14 essays in a book ostensibly about sex 
to be, in reality, attacks on Judaism and on in- 
dividual Jews. 

Gore Vidal’s ideas about sex grow out of 
his ideas about himself: he is one of the last 
American aristocrats (“My family helped start 
[this country], and we’ve been in political life 
... Since the 1690s, and I have a very posses- 
sive sense about this country”), and is angry 
at what new immigrants (“I think the Roman 
Catholic arrivals here have not been — how 
shall | put this tactfully — a great addition to 
our Republic”) and the national security state 
have done to erode his patrimony. That patri- 
mony includes a dignified tolerance that ex- 
tends to sexual matters, and this is the princi- 
ple that underlies his witty and entertaining 
polemics against the intolerant masses. But 
every cause that Vidal embraces has deeper 
and better bases for support than those he 
advances in Sexually Speaking. “All men are 
created equal” may not date backgquite.as far 
as the 1690s, but it is a better def€W8e-of lib- 
erty, sexual and otherwise, than the one pre- 
sented here. &

NEASY LIES THE head that wears

(too conniving), and Rosalyn Carter (too 
steely), first ladies have always been too, 
well, something. 

Thanks to feminism, however, histori- 
ans of the past 20 years have begun ac- 
knowledging the accomplishments and 
influence of former first ladies. Carl 
Sferrazza Anthony’s massive 1998 biog- 
raphy, Florence Harding: The First Lady, 
the Jazz Age, and the Death of America’s 
Most Scandalous President (William 
Morrow), offered a whole new way of 
looking at turn-of-the-century gender 
politics. Jan Jarboe Russell’s Lady Bird: A 
Biography of Mrs. Johnson, published 
this'summer by Scribner; argues persua- 
sively that LB} wouldn’t-have beén much 
mor’ than-a' two“bit Lone Star pol’ with- 
out the pluck and persistence of his os- 
tensibly demure Southern belle wife. 

To a large degree, these works were 
made possible by the publication of 
Blanche Wiesen Cook’s critically ac- 
claimed 1992 biography, Eleanor Roo- 
sevelt: Volume 1, 1884-1933. This nu- 
anced, provocative, and beautifully writ- 
ten life of “the most controversial First 
Lady in United States history” broke 
new ground in the study of American 
history and politics. Cook handled the 
basic elements of Roosevelt’s life with as- 
surance, sensitively documenting how 
Roosevelt slowly grew out of her painful 
early years and came into her own as a 
thinker, educator, and social activist. 
The book generated a lot of press be- 
cause Cook took on the much-debated 
subject of ER’s passionate love for jour- 
nalist Lorena Hickock, but this news 
paled next to Cook’s greater claim: that 
the future first lady’s deep commitment 
to social justice resulted directly from 
her involvement with a close-knit net- 
work of female friends (Jane Addams, 
Lillian Wald, Esther Lape, Elizabeth 
Read, and Nancy Cook) who were pri- 
marily responsible for many aspects of 
American social reform in the early part 
of the century. Such a claim, particularly 
when made by a historian as meticulous 
and respected as Cook, radically changes 
how the intersections between history, 
gender, and power are understood. 

Now, in the second volume of her an- 
ticipated four-volume series, Cook once 
again proves herself a first-rate re- 
searcher, historian, and writer. The book, 
which covers the years 1933 through 
1938, begins and ends with two momen- 
tous events: the Roosevelts’ moving to 
Washington, DC, and the horror of 
Kristallpacht, which brought with it the 
inevitability of a war in Europe. Within 
this relatively short time frame, Cook ex- 
plores many of the same themes that she 
began to develop in the first volume. 

ER’s continuing relationships with 
Lape, Addams, and Read are detailed, 
and Cook expands her original thesis to

claim that many of the precepts and pro- 
grams of the New Deal, and even aspects 
of the Roosevelt administration’s inter- 
national policy, were shaped by the first 
lady with exhaustive input from her all- 
female political and social circle. (Some 
of the book’s more somber moments oc- 
cur when ER’s opinion is ignored: in 
1933, for example, based on Alice 
Hamilton’s firsthand reports from Berlin, 
she lobbied unsuccessfully to relax immi- 
gration laws for German Jews.) But more 
important, Cook details the intimate, lov- 
ing, and almost daily struggle between 
ER and FDR as they tried to find a 
comfortable balance of their concerns 
and commitments. FDR, though far 
more politically cautious than his 

wife, was always open to her 
suggestions, and she wrote him 
voluminous notes daily, left in a 

basket next to his bed; her tone 

ranged from the warm (“Dearest 
Honey”) to the blunt (“I need to talk to 
you”). She was also free to criticize al- 
most every aspect of the federal govern- 
ment’s policies in her numerous speech- 
es, columns, and radio appearances — 
as she did with her constant, pointed 
criticism of the president’s refusal to 
back an anti-lynching bill, in 1934, for 
fear of losing the support of the South- 
ern Democrats. 

Throughout these years, ER wielded 
enormous influence in FDR’s adminis- 
tration. She actively lobbied for reforms 
in almost all aspects of American public 
life: child welfare, government-funded 
housing, training for girls in rural areas, 
publicly funded arts. For this, she was 
ridiculed and vilified by political, eco- 
nomic, and social conservatives, as well 
as by mainstream critics who felt that the 
first lady should not have such authority. 
The enmity engendered by ER projects 
such as the anti-lynching bill often 
spilled into FDR’s court, as this 
widely reprinted ditty, said to be 
“the First Couple’s theme song,” 
shows: “You kiss the niggers/And 
I’ll kiss the Jews/And we'll stay 
in the White House/As long as 
we choose.” 

Yet as awed as Cook is by 
ER’s achievements and 
strength of character, she 
maintains a historian’s dis- 
tance. This is most evident 


in her critique of what she calls ER’s “ul- 
timate collusion” with the FDR adminis- 
tration’s refusal to say anything against 
Hitler’s attack on Jews. (In 1934 the 
State Department opposed all public 
protests against 

Hitler’s ac- 
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tivities.) Under orders from her husband, 
ER refused to address the increasing vio- 
lence against Germany’s Jews in either 
public or private correspondence — even 
though she was kept fully aware of the 
situation by both Jewish friends and in- 
ternal State Department information. 
Cook surveys a number of explanations: 
an unarticulated official policy of ap- 
peasement, the prevalence of anti- 
Semitism in America (ER herself wrote 
candidly in a 1918 letter that “the Jew 
party was appalling”), and the fact that 
the US, with its Jim Crow laws and its 
culture of unprosecuted lynching, had no 
high moral ground upon which to re- 
treat. But she ultimately concludes that 
even someone whose career was predi- 
cated on taking adamant moral stands 
can fall tragically short. 

Cook is at her best when she analyzes, 
in elegant yet potent prose, huge 
amounts of personal and historical mate- 
rial ranging from intimate bedtime notes 
to secret State Department memos. Per- 
haps more revolutionary, however, is the 
way she explicates complex human rela- 
tionships — especially ER’s profoundly 
committed yet nonsexual marriage and 
her complicated, committed, long-term 
sexual relationship with Lorena Hickock 
— and demonstrates their effect on the 
broader spheres of public policy. The re- 
sult is a multi-layered, comprehensive, 
and compulsively readable political biog- 
raphy that tells us as much about the role 
of women in America and their place in 
recent history as it does about ER her- 

self. It sets a new standard for 
historical scholarship and femi- 
nist analysis. ®

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WHAT THE CORPSE REVEALED: 
MURDER AND THE SCIENCE OF 
FORENSIC DETECTION, by Hugh Miller. 
St. Martin’s Press, 242 pages, $23.95. 


Remember those brainteaser mysteries that 
kids would pose to one another at camp? The 
ones where a guy is found dead in an empty 
field with a wet head and no socks on, or 
some such weirdness, and you have to figure 
out who or what brought on his demise? 

The cases in Hugh Miller’s What the Corpse 
Revealed — an engrossing collection of 16 
seemingly unsolvable crimes that were eventu- 
ally cracked using forensic evidence — are 
just like those brainteasers. In each case, a 
crime appears to be something it is not, until 
the cops make way for the lab coats. These 
grim, methodical inquisitors poke around and 
eventually find the telltale fibers or chemicals, 
along the way unearthing boiled bodies, bullets 
made out of meat, and other grisly leavings. 

Miller, who has written extensively on 
forensics, treats each case as a mini oral his- 
tory, and the voices we hear are nearly al- 
ways those of the investigating detectives 
and scientists. Aside from the occasional 
fleshing out of a scientific detail, Miller him- 
self stays out of the way — too far out of the 
way at times, as when the policemen lapse 
into generic cop-speak. One investigator 
calls a case “so unreal you could have made 
a musical about it”; another cop says to a 
suspect, “So, the summing up is, you shot 
the Conroys in cold blood, while they were 
unconscious on their couch.” The tales are 
clearly the selling point here, not the telling. 

One pleasant mainstay from chapter to 
chapter is the decidedly low-tech sleuthing 
involved: almost every case is solved through 
nothing more than basic scientific know- 
how, elbow grease (you can’t get much more 
hands-on than an investigator turning a get 
of boneless, muscleless fingers into a grisly 
pair of gloves, stretching them over his own 
to get fingerprints), and a bit of ingenuity. In 
fact, Miller maintains that high-tech DNA 
testing is still far from a sure thing, enumer- 
ating all the various criteria that must be pre- 
cisely met before it can be used. 

Miller shows impressive restraint in sev- 
eral morbid cases, bringing up only what is 
germane to the investigation. Still, the time 
and explicitness devoted to sexual abuse 
and torture may be a bit much for some 
readers. (Vigilantism plays a major role 
here, with several cases turning out to be 
retribution for heinous crimes committed 
in the past. Two particularly ingenious sets 
of multiple killings were provoked by the 
rape or murder of loved ones.) 

A certain predictability sets in early on: ev- 
erybody has the wrong first impression about 
each crime until a chance discovery leads to 
new evidence and finally a gory confession. 
The overall similarity detracts from the ap- 
peal of each individual chapter, but the book 
as a whole serves as an entertaining primer 
on how these modern-day Sherlock Holme- 
ses crack even the toughest cases. If nothing 
else, What the Corpse Revealed does what 
any good procedural should — it reminds us 
how imperfect the “perfect crime” usually is.

BREAD AND WINE: AN EROTIC TALE 
OF NEW YORK, by Samuel R. Delany. 
Drawn by Mia Wolff. Juno Books, 44 
pages, $14.99. 


Samuel R. Delany is a poet of the urban, 
particularly of New York. The grit and 
swank of Gotham permeates his work: his 
recently released Times Square Red, Times 
Square Blue is a personal and sociological 
study of gentrification and public sexuality, 
and the city informs his autobiography 
Stars in My Pocket Like Grains of Sand as 
much as Dublin shapes Ulysses or London 
Mrs. Dalloway. Even the Neveryona sci- 
ence-fiction series (which won him a host 
of Nebula and Hugo Awards) and his most 
famous intergalactic sci-fi work, Dhalgren, 
are essentially urban adventures charged 
with Manhattan energy and imagery. 

This doesn’t change with Bread and Wine: 
An Erotic Tale of New York, Delany’s first 
graphic novel. Beautifully illustrated by Mia 
Wolff, Bread and Wine tells the simple story 
of how Delany met and fell in love with his 
partner, Dennis. As with all great love stories, 
its tension lies in the sweetness and tentative- 
ness of the characters’ emerging emotions. 

In first-person narration, Delany explains

how he and Dennis, a homeless man selling 
books from a blanket and his supermarket 
cart on West 72nd Street, became friends 
and, eventually, lovers. After weeks of chat- 
ting and sharing coffee on the street, they 
have their first date at the Skyline Motel, a 
trucker favorite, in Midtown. There, Dennis 
takes off his shoes for the first time in three 
months, and showers in a private bath for 
the first time in six years. The sex is great — 
and Wolff's drawings express its exuber- 
ance, well, graphically. Soon Dennis is living 
with Delany in Amherst, where Delany 
teaches comparative literature at UMass. 

In Bread and Wine Delany does a miracu- 
lous job of mixing romantic myths with raw 
material realities. Dennis’s socks are literally 
rotting on his feet in the motel room, and he 
nearly misses their motel date when he gets 
diarrhea and has to hunt around Central Park 
for a private place to shit. But there are mo- 
ments of sublime beauty, as when Dennis 
takes Delany’s hand for the first time, or con- 
fesses that he has never in his life eaten 
mushrooms or known that there were “two 
kinds of syrup.” Delany’s direct, poetic prose 
— annotated with copious quotes from 
Friedrich Holderlin’s poem “Bread and 
Wine” — is movingly enhanced by Wolff's 
drawings, which are half comic strip, half hal- 


lucinogenic tour through the characters’ fan- 
tasies. Bread and Wine is affecting and some- 
times shocking in its ability to manifest — in 
word and image — the inner world of love in 
the middle of an all-too-physical world.

PANDORA’S HOPE: ESSAYS ON THE 
REALITY OF SCIENCE STUDIES, by 
Bruno Latour. Harvard University 
Press, 300 pages, $19.95. 


Three years ago, a Harvard physicist 
named Alan Sokal, drawing heavily from 
the work of today’s most fashionable post- 
modern theorists, published an article in a 
prominent humanities journal (Social Text) 
that flatly denied the existence of reality. 
When he later revealed, to the great cha- 
grin of the journal’s editors, that his contri- 
bution was a parody of bad scholarship di- 
rected at practitioners of cultural studies, it 
touched off a rancorous debate in interna- 
tional academic circles that reached even 
the New York Times op-ed page, as well as 
the glossy pages of Le Monde. Particularly 
irksome to Sokal were people like Bruno 
Latour, a sociologist who purported to 
study science and seemed to question its 
conclusions relying mostly, in Sokal’s view, 
on postmodernist theories of language. 

Pandora’s Hope is Latour’s rejoinder, a 
book in which he attempts to clarify his po- 
sition and inject some common philosophi- 
cal sense into what he has christened the 
“science wars.” Although Latour never ex- 
plicitly mentions the Sokal affair, Pandora’s 
Hope is drenched in the blood of that on- 
going battle, and allusions to it crop up in 
every chapter. Far from setting out to de- 
bunk science’s claims, Latour is interested 
merely in giving us a stronger dose of reali- 
ty. Unfortunately, such revelations will 
probably be available only to academics, or 
those with enough coffee and patience to 
slog through this maze of dense ideas and 
often murky prose. 

For Latour, science is no more disconnect- 
ed from society than reality is a figment of our 
collective imagination, and he sets out to illus- 
trate this through case studies of laboratory 
scientists such as Pasteur and Frédéric Joliot. 
For instance, in telling the story of how Joliot 
produced the first artificial nuclear chain reac- 
tion, Latour asserts that one must understand 
the way scientific practice and the politics of 
the time coincided: “We must . . . be able to 
understand the series of operations by which 
an industrialist who wanted only to develop 
his business found himself forced to do calcu- 
lations of the rate of absorption of neutrons by 
paraffin; or how someone who wanted noth- 
ing but a Nobel Prize set about organizing a 
commando operation in Norway.” 

In the latter, more philosophical half of the 
book, Latour points out that we have been 
persuaded to accept the absolute separation 
of knowledge and belief, fact and fetish, the 
real and the fabricated, and explains why this 
dichotomy contributes to much of the meta- 
physical confusion in our understanding of 
the world and ourselves. And interestingly, 
Latour sees the recent polemics that have en- 
gulfed academia as the legacy of an ancient 
ethical debate between Socrates and Callicles, 
who argued over how best to teach order, 
morality, and the rule of reason to the igno- 
rant masses. He even suggests that the So- 
cratic idea of a stable, ordered universe gov- 
erned by unchanging laws was used to quell 
civil unrest among the slaves of ancient 
Greece; and then labors to show how the 
same ideas hold sway today. 

This is a difficult book that will appeal 
mostly to students of philosophy, but those 
who have the patience for Latour’s awk- 
ward writing and conceptual yoga just may 
discover an entire universe of ways to im- 
press their high-minded friends. For every- 
one else, there’s always Pictionary.

TOO LATE FOR THE FESTIVAL: AN 
AMERICAN SALARY-WOMAN IN 
JAPAN, by Rhiannon Paine. Academy 
Chicago Publishers, 237 pages, $22.50. 


Tokyo, like New York, is a place only a 
dedicated urbanite could love. So pity Rhi- 
annon Paine, a technical writer from the 
idyllic wine-country town of Healdsburg, 
California. In 1985, she transferred to 
Hewlett Packard’s Tokyo office after being 


asked this magic question: “How much 
money do you want?” Paine, then 37, hat- 
ed corporate life, but she loved traveling 
and the idea of not being broke. So she ac- 
cepted an 18-month stint with visions of 
becoming culturally and financially richer. 

But Paine confesses that she was, as the 
Japanese say, “too late for the festival.” Ameri- 
cans might put it this way: Paine never got 
with the program. This wry account of culture 
shock chronicles her many missteps and mis- 
eries — even with her beautiful expensed 
apartment and genial office mates (some ec- 
centric Westerners and dozens of shockingly 
polite young Japanese men). Compared to the 
Japanese, Paine (at a slim 5’4”) feels bloated 
and lumbering. Faux pas abound: she shakes 
hands when she should bow; she blows her 
nose in public, considered literally the grossest 
thing one can do. Mangled English product 
slogans (such as toilet paper called “My Fan- 
nie”) cause inappropriate giggle fits. 

Throughout, Paine’s descriptions of Tokyo 
are maddeningly indistinct, perhaps because 
she dismissed the city as an unsightly concrete 
monolith — and stopped exploring it. To save 
money, she (somewhat amazingly) never 
bought an English-language Tokyo newspa- 
per. Instead, Paine voluminously recounts her 
technical-writing travails and days spent barri- 
caded in her apartment, working on a mystery 
novel. It’s one thing for a travel writer to dis- 
like a place (travelogue gripe-fests by P.J. 
O’Rourke or Sandra Tsing-Loh being about 
as much fun as you can have in print). It’s an- 
other for her to pretty much ignore it. 

Luckily, Paine is a sharper writer about 
people than she is about places. She asks, 
“How would you feel if, in your early twen- 
ties, you had to live in a seventy-two-square- 
foot room . . . work fifty-plus hours a week, 
and get married when your company wanted 
you to? ... Would you brim over with en- 
thusiasm, loyalty, joie de vivre? My Japanese 
colleagues did.” She poignantly compares 
their energy and regimented lives with her 
own depressive midlife crisis and her com- 
pulsive Western need to find herself, to fulfill 
the promise of freedom. 

Ultimately, Paine decides that she is inde- 
fatigably Western and not’ the “Sophisticated 
World Traveler” she’d- hoped. She then 
makes a more pointed admission: “This 
book . . . could have been even richer if I’d 
bagged the mystery novel and spent my time 
taking notes on my Japanese stay.” Even 
with this candid concession of failure, it’s 
too bad she missed so much of the festival.

LEAVING PICO, by Frank X. Gaspar. 
Hardscrabble Books (University Press 
of New England), 224 pages, $24.95. 


In the insular Portuguese fishing commu- 
nity of Provincetown, the adolescent Josie 
Carvalho lives with his mother, his domi- 
neering Great Aunt Theophilia and her hus- 
band, and his womanizing, quahog-poach- 
ing, hard-drinking grandfather, John Joseph. 
Josie’s life thus far has been influenced most 
by his aunt’s saint-obsessed, retributive 
brand of Catholicism, his lack of a father 
and the mystery surrounding that fact, and 
the sharp rivalry between the Picos, whose 
ancestors came from the Azores (the Carval- 
hos belong to this group), and the Lisbons, 
whose ancestors are from Portugal. 

The rudderless Josie looks to John Joseph 
to be a dependable father figure, but his 
grandfather can’t or won’t comply. So Josie 
prays for his mother to find a husband, and 
Carmine, a Lisbon from New Bedford, ap- 
pears and begins to court her. The resulting 
family quarrels throw Josie into guilty conflict 
as they escalate throughout the summer. To 
console and distract him, his grandfather 
spins an epic narrative about their ancestor, 
Francisco Carvalho, who was in competition 
with Columbus to be the first to reach the 
New World. 

Gaspar’s talent lies in bringing these char- 
acters and their surroundings to life with a 
few quick, vivid strokes (he’s the author of 
three award-winning books of poetry). 
There’s Josie’s hardened yet hopeful mother, 
Rosa; Ernestina the Shoemaker’s Wife, who 
has the power to put the Evil Eye on people; 
imperious Lisbon neighbor Madeleine Sylvia;

and bohemian summer boarders Cynthia and Amalia. Among 
the men, there’s Petey Flores, Johnny Squash, and Manny 
Buckets, John Joseph’s rough-and-tumble drinking buddies; 
quiet, bookish Roger and Lew, regular summer boarders in the 
Carvalho house; Domingo the Beach Cleaner, who’s been to 
the “Other Side” as the result of a boating accident and hasn’t 
been right in the head since; and the sweet-talking, slick, ulti- 
mately unreliable Carmine. The wharves and neighborhoods of 
Provincetown are also colorfully drawn. 

What makes the novel ultimately unsatisfying, though, is its 
plot, which leaves too many questions unanswered. Few clues 
are given as to the time period. Fleeting references to Eisenhow- 
er and “the war” lead you to assume it takes place in the ’50s; 
perhaps Gaspar meant the novel to be timeless, but the result is 
confusion. What’s more, it seems odd that the teenaged Josie 
lives entirely in this world of adults, not once mentioning friends 
or school. And Great Aunt Theophilia, who’s so judgmental of 
her family and her neighbors, has nothing to say about the pre- 
sumably gay couple that rents her attic every summer. 

Most frustrating, because Josie is the narrator, we are as 
helpless as he when it comes to unraveling the many family 
secrets that are frequently alluded to (and never revealed). 
Still, this first novel offers a world of richly drawn, com- 
pellingly eccentric characters; if Gaspar becomes as adept at 
plot development, he will be a writer to watch.

RUN CATCH KISS, by Amy Sohn. 
Simon and Schuster, 255 pages, $23. 


Take all the clichés about the lives of single urban twen- 
tysomethings that you can think of, feed them into a database, 
and hit the “merge” button. What have you got? Well, Friends, 
of course. But take away the friends and replace them with lots 
of sex, and you wind up with Run Catch Kiss, a “novel” by 
Amy Sohn, author of the New York Press column “Female 
Trouble,” about a character named Ariel Steiner, author of the 
City Week column “Run Catch Kiss.” (Are the shared initials 
mere coincidence? I think not.) 

Here’s the set-up: Steiner — Brown graduate and casual 
nymphomaniac — returns to New York to pursue her act- 
ing career. Instead, she winds up temping for a woman she 
calls the Corposhit and living at home with her family. Fed 
up, she sends a racy story called “The Blow-Up Boyfriend” 
to City Week, a free newspaper. The editors offer her a col- 
umn, in which she is to chronicle the vicissitudes of her 
love life. And so, in frank (no phallic innuendo intended, 
but there would be if this were Steiner’s column) detail 
and with varying degrees of truth, she begins to fill Man- 
hattan in on her close encounters with minor rock stars, 
heroin addicts, bipolar ex-temple-youth-group members, 
and lesbian beat reporters. (Strangely enough, the column 
bears a strong resemblance to Sohn’s “Female Trouble.” 
Go figure.) 

But, true to that ol’ virgin/whore dichotomy she no doubt 
learned about in women’s studies classes at Brown, Steiner is 
a bad girl on the page and a good girl at heart. Despite her 
obvious intelligence, she seems to get most of her romantic 
ideas from John Hughes movies. What she really wants is 
love: from her parents, from society, and, most of all, from a 
boyfriend who is husband material. “Since the age of fifteen I 
have not been able to spend more than ten minutes with a guy 
I’m attracted to without wondering if he’s Jewish. As soon as | 
find out that he is, I start fantasizing about our future togeth- 
er,” she writes. And so she drags readers along with her from 
East Village bar to East Village bar in search of that perfect 
hipster/bar mitzvah boy, or, at the very least, some indiscrimi- 
nate nookie. 

The Bridget Jones comparisons are inevitable. In a universe 
populated by authors’ fictional alter egos, Jones and Steiner 
might be friends. That is, unless Jones was the prettier one and 
Steiner got jealous, or Steiner stole Jones’s man. The world of 
Run Catch Kiss is that catty. So, while all this is diverting — the 
book is funny when it hits its stride, and Steiner’s writing about 
her family’s reaction to her new career is genuine and warm — 
it is not, as the cover trumpets, “a gratifying novel.” It is mildly 
titillating without being erotic; fun, but not satisfying. It might 
engage your prurient interest, but what’s the good of that when 
your heart’s not in it? It’s rather, as a friend pointed out, like 
bad sex itself: a fine one-night stand of a read. Just don’t expect 
it to lead to anything serious.

Pearl Villa 


BY ROBERT NADEAU | went to Pearl Villa on the rumor that it had 
inherited some of the Malay dishes as well as the space of the lamented 


Banana Leaf, the erstwhile Malaysian restaurant. But what I found was 


one of those vast menus that range 
from live-tank seafood to a Spam- 
and-egg sandwich. | didn’t try 
everything. I didn’t even try the 
Spam-and-egg sandwich. But | 
had enough fine dishes, and saw 
enough beautiful food served at 
other tables, to estimate that Pearl 
Villa does a lot of things very, very 
well. 

Certainly the Malay food is 
remarkable. You could start with 
the malaea lobak ($7.95). Lobak is 
a kind of divine egg roll developed 
by the Malay wives of Chinese 
traders; their daughters were 
known as “nyonyas,” and the 
fusion food of Straits Chinese fam- 
ilies became known as nyonya cui- 
sine. The lobak comes on a mixed 
platter that barely rates the chili- 
pepper silhouette on the menu. 
The heat is mostly in the side chili 
sauce known in this cuisine as 
“balachan” — a matter of ground 
red chilies, ginger, and lime juice, 
with maybe a hint of anchovy 
paste. (One of the pleasures of 
Banana Leaf was that the servers 
calibrated the chili sauce to the 
diners so well. On one enthusiastic 
evening I got three versions, each a 
little more balachan-ish than the 
last, and each wonderful.) There is 
also a little pepper in the pickled 
cole slaw in the middle of the 
lobak platter, topped with four del- 
icate slices of preserved egg. I’d 
always been so distracted by the 
idea and the flavor of preserved 
egg (intensely eggy, salty, not all 
that funky) that I never really 
looked at one. The yolks are 
greenish-black and the whites are 
almost transparent. Preserved 
eggs, sliced this finely, are very 
beautiful. 

Okay, not everyone is going to 
eat that, but it’s a fraction of the 
platter, which is really an appetizer 
for about four people. The bulk of 
it is the lobak — two long, flat- 
tened spring-roll-like things cut 
into seven or eight pieces each. 
The wrappers are incredibly flaky 
and crunchy, even more so than 
imported Thai rice skins. I’m 
going to guess that they are bean- 
curd skins. The filling is pork, car- 
rot, cabbage, maybe noodles, bril- 
liantly touched up with a sweet hit 
of five-spice powder. Then there 
are eight large cubes of fried soft 
tofu. The flavor isn’t remarkable, 
but the texture — outsides crispy, 
insides soft as custard — is irre- 
sistible. Just fork on some of that 
hot chili sauce. (There is also a 
duck-sauce dip, but ignore it.) 

Speaking of forks, don’t be 
ashamed to use one. The restau- 
rant sets out chopsticks, but 
servers bring forks with Malay 
food because it sometimes comes 
in larger pieces and isn’t really 
designed for chopsticks. 

That’s not the case with Hainan 
Chicken ($8.95/$16), which is

really from Hainan, as were a sub- 
group of the Chinese contract 
workers who came to Malaysia in 
the 19th century. The present form 
of Hainan chicken is sliced chicken 
on the bone that is so exquisitely 


rich anthology of South Chinese 
foods. 

Live seafood from the tank is an 
apparent specialty. We had a 
superb lobster with ginger and 
scallion (seasonal, recently 
$13.95). The lobster is hacked into 
chopstick-ready pieces and deep- 
fried in the shell, a preparation 
borrowed from crab (which the 
Chinese consider more flavorful) 
that keeps the meat incredibly 
fresh and sweet, with just a light 
coating of flavored oil as a kind of 
universal sauce. No dipping. 

Our lobster was followed by a 
finger bowl of tea with a lemon 
slice floating in it. This looked 
good enough to drink, so the wait- 


countries in East Asia with a lot 
of desserts. Most of them are 
drinks, or are served in parfait 
glasses with enough syrup to look 
like drinks. Some are smoothies, 
such as the very attractive mango 
shake ($3.75) I saw at a table of 
young Asian-Americans. But 
there are also bowls of thin pud- 
dings, such as the “fresh melon 
fruit with tapioca pearl or sago” 
($3.75). This is an excellent cold 
cantaloupe soup, with some tapi- 
oca in the bottom for heft. On a 
hot summer night, which I imag- 
ine Malaysians have had some 
practice with, it’s perfect. 

This is a pretty restaurant, with 
marble-tile walls, a salmon-colored 
carpet, green marbleized tabletops, 
mirrored walls (the disco look that 
makes Chinatown both stuck in the 
’70s and right up to date), and 
large tables. Staff members are very 
helpful and fully bilingual. On my 
two visits, they were serving mostly 
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CULTURED PEARL: the successor to Boston’s first Malaysian restaurant keeps the faith, mingling outré 
flavors and garnishes (like thin-sliced preserved egg) with simple curries and familiar Chinese dishes. 


tender and juicy it seems under- 
done. This effect is achieved by 
poaching the chicken without ever 
bringing the water to a full boil. It 
requires a superior chicken, since 
there is no seasoning until you add 
the balachan, which is the perfect 
foil. 

On one visit the restaurant was 
sold out of pea tendrils, my 
favorite, so we looked around at 
several gorgeous plates of greens 
and vegetables on other tables, and 
pointed to what turned out to be 
an especially good “Buddha 
Delight” ($7.95). The key was 
green baby bok choy, with four 
kinds of mushrooms, bean-thread 
noodles, bean curd, bean-curd 
skin, carrots, baby corn, and snow 
peas — all in the usual mild white 
sauce. This, like much of the 
menu, is Hong Kong cooking, a 


ress explained what it was. 

The menu includes whole unex- 
plored continents of clay-pot dish- 
es, Mandarin and Hunan favorites, 
rice porridges, tourist dishes, a few 
dim sum, a large list of fruit and 
bean drinks, noodles in soup, 
chow mein, and a late-night menu 
of baked macaroni and sandwich- 
es. I did try a rice plate at lunch, 
“balachan sliced fish and fish ball 
with curry sauce” ($4.95). This is 
a rice plate that truly emphasizes 
rice, with about twice as much as 
I’ve ever eaten at one meal — 
beautifully scented jasmine rice, 
too. The topping, poured over half 
the rice, is a simple yellow curry 
with a mild hit of pepper, contain- 
ing buttery fish balls, slices of fish 
loaf, red and green bell peppers, 
and onions. 

Malaysia is one of the few 


Asian-American customers and 
were apt to be overly accommodat- 
ing to people who looked like new- 
comers. This stops as soon as one 
orders confidently; there is none of 
the insulting effort to steer non- 
Asians away from authentic dishes. 
But along the way a newbie may get 
more forks than she or he needs. 
Pearl Villa provides further evi- 
dence that the strong economy has 
had excellent effects on the better 
Chinatown restaurants. There has 
been a general upgrade in seafood 
and vegetables in recent years, and 
technique has also improved, espe- 
cially deep-frying. The old advice 
to look around the room before 
ordering has never produced better 
results than it does in 1999. |

Station), 695-0087. $4-$13. Not quite a 
diner, not even very blue, this is still the best 
place to go for a serious meal at 3 a.m. The 
all-night hours, the barbecue menu, and the 
cool bar in back called the Art Zone draw 
everyone from cops to clubbers. 
BUDDHA'S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., Boston, 
451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese and Vietnamese 
Buddhist-temple cuisine, strictly vegan 
(except for condensed milk in some drinks) 
imitations of your favorite shrimp, pork, and 
egg dishes. I've seen better visual work in 
this tradition, but it didn’t taste as good as 
the best here: spring rolls, summer rolls, 
nam vang noodle soup, hot-and-sour soup, 
moo shi, Lake Tung-ting “shrimp,” and any- 
thing spicy or with lemongrass. Good coffee 
Weird desserts. 

GRAND CHAU CHOW, 41-45 Beach St., 
Boston, 292-5166. $4-$22. A fancier supple- 
ment to the popular Chau Chow Seafood 
Restaurant across the street, with good ver- 
sions of every imaginable Chinese dish, but 
concentrating on Cantonese-style seafood 
and specialties of the Chau Chow people 
from Swatow and Southeast Asia. Notice 
the Swatowese dumpling soup, vinegar 
dips, grey sole with fried fins and bones, 
sautéed pea tendrils, and a surprising 
General Gau’s chicken. 

LEI JING, 20 Hudson St. Boston, 292- 
6238. $8-$35. Everything from won ton soup 
to a three-course Peking duck, but the 
emphasis is on South Chinese banquet 
dishes in a more formal and expensive din- 
ing room. Recommended: the beef teriyaki, 
Steamed minced shrimp balls, clams with 
black bean sauce, and taking a chance on 
dessert. BR Dim sum daily, 11 a.m. to 2:30 
p.m. 

NEW SHANGHAI RESTAURANT, 21 
Hudson St., Boston, 338-6688. $8-$17. 
Chinatown's venerable Szechuan palace 
refurbished and refocused on Shanghai cold 
appetizers and soy-based stews. Five-spice 
beef and duck, crispy eel (outstanding, no 
joke), crispy scallops with black-pepper 
sauce, steamed prawns with garlic, whole 
fish with braised bean curd — a consistently 
fine meal handsomely served. You could 
dress up for this. BR Dim sum on Sat. and 
Sun., 11.a.m. to3. p.m. 

PEKING CUISINE, 10 Tyler St, Boston, 
542-5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as China 
Grove, this family-style restaurant continues 
in the Mandarin and Szechuan tradition of its 
predecessor. Serves both standard Chinese 
fare as well as more adventuresome dishes 
like scallops with black-pepper sauce and 
sautéed eel with yellow leeks. BR Dim sum 
on Sat. and Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., Boston, 
451-6372. $5-$17. If you've been hesitating 
about Malaysian food, hesitate no more 
Penang is as much fun as the old Trader 
Vic's, and has much more interesting food. 
The sharpest flavors are in the roti canai 
appetizer, as well as familiar morsels like the 
Penang popia and chicken satay. Lively 
entrées are the yam pots (featuring delicious 
mashed taro root), the “house special” squid 
or lobster or crabs with a complex sauce, 
and the fragrant beef rendang. 

PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart St., 
Boston, 695-1843. $4-$6. A good attempt to 
market Vietnamese soup with a user-friend- 
ly menu describing the usual 18 variations of 
pho with encouraging English prose. The 
soup is very close to what you can get with 
a little more courage elsewhere, once you've 
had a few experiences at Pho Bolsa. Stir- 
fries less reliable. 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., Boston, 
451-0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in noo- 
dle soups, beef or chicken based, with a 
variety of mix-ins. Also a line of drinks and 
desserts, and some, like “avocado juice” 
(actually a luscious milkshake), that are 
both. Small, homey, clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland St. 
(South Station), Boston, 350-0028. $3-$6. In 
the funky little 1920s diner building at the 
comer of South and Kneeland Streets, this 
all-hours diner serves solid, handmade ver- 
sions of what you'd expect: burgers, fries, 
cheese omelets, and plenty of coffee. No 
beer or wine. BR All day Sat. and Sun. 
TAIWAN CAFE, 34 Oxford Street, 
Chinatown, 426-8181. $5-$19. This 
Chinatown jewel features home-style cook- 
ing you don't usually see on the English-lan- 
guage menu, and doesn't make any of the 
familiar tourist dishes. It's quite friendly to 
non-Asian customers who know and appre- 
ciate the food. Get to know the sautéed egg- 
plant with basil, or some of the best steamed 
flounder and sautéed snow-pea tendrils 
ever.

AMBROSIA ON HUNTINGTON, 116 
Huntington Ave., Boston, 247-2400. $16- 
$29 In a dramatic and sophisticated setting, 
dishes strongly influenced by provincial 
French cuisine are sparked into the sublime 
by Asian seasonings. An emphasis on 
native New England game and seafood, as 
well as wondertully imaginative desserts. 
Lively bar scene as the evening progresses. 
BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington Avenue 
(Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425-3240. $9- 
$20. Traditional Parisian bistro flavors with 
some hearty Alsatian dishes. A clone of a 
second restaurant by Chicago's Alsatian 



















chef Jean Joho, this is a remarkably useful 
restaurant for the Colonnade Hotel, the 
Symphony-Prudential area, and anyone 
who happens by for breakfast lunch, dinner 
drinks, or a late graze.

OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather District), 
Boston, 542-6756. $17-$26. Hovering 
between goth and industrial in decor, 
between Boston and New York in mood, 
Oskar’s epitomizes the new wave of down- 
town lounge-restaurants. Cigars are abun- 
dant. The kitchen serves lunch, dinner, cock- 
tails, and late supper. 
IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $12-$24. A bustling, very 
moderately priced altemative to the fancy 
dining room upstairs. The food is simple and 
low in fat, yet based on superfiavorful ingre- 
dients.

WEST STREET GRILLE, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $15-$25 (lunch, $8-$9) 
Known primarily for its bar scene, this is a 
credible restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is tall 

narrow, and multistoried; and the dining 
room, upstairs from the after-work bustle, is 
surprisingly calm 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., Boston 

542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro with a gen- 
uinely French feel has a wine-bar angle (the 
list of 40-odd wines changes weekly), an 
artsy angle (galleries across the street), and 
a shamelessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol- 
au-vent, venison in wine reduction sauce) 

The menu favors purism over culinary 
excitement, but the place has a buzz about it 
nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 

ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East Boston, 
567-2500. $7-$18. Just out of sight of the 
Logan runways, this East Boston seafood 
joint is the best reason we know to drive 
through the Callahan Tunnel. The owner 
spent much of his life as a fisherman, and his 
love of the catch shines through everywhere. 
Order the mixed-shelifish plate to start (it's 
called “seafood aioli”), and whatever's on the 
specials board. 

SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St., Boston, 
567-9871. $3-$11. One of the classic Boston 
pizzas, thin crust toasted to a marvelous 
crisp. And a font of wood-fired, East Boston 
“barbecue” items — skewers of lamb or 
sausage served simply with peasant bread 
and a hot cherry tomato. And that's all there 
is in a neighborhood bar with a core of box- 
ing fans. Don't knock Boom-Boom Mancini 
or Vinnie Paz’ in here. 


THE FENWAY 

EL PELON, 92 Peterborough Street, 
Boston, (617) 262-9090. $1.50-$4.50. A tiny 
taqueria in the West Fenway channels the 





cheap-'n’-fun spirit of West Coast burrito 
shops, but fuels it with the inventive energy 
of a chef who's worked in some of the city’s 
high-end bistro kitchens. It's hard to go 
wrong here, and at $3 to $5 an item, you 
might as well try it all. Don’t miss this 
SOPHIA’S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston, (617) 
351-7001. $15-$19. A big room with drinks 
and entertainment (this used to be the night- 
club Quest) serving Spanish-style tapas 
from early evening. Since no one in urban 
Spain dines until almost midnight, we aren't 
too surprised that the place is pretty empty 
until about nine, and we aren't too proud to 
sneak in for Manchego flan, roasted stuffed 
peppers, baked avocado and shrimp in gar- 
lic sauce. You could be pretty happy with a 
full diner of Chilean sea bass or veal cutlets, 
too. 

SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. $6-$19 
A (somewhat yuppie) neighborhood pizza 
parlor with food better than most “northem 
Italian” cafés. The secret: a short list of top 
ingredients worked into al dente pastas, 
delectable calzones and pizzas, and a cou- 
ple of creamy sauces.

iveting roses 


Real men do drink pink 
BY DAVID MARGLIN | am in the midst of a serious love 


affair this summer 


with pink-colored wines. 


Why rosé? When it’s really hot and sticky, I like to drink 


wines very chilled. A lot of delicate whites 
don’t like having their flavors toned down, 
which chilling will do. I also lean toward fla- 
vorful wines, especially when the wines aren’t 
being accompanied by food (other than a 
bowl of olives or nuts). Enter the hearty rosé. 

A good rosé is remarkably versatile, espe- 
cially in summertime. It goes well with 
seafood, with spicy foods, and with anything 
slathered with barbecue sauce or mustard. In 
summer, we tend to drink more wines out- 
side in the heat, and these rosés can stand up 
to the heat. Whether you serve them really 
icy, like I do, or just chilled, these wines have 
a crispness that makes them incredibly 
seductive. 

A lot of people, though, are resistant to the 
charms of rosés. The popular knock on them 
is that they’re not serious wines. It’s a persis- 
tent perception that a lot of leading wine con- 
noisseurs will disagree with. Take Emmanuel 
Kemiji, master sommelier at the Ritz-Carlton 
in San Francisco and winemaker for the new 
winery Miura. Says Emmanuel, “I try to get 
my customers to drink rosés, but they don’t. | 
drink them myself, especially in summer, and 
people love them, but a lot of people lack con- 
fidence when it comes to ordering a rosé.” 

In so many other areas, tastes of the wine 
masses tend to follow the experts’ advice. 
Why is that trend being bucked here? In part, 
it’s a backlash against white zinfandel, a 
bubble-gummy pink wine that is definitely not 
serious. Rosés are pink, too, so all wines that 
color must also be bubble gum. Q.E.D. 

Beyond that, wine lovers in general tend to 
be conservative. They form habits; they drink 
what they know, or what gets recommended 
to them (hence the overwhelming popularity 
of red zinfandels now, merlots over the past 
seven years, and chardonnays for the past 
20). Unless someone comes along and puts a 
great rosé in their glass, they’re not going to 
buy one. Moreover, since rosés tend to be 
cheap, wine stores and restaurants will often 
steer people toward more expensive (and 
comfortable) reds and whites. 

I’ve devised a simple solution for those of 
you who fear rosés: close your eyes, have 
someone put a blindfold on you, and then try 
some of these wines, with an open mind. 
Some of the best values around right now are 
rosés; prices stay down because they’re so 
hard for stores to move. Both Italy and 
France made fabulous rosés in 1997 and 
1998, and in California, those who are pro- 
gressive enough to make rosés — wineries 
including Bonny Doon, Sanford, and Cline 
— are really hitting their stride. Especially if 
you lean toward red wines, you should be 
checking out some of the spicier Rhéne- 
varietal-based rosés. They taste like red wines 
with very refreshing characteristics. 

The pinkness of rosé, by the way, is a 
byproduct of the process that adds flavor to 
the wine. A rosé is made from red grapes; 
winemakers leave the skins in contact with the 
juice for a little while to give the wine an infu- 
sion of flavor. (Think about eating a grape: 
the skins tend to be a tart contrast to the 
sweet juice inside.) While red wines can range 
from fruity to complex, rosés tend to be fairly 
straightforward. They can have some depth, 
but they are usually very approachable, wear- 
ing their flavors on their flashy sleeves. Which 
leads me to another point about rosés: a lot of 





men have a particular problem with anything 
pink. Well, pink is becoming fashionable, and 
I’m telling you: real wine drinkers don’t have 
these issues with rosés. 

So now I| am out as a rosé drinker, and 
proud of it. If you have an adventurous bud in 
your mouth, taste some of these wines. They 
will thrill you, chill you, and fill you with plea- 
sure. Free your mouth, and your mind will 
surely follow. I’m telling you, rosés will 
seduce you if you give them half a chance. 


1998 Filomusi Buelfi Montepulciano 
D’Abruzzo Cerasuolo ($9.99, the Wine 
Cask). This very well-balanced wine, from a 
region not normally known for its rosés, has 
plenty of depth, and therefore compliments 
shellfish well (hey, we do live in New 
England, after all). Hard to place the fruit fla- 
vors, but that just adds to its versatility. 

1997 Castello di Ama Rosato Toscano 
($11.99, Bauer). Very high in alcohol com- 
pared to most rosés (13.5 percent), this 
toothsome wine is reminiscent of watermelon 
down toward the rind, and has that color, too. 
It will go well with lemon-zested shellfish, 
even horseradish sauce, owing to its exquisite 
tartness. 

Vin du Bugey Cerdon (nonvintage; 
$14.99, the Wine Cask). Wow! Redolent of 
violets, with a lushness that recalls an idyllic 
strawberry shortcake. Not deep, but friendly. 
Low in alcohol (7.5 percent), it goes down 
effortlessly and makes a fine accompaniment 
to shellfish, or even dessert. A great breakfast 
wine. 

1998 Domaine Faillenc Sainte Marie 
Rosé des Glaciere (Pays d’Oc) ($12.49, 
Martignetti’s). Refreshing and quite fruity, 
strawberry with a hint of rhubarb and 
watermelon. Great served super-cold on a 
hot, humid day by the ocean. I had it with 
shrimp, and it was bumping. Very clean fla- 
vors. To savor. 

1997 Chateau Pradeaux Bandol ($19.99, 
Marty’s). Very light in color, very dry and 
minerally. A biting wine that finishes long and 
hard. Good with swordfish, tuna, and mahi 
mahi. Memorable. 

Domaine du Poujol 1998 Coteaux du 
Languedoc ($7.99, Martignetti’s, the Wine 
Cask). A light and slightly fizzy wine, not par- 
ticularly fruity (although the 1998 is deeper 
than the 1997), but with a fierce bite. 
Refreshing when properly chilled, it works 
well with sausages or grilled-veggie skewers.

ZYDECO GRILLE, 77-79 Dorchester St., 
South Boston, 464-2500. $6-$18. Les bon 
temps roulez, cher, albeit somewhat ampli- 
fied for the heart of South Boston.

American music, but expect a variety of 
brews, spicy fried seafood, pretty fair barbe- 
cued ribs, combread, and bread pudding 
Yes, they do have gator nuggets, but we 
preferred the crawfish as “Zydeco popcom.”

Woods build on the success of their 
Metropolis Café with this new all-French 
bistro that reminds us how good foie gras 
and truffles can be. Hanger steak and fries 
are so deeply flavored with truffle demiglace 
they seem almost cheap at $17; same for 
the duck-and-foie-gras ravioli. You'll barely 
recognize the old space of Botolph’s on 
Tremont, now sleek and dark and woody; 
the crowd is huge and so is the somewhat 
pricey wine list. 

BOB THE CHEF'S, 604 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 536-6204. $6-$13. The same mild- 
mannered soul food in a newly (and hand- 
somely) bistro-ized space makes this a mel- 
low place for an evening out, often with live 
jazz. Especially recommended: the “glo- 
rifried chicken,” catfish fingers, crab cakes, 
and sweet-potato pie. BR Sun., 11 a.m. to

for anyone else. Wall art and music superbly

FRANKLIN CAFE, 278 Shawmut Ave 
Boston, 350-0010. $12-$14. A hidden loca- 
tion, a modest sign, and a considerable rep- 
utation for simple dishes with a twist of bril- 
liance — and it all works, nightly, for a vari- 
ety of South Enders and knowing drive-ins 
No desserts, which means there’s no reason 
to avoid the “side starch” dishes like garlic 
mashed potatoes. BR Sundays10:30 a.m. 
to3 p.m : 

GEOFFREY'S CAFE-BAR, 578 Tremont 
St., Boston, 266-1122. $6-$16. A lovely, 
Parisian re-take on the former space of 
Hamersiey's Bistro, with reliable bistro food 
at most un-Parisian prices. A younger South 
End bohemian crowd has noticed, and they 
can eat remarkably well if they stick to the 
spicy grilled shrimp, pastas, Brazilian steak 
sandwich, beef bourguignon, and large 
desserts. 

HAMERSLEY’S BISTRO, 553 Tremont St., 
Boston, 423-2700. $23-$38. Casual French- 
inspired food with a distinctly American and 
decidedly upscale accent: guests wear ties 
while the chefs wear baseball caps. Famed 
for duck confit, wild mushroom and garlic 
sandwich, and roast chicken with garlic, 
lemon, and parsley — an olfactory and culi- 
nary triumph. One of Boston's best 
ICARUS, 3 Appleton St., Boston, 426-1790. 
$21-$30. A longtime favorite that’s held its 
own. American ingredients with flair in a 
romantic, festive environment. Try the 
polenta with wild mushrooms, grilled shrimp 
with mango-jalapeno sorbet, and venison 
with juniper, black pepper, and cranberries. 
Great comfort food, elegantly prepared. 

LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave., Boston, 
236-5252. $23-$34 (3 course prix fixe, $45) 
Opened by the team behind the successful 
Galleria Italiana, this bistro has gamered 
forkfuls of attention for its freewheeling con- 
tinental menu with light Asian inflections. It's 
flavorful and fun, but the food sometimes 
loses focus. The prix fixe dinner ($41) lets 
you roam the menu freely. 

LAUREL, 142 Berkeley St., Boston, (617) 
424-6711. $14-$20. Physically and culinari- 
ly, this is halfway between the innovative 
South End bistros and luxurious verities of 
the Ritz/Aujourdhui/Biba axis. Laurel is a 
handsome room pushing the $20-per-entrée 
price line with some fun dishes like smoked 
Chilean sea bass and a fresh-fruit martini 
glass dessert, and some solid classics like 
grilled duck breast, Argentine sirloin steak, 
and cookies (with milk!) for dessert. BR 
Sun., 11 a.m.-3 p.m 

LE GAMIN CAFE, 550 Tremont St., Boston, 
654-8969. $7-$11. A cute little créperie dec- 
orated with French roadsigns and pho- 
tographs of Paris. The sandwiches and 
crépes are cheap, consistent, and all 
accompanied by a pile of mesclun with a fine 
vinaigrette. Try the leek-and-goat-cheese 
crépe, smoked-salmon salad, and plain 
lemon-sugar crépe for dessert. Top it off with 
hot rum punch. 

METROPOLIS CAFE, 584 Tremont St., 
Boston, 247-2931. $15-$20. Wow. In a 
space that was once an ice-cream parlor, a 
jewel of a bistro serves consistently on-tar- 
get dishes that take their inspiration from 
both the French and Italian traditions. When 
this place is three times as big and twice as 
expensive, you can say you ate here when

A cut-rate (like halfsies) ver- 
sion of the stylish restaurants a few blocks 
away. You can eat pretty well with careful 
attention to the blackboard specials and 
quasi-French country dishes like confit of 
duck leg, terrine of vegetables, and vegetar- 
ian cassoulet. BR Sat., 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., and 
Sun., 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m 

SOUTH END GRILL, 439 Tremont Street, 
Boston, (617) 338-8884. $8-$16. Live in the 
South End? Feeling hungry? Very hungry? 
The prices aren't bad here and the quantities 
are generous; the menu sounds kinda 
gourmet but is pretty much meat-and-veg for 
the '90s. We liked the huge plate of fresh 
potato chips, the huge grilled pork loin, the 
huge banana-coconut cream pie. As for 
vibe: well, at ground zero of gay Boston, this

$16-$23. A little pricey, but dead-on flavorful 
versions of French bistro classics like pork 
rillettes and trout meuniére.

BREW MOON RESTAURANT AND 
MICROBREWERY, 115 Stuart St 
(Transportation Bidg.), Boston, 523-6467. 
$6-$10. A brewpub, but initially the food was 
so much better and more interesting than at 
other brewpubs that we are going to call it a 
bistro. Pretty good wine list, too, and small 
plates to go with either beverage. Serious 
desserts. Of the ales, the darkest and 
strongest are the best.

LEGAL SEA FOODS, 35 Columbus Ave 
(Park Plaza), Boston, 426-4444. $13-$35 
(lunch, $8-$20). Locally famous and 
deservedly so. Restaurants in the Legal 
chain (other locations are at 5 Cambridge 
Center, in Kendall Square; at 800 Boylston 
St., in the Prudential mail; at the Chestnut 
Hill Mall, in Chestnut Hill; and at 100 
Huntington Ave., in Copley Place) are large, 
loud, good for crowds, and perfect for 
impressing seafood-loving visitors from out 
of town. 

MERCURY BAR, 116 Boylston St., Boston, 
482-7799. $16-$19. A long bar, an open 
room, a standing, young, well-dressed 
crowd that looks like a crowd amid the dark 
Victorian wood and postmodem gilding. Our 
reviewer found “small plates with powerful, 
world-beat flavors,” but the chef has since 
changed. 

P.F. CHANG’S, 8 Park Plaza 
(Transportation Building), Boston, 573- 
0821. $9-$13. Hey, it’s a chain, and some 
of the food isn't really Chinese. Stick care- 
fully to dumplings, seafood, salads, and 
the chocolate torte (!), and you'll want to 
visit all 25 other branches.

By the standards of ever-gentrifying Jamaica Plain, 
where businesses come and go, Coffee Cantata is an 
old-timer. For five years now the coffee shop and bistro 
has been providing JP’s artsy nonprofit types with a place 
to discuss their activism over coffee. It’s a place where 
you can order your regular and the cast of lively counter 
servers will know exactly what that means. 

Brunch is the forte here. In addition to fresh-baked 
cakes, pastries, bagels, muffins, and scones, Cantata 
serves delectable meals at prices that haven't shot up 
like JP rents. Homemade cheese blintzes ($5.95) are 
three lightly browned nuggets bursting with mascarpone 
cheese and topped with a tart fruit compote. (Plan on 
walking it off at Jamaica Pond if you manage to finish all 


three of them.) You can get a plate-size, inch-thick frittata filled with your choice of ingredients for $5.95. Breakfast is served 
all day, but Cantata also has a deliciously cheap lunch menu. The grilled cheese ($4.45) is a swanky twist on an old favorite: 
tomato and white cheddar nestled between thick slices of focaccia, fried crisp in lemon-herb oil. The vegetarian sandwich is 
another tasty choice, cramming lettuce, tomato, red pepper, artichoke, cheddar, and fresh mozzarella into a baguette ($4.95). 


The food is so good and so cheap that on a Saturday you might have to wait a bit for a table. Bring the paper. 
Coffee Cantata, located at 605 Centre Street, is open for breakfast Monday through Friday, 7:30 a.m. to 6 p.m.; 
Saturday, 8:30 a.m. to 6 p.m.; and Sunday, 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Lunch service begins at 11 a.m. daily. Dinner, served Thursday 


through Saturday, is a bit more expensive. Call (617) 522-2223.

7567. $6-$9. The first Tibetan restaurant in 
New England, and something of a one- 
room cultural exhibit with background 
music, rugs on every chair and bench, and 
a potted history of Tibet on the menu. Next 
door is a Tibetan Buddhist resource center 
and gift shop, but first relax with some but- 
tered tea and really excellent momo, the 
Tibetan answer to Peking ravioli. 

JOHNNY D'S UPTOWN RESTAURANT, 
17 Holland St. (Davis Square), Somerville, 
776-2004. $6-$14. Where else can you eat 
inventive, healthy food while sipping draft 
microbrews and listening to Luther “Guitar 
Jr.” Johnson? Try the conch fritters with 
sweet-potato fries, maverick grits, vegetari- 
an dishes, anything Southern.

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Spiro on stage! 


ae hasn't graced a Boston stage (or any 
other) in six years, since he played (and 
sang) Pseudolus, the slave who yearns to be 
free, in the Publick Theatre’s A Funny Thing 
Happened on the Way to the Forum. And with 
two theaters now in his charge — the outdoor 
Publick, which he’s run for 29 years, and the 
indoor Lyric Stage, whose artistic directorship 
he took over last year, you'd think he'd ‘have 
more than enough on his plate. But Spiro 
Veloudos isn’t going to let the millennium arrive 
without giving his first love one more shot, and 
in a big way: as Guido Contini, the blocked film 
director of the Tony-winning musical Nine, 
which opens at the Publick next Thursday. 
The title of this 1982 Broadway hit, with 
book by Arthur Kopit and music and lyrics by 
Maury Yeston (the team responsible for the 
non—Lloyd Webber Phantom), should of 
course have been 8-1/2, since it’s on 
Federico Fellini’s 1963 film that the story is 
based; but rhymes for “8-1/2” aren't plentiful. 


Fans of the movie will remember that it’s all 
about Guido’s women: his wife, his mistress, 
the star .. . Nine’s unusual casting calls for 
one adult male, four boys, and 21 women. 
When | suggest that being on stage alone 
with 21 women (most, if not all, of them 
beautiful) would be a tough assignment for 
any male, Veloudos picks right up on his cue: 
“Hey, somebody's got to do it.” “In other 
words,” | suggest, “it’s the mark ofa real 
leader that you’re not sending some poor 
actor out there to do what you wouldn't do 
yourself?” “Exactly,” Spiro confirms, adding, 
“To be on stage with that caliber of actress is 
a big honor” — said caliber including Cheryl 
McMahon as Guido’s mother, Maryann 
Zschau as his wife, Eileen Nugent as his 
mistress, Gretchen Goldsworthy as his former 
protégée, Kathy St, George as his producer, 
and Merle Perkins as Our Lady of the Spa. 
Veloudos has other reasons for returning to 
the stage in this musical, which has seldom 


been seen in Greater Boston. “I saw the 
[original] Broadway production, the night 
before it opened, the last preview, plus two 
other performances. It’s very personal to me, 
as a fortysomething director of art — the idea 
of waking up and everyone going, ‘This guy is 
a charlatan,’ is a waking nightmare. The person 
everyone turns to has no one to turn to 
himself.” 

When it comes to singing, however, 
Veloudos does have someone to turn to. “I’ve 
been working with a voice coach since 
March. You have to take it seriously. It's been 
a while since | sang a role as demanding as 
this.” He is, of course, following in the 
footsteps, or at least the vocal cords, of Raul 
Julia. “He was a lot more dashing than | am,” 
Veloudos allows. But Spiro has found a 
similarity, too: “I listened to his recording of 
the show, and we both have a little trouble 


with the high notes.”

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On the video beach 


The sun, the surf, the sand — all without the mess 


Come summer, just about everyone wants to be 
at the beach, relaxing in the sun, taking a 
refreshing dip in the ocean, sucking in that invig- 
orating salt sea air. Of course, the beach also 
means crowds, sand in your clothes, ear-splitting 
boomboxes, sunburn, and the occasional shark 


looking for an extra-value meal. 
And getting there is definitely not 
half the fun. Our solution: beach 
movies. A quick trip to the video 
store and you can settle back with 
everything from Saving Private 
Ryan to Blue Hawaii to Blue 
Lagoon. Here’s how some of our 
Arts writers might be spending a 
weekend on the video beach. 


Saving Private Bernie 

For me, as perhaps for most peo- 
ple prone to sunburn and lax mus- 
cle-toning, the beach has always 
called to mind not so much 
thoughts of fun, freedom, and 
frivolity as reflections on the 
weakness of the flesh and the 
shadow of mortality. Naturally, 
one of my favorite beach movies is 
Steven Spielberg’s Saving 
Private Ryan (1998). What bet- 
ter way to spend a late spring day 
on the chic Normandy seashore 
than being cut to pieces by the 
mines, mortars, and machine-gun 
emplacements of the 262nd 
Wehrmacht division? That guy 
strolling along the sand carrying 
his arm like a rolled-up towel 


summed it up for me. And if 
Spielberg made coming out of the 
water look unappealing in Ryan, 
he didn’t make going back in seem 
like such a good idea either in 
Jaws (1975) — which makes 
these two films the perfect beach- 
side twin bill. 

As demonstrated by the late- 
night-tryst-turned-midnight- 
snack that opens the latter classic, 
the passing pleasures of the surf 
often end in hideous punishment. 
Maybe that’s why I find the leg- 
endary Burt Lancaster/Deborah 
Kerr clinch in From Here to 
Eternity (1953) so satisfying, 
knowing it’s going to usher in the 
Japanese sneak attack on Pearl 
Harbor. Or the monstrous dead 
fish that washes ashore at the end 
of Fellini’s La dolce vita (1960), 
as it poses an ominous, enigmatic 
memento mori for Marcello and 
his fellow dissipated revelers. So I 
guess my perfect beach movie 
would be that underrated master- 
piece Weekend at Bernie’s 
(1989), in which Andrew 
McCarthy entertains his dead 
boss at the sea shore, proving that 
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SAVING PRIVATE RYAN: it’s 10 day at the beach in Normandy.

Vive la topless! 

The tradition of the French topless 
beach forces every heterosexual male 
to confront the 14-year-old boy 
within.

PAULINE AT THE BEACH: a serious comedy despite the 


topless scenes? 


From Vietnam to the Valley 
Nobody looks less comfortable on 
the beach than Jack Nicholson in 
the role of rumpled radio storyteller 
David Staebler in The King of 
Marvin Gardens (1972). And 
who could really blame him — he’s 
got a delusional Bruce Dern hitting 
him up for money, a miserable 
Ellen Burstyn burying her toiletries 
in the sand, and Scatman Crothers 
just hanging around waiting for 
The Shining, or at the very least for 
Nicholson to snap and start hack- 
ing people to death. 

Actually, Martin Sheen doesn’t 
seem all that happy to be frolicking 
in the sand in Apocalypse Now 
(1979). But he just looks as if he 
knew something terrible that 
Robert Duvall doesn’t, like maybe 
that all that napalm’s messing with 
the ozone layer. And maybe he left 
his sunblock back on the boat or 
something. 

Nicolas Cage could have used a 
good coating of 60 SPF back when 
he was just breaking into the busi- 
ness as the punk from the wrong 
side of the track in Valley Girl 
(1983). God knows whatever hap- 


pened to Deborah Foreman, but 16 
years ago she was every suburban 
punk teenager’s fantasy girl for 
about 15 or 20 minutes. And as her 
unlikely new-wave suitor, Cage 
became a role model of sorts, not 
just because he sorta listened to the 
right music but because he 
endured the indignity of being a 
scrawny, pale-as-a-Brit boy on the 
beach and still managed to get the 
girl in the end. Let’s just say he 
gave us all a little ray of hope. 

Chevy Chase is smart enough 
not to strip down to a bathing suit 
as the title character in his most 
brilliant and oft overlooked film, 
Fletch (1985). But he does man- 
age to spend a good deal of time 
hanging out at Venice Beach, per- 
haps the only beach in the world 
that doubles as a shopping mall. 
And it gave me hope that someday 
Chevy might actually make another 
decent movie. 

None of which has anything to 
do with Ishtar (1987), that bril- 
liant Warren Beatty travesty that 
even managed to drag Dustin 
Hoffman through the mud, or at 
least a whole lot of sand. Not sure

Gidget and the surf Nazis? 


It’s still hard to tell whether the 
Troma team were playing it 
straight when they made Surf 
Nazis Must Die (1987), which 
— intentionally or not — 
spoofed The Warriors, Charles 
Bronson, blaxploitation, Peter 
Pan, Roger Corman biker flicks, 
Julius Caesar, Freud, A 
Clockwork Orange, martial-arts 
flicks, managed health care, and 
the Third Reich. With ingredi- 
ents like those, it’s no surprise 
the thing didn’t make a bit of 
sense, though every once in a 
while somebody says something 
educational and wondrously 
understated like “Mengele’s an 
asshole — remember that.” Its 
tale of the rise and fall of a white 
supremacist surfer gang in post- 
earthquake Los Angeles was too 
dumb to bear repeating, though 
The Lost Boys (released the 
same year) reprised its Geraldo- 
ish premise — Nazi punks rule 
the beach! — for a scene where a 
bunch of skinheads hanging 
around a campfire just off the 
boardwalk get eaten by teenage 
vampires. And though the frac- 
tious youth subcultures in Surf 
Nazis and The Lost Boys looked a 
bit scarier than their ’60s coun- 
terparts — vampires, beatniks, 
skaters, skinheads, punks, 
surfers: who can tell ’em apart? 
— the appeal of beach movies, or 
summer vacation, was pretty 
much what it always had been. As 
one of the Surf Nazis phrased it, 
looking out on the dunes in the 
post—Sex Pistols/Dead Kennedys 
era, “There’s anarchy out there.” 

That was no less true in Gidget 
(1960), with cleavage-challenged 
Sandra Dee coaxed out of her par- 
ent trap by sex-crazed gal pals for 
what they giddily describe as a 
“manhunt.” And though it might 
have been less sanguinary, Gidget’s 
jailbait buddies were on a mission 


no less savage than that of, say, 
Eric Von Zipper’s gang in the AIP 
beachcomber flicks, the best of 
which remains Beach Party 
(1963). Another pedophile sea 
romp with a bespectacled geek 
“anthropologist” playing peeping 
tom with Annette and Frankie, it’s 
still most famous for introducing 
the world to a regional guitar phe- 
nom by name of Dick Dale.

For beach romance, two very dif- 
ferent films: Luchino Visconti’s 
Death in Venice (1971), where 
Dirk Bogarde falls for a young 
Polish boy on the Lido, with the 
beach mediating between life and 
death, and John  Ford’s 
Donovan’s Reef (1963), where 
rough-and-ready WW2 vet John 
Wayne and prim-and-proper 
Bostonian Elizabeth Allen (she 
was, after all, the girlfriend of 
Reginald Van Gleason III) bridge 
their differences on the Pacific 
beaches of Haleakaloha, which 
here mediate between Christian 
and pagan, white and Polynesian, 
order and disorder. For cute sea 
creatures, you can’t beat the seals 
of John Sayles’s The Secret of 
Roan Inish (1994), who almost 
make up for the lack of sun on 
Ireland’s misty west coast. For 
Elvis on the beach, there’s 
Clambake (1967), a piece of 
Prince and the Pauper—inspired 
fluff with the King as a rich oil 
heir, Shelley Fabares as a golddig- 
ger, Bill Bixby as a wealthy play- 
boy, Will Hutchins as a water-ski 
instructor, and everyone on acting 
vacation. Finally, in lieu of an AIP 
“Beach Blanket Bingo” flick (I 
just can’t make it through those 
Frankie & Annette features), I’m 
tossing in the sextet of episodes 
from the Saved by the Bell TV 
series (circa summer of 1991) 
where Zack, Kelly, and the gang 
get jobs at a beach club and in 
three short hours reprise in affec- 
tionate detail every beach cliché 
known to man, woman, or beast.

Bertolucci’s Before the Revolution

These days, Bernardo Bertolucci, the Last Tango filmmaker, is regard- 
ed as a dried-up talent who in middle age has long since lost his way. 
The Last Emperor (1987), an Oscar winner, is the shining exception to 


two decades of misguided projects: 
Luna (1979), Tragedy of a 
Ridiculous Man (1981), The 
Sheltering Sky (1990), Little 
Buddha_ (1994), Stealing Beauty 
(1996), and Besieged (1998). 

I try to stay open to Bertolucci, who 
on the several occasions I talked to 
him impressed me 
as such a cultivat- 
ed, curious, prin- 
cipled man. I think 
Jill Clayburgh was 
wonderfully sen- 
sual in Luna, and 
The Sheltering Sky 
was a noble effort 
to adapt the diffi- 
cult Paul Bowles novel. Okay, Keanu 
Reeves wasn’t ideal for a flashback 
Siddhartha, but Little Buddha proved 
visually arresting in its Seattle scenes, 
evergreen and gray fog. Stealing 
Beauty? Thin going, yet Liv Tyler was 
discovered here. 

Now Bertolucci is back on track, 
though in a deliberately modest 
way. Besieged, his current David

Revolution, made in widescreen 
black-and-white when he was an 
extraordinarily precocious 23. It’s 
autobiographical: Fabrizio (furrow- 
browed Francesco Barilli) is, like the 
youthful filmmaker, girl-and-movie 
crazy and Marx-and-Freud 
obsessed, a tie-and-coat high bour- 
geois trying to 
be a renegade 
and relate to the 
historic strug- 
gles of the 
masses. He lives 
in the provincial 
city of Parma 
(where 
Bertolucci was 
born) and has a torrid affair with 
Gina (Adriana Asti), his attractive 
young aunt from hip Milan, even as 
he’s drawn to the conventional, 
churchgoing, pretty younger thing 
Clelia (Cristina Pariset). 

Although Fabrizio orders a sui- 
cide-prone friend to a screening of 
Hawks’s Red River and he himself 
takes a quick break to see Godard’s 


making faces in granny glasses 
from Truffaut. (It’s interesting to 
see Bertolucci in 1963 quoting A 
Woman Is a Woman and Truffaut’s 
Jules and Jim, both from 1961, as 
if they were already canonic texts.) 

Bertolucci’s other source: 
Stendhal’s _—_early-19th-century 
novel The Charterhouse of Parma. 
Thank you, Bernardo, for afford- 
ing me an excuse to spend several 
long plane rides reading Stendhal’s 
fabulous 500-page Machiavellian 
melodrama about the _post- 
Napoleon political maneuverings 
in the city of Parma. What does it 
have to do with Before the 
Revolution? The names of the 
three main characters-are the same 
— Fabrizio, Gina, and Clelia — 
and in both cases Fabrizio bypass- 
es the love of his flashy aunt for 
that of a pious, straitlaced younger 
girl. And there’s stifling Parma, and 
there’s a common setting for high 
drama in the opera. 

But the contrasts are far more 
telling. Stendhal’s Gina is the

Thewlis—starring film, is just an all- 
around decent, intelligent movie, 
with the oft-epic filmmaker as a 
miniaturist offering the equivalent 
of a quiet, subtly epiphanic short 
story. 

Still, there’s no getting around 
the fact that Bertolucci’s glory days 
were long ago. Through the ’60s 
and ’70s he was among the most 
audacious voices of world cinema, 
a one-person Italian New Wave. 
The Coolidge Corner’s Bertolucci 
series, Wednesdays at 7:30 in 
August, includes his three early 
causes célébres (for these, Pauline 
Kael in the New Yorker was his 
most articulate cheerleader): 
Before the Revolution (1964; 
August 4), The Conformist (1971; 
August 11), and Last Tango in 
Paris (1972; August 18). There’s 
also The Last Emperor (August 
25). 

The rarely revived one, a must for 
Bertolucci aficionados, is Before the 


A Woman Is a Woman, mostly he is 
too stressed and distracted by love 
and political concerns to benefit 
from filmgoing. So Bertolucci pro- 
vides him with a hilarious cinephile 
friend who spends his whole sentient 
life at the altar of movies (he sees 
them twice in a row). Afterward, he 
smokes and philosophizes about 
them. “I remember the 360-degree 
dolly shot of Nicholas Ray, I swear, 
one of the highest moral facts in the 
history of cinema,” this friend says, 
and, “Remember, one can’t live 
without Rossellini!” 

Bertolucci the film geek is 
stamped all over the shooting: 
Before the Revolution is a perpetu- 
al homage to his cinema masters, 
old and new. Gina alienated in 
fashionable clothes and _pho- 
tographed against architecture 
comes from Antonioni; Gina in a 
telephone monologue from 
Rossellini; Gina framed formally 
with bare legs from Godard; Gina 


most conniving belle at court, 
almost as obsessed by power and 
riches as she is by her conquering 
of Fabrizio. Bertolucci’s Gina is a 
little lost rich girl, panicked and 
neurotic, a walking nervous 
breakdown with no aspiration 
except getting men to love her. (At 
times she’s a drag, and her multi- 
moods are the most tiresome part 
of the movie.) 

Stendhal’s Fabrizio is a soldier 
(he fights at Waterloo), an adven- 
turer, a nobleman, an autocrat, a 
political opportunist with little on 
his conscience. Bertolucci’s 
Fabrizio is a man of acute self-con- 
sciousness who’s pained by his 
political ineffectuality (that of the 
bourgeois class) and agonized by 
the possibility that the promised 
Marxist paradise will never come. 
“It’s always before the revolution,” 
he says, on a May Day of unfurled 
red flags in Parma, practically 
bawling. & 





MUSIC ON FILM 


The struggle of musicians to be heard is a recurrent theme 
in the Museum of Fine Arts’ “Music on Film” series. 
Although rich in musical pleasures, these seven documen- 
taries also offer uneasy reflections on a world that mar- 
ginalizes and commodifies that art. 

Paul Cohen’s The Winners (1998; July 29 at 5:30 and 
8:15 p.m., July 30 at 6 p.m., July 31 at noon, August 1 at 
4 p.m., and August 8 at 5 p.m.) profiles four classical 
musicians who, early in their lives, won Brussels’s presti- 
gious Queen Elisabeth Competition. All four had distin- 
guished careers, but because they failed to become inter- 
national stars, Cohen sees them as studies in frustration. 
At one point, violinist Philipp Hirschhorn watches old 
footage of himself and tries to look skeptical about his 
youthful alter ego’s virtuosity and Hammer-vampire 
glamor, but he can’t help being mesmerized. His double 
attitude distance and fixation is emblematic of this 
gleaming, studied film 

The keynote of Kaylyn Thornal’s Payoff (1998; August 
12 at 8 p.m.), a look at Boston women rock musicians, is 
a grotesque, debasing emotion known to many artists: the 
onging for acceptance by a media establishment one 
despises. The most depressing movie I’ve seen in the past 
two months, Payoff rubs our noses in the monotonous 
awfulness of the overrated Boston rock “scene.” At the 
end of the film, just before Thornal finally lets a sustained 
musical performance survive her overediting, the MC 
introducing Jen Trynin at T.T. the Bear’s notes that Jen 
just got her picture in People and the audience cheers. It’s 
unclear whether Thornal and Trynin realize how pathetic 
this moment is. 

None of the musicians from Romania, Yugoslavia, 
Algeria, Mali, Zaire, 
Vietnam, and Argentina 
feature in Heddy 
Honigmann’s The 
Underground Orchestra 
(1998; August 12 at 
5:45 p.m., August 13 at 
3:45 p.m., August 14 at 
3:30 p.m., August 20 at 
5:45 p.m., and August 
21 at 4 p.m.) will ever 
get his or her picture in 
eople. The quietest of 
music films, The 
Underground Orchestra 
uses a drifting style and 
great compositional 
inventiveness as it fol- 
lows several exiles in 
Paris. Filming is forbid- 
den in the Métro unless 
you pay off some 
bureaucrat, so the camera mostly remains above ground, 
gazing longingly down the entrance stairways from time 
to time. The musicians’ viewpoints on history and power 
remain firmly underground, and some of the music is 
tremendous. 

The perfect antidote to the late-millennium melancholy 
you'll get from watching The Underground Orchestra is 
Zakir and His-Friends (1997; July 31 at 3:45 p.m., August 
1 at 11 am., August 5 at 8 p.m., August 7 at 2:15 p.m., 
August 15 at 2 p.m., and August 22 at 2 p.m.), which cen- 
ters on tabla master Zakir Hussain and is colored by his 
sybaritic air of constant enjoyment. Filmmaker Lutz 
Leonhardt’s “rhythm experience” moves freely around the 
world, linking different kinds of percussion and various 
human activities imbued with rhythm: play, work, walk- 
ing, or looking out the window of a moving vehicle. The 
point is not some arbitrary “pan-cultural” bullshit but a 
precise evocation of musical structurings of experience. 

The MFA series also features Robert Mugge’s wryly cel- 
ebratory Hellhounds on My Trail: The Afterlife of Robert 
Johnson (1999; August 6 at 7:30 p.m.); Jem Cohen’s 
Instrument (1999; August 26 at 7:45 p.m. and August 28 
at 1:45 p.m.), a labor of love worthy of a subject more 
thrilling than DC rock band Fugazi; and Pratibha 
Parmar’s The Righteous Babes (1998; August 19 at 8 
p.m., August 21 at 12:30 p.m., and August 28 at noon), 
which is about feminism and popular music. Aft the 
Museum of Fine Arts.

RUNAWAY BRIDE 


Garry Marshall’s new Runaway Bride not only reprises the 
casting of Pretty Woman, it also repeats the formula of one 
of the first romantic film comedies ever made. Julia 
Roberts and Richard Gere play the film’s title character 
and an unemployed journalist, the same roles as Claudette 
Colbert and Clark Gable in Jt Happened One Night. There 
comparisons cease — far from approaching the Frank 
Capra masterpiece, this bit of treacle doesn’t even repro- 
duce the meager virtues of Marshall’s tawdry 1990 hit. 
Here Roberts switches from ambivalence about prosti- 
tution to misgivings about that other bastion of institu- 
tionalized sex, marriage. She’s Maggie Carpenter, a 
small-time girl with the distinction of having left three 
grooms hanging at the altar. Playing Mike Barnicle in his 
wildest dreams is Gere as Ike Graham, a columnist for 
USA Today desperate for an idea. A barfly tells him about

Carpenter; Graham writes the 
story up with fabricated facts 
and gets fired when his subject 
blows the whistle. Seeking vindi- 
cation, Graham shows up in 
Carpenter’s home town on the 
eve of her fourth foray at marital 
bliss; what follows is as inevitable 
as it is implausible. 

Actually, none of this rings 
true, from the quaintness of the 
setting (Graham compares it to 
Mayberry, and indeed the whole 
film is a boob-tube simulacrum 
from former TV maven 
Marshall) to the cutesy hate/love 
relationship of the two leads. 
And whatever chemistry the two 
had before has faded into carica- 
ture. Gere looks gray and bored; 
Roberts’s lips seem to have 
expanded to the size of a catch- 
er’s mitt. Joan Cusack, as 
Maggie’s best friend and the best 
thing in the movie, says it best: 
“I’m weird; you're quirky.” And 
in this business, quirky is a synonym for phony. Af the 
Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle and in the suburbs.

Everyone knows a guy like director S.R. Bindler. He’s the 
completely deadpan, completely obnoxious, hilarious 
wise-ass who loves to mock stupid people to their face 
without their realizing it. Hands on a Hardbody is what 
happens when he learns how to work a movie camera. 
Bindler, who never lets on he’s poking fun (but he’s got 
to be), takes his crew down to Texas to film a Nissan deal- 
ership’s “Hands on a Hardbody” contest. The premise is. 
beautifully ridiculous: contestants must stand up straight 
and keep at least one hand on a 
new pick-up truck. The last per- 
son to collapse wins the truck — 
and for these people, nothing is 
as important as owning that 
truck.

Another has two 
teeth and is convinced everyone, 
including herself, is cheating. An 
ex-Marine believes his military 
training will give him the edge.

Kind of the wise old man of the 
bunch, Benny reasons, “It’s like 
a film I saw. It’s called 
Highlander. Because in the end, 
there can only be one.”

THE HAUNTING 


Robert Wise’s 1963 horror classic (itself based on Shirley 
Jackson’s novel The Haunting of Hill House) gets a retool- 
ing by Speed director Jan de Bont, who trades the edgy, 
eerie moodiness of the unknown for grandiloquent, 
Poltergeist-esque FX. The result is unintentional camp and 
some of the worst character motivation in recent film. 
Liam Neeson is the behavioral scientist who invites a trio 
of test subjects — Lili Taylor as the virginal introvert with 
spiritual connectivity, Catherine Zeta-Jones as a sassy, 
bisexual body painter, and Owen Wilson as the group’s 
over-analyzing, wisecracking clown — to a retreat at Hill 
House, a sprawling gothic mansion in the New England 
countryside.

A STRANGER IN 
THE KINGDOM 


Tinnily acted and spasmodically edited, this new Jay 
Craven (Where the Rivers Flow North) film still doesn’t 
know what it wants to be when it grows up. Set in 1952, 
the story about a young Canadian woman lured to 
Kingdom County, Vermont, by a fake personals ad only to 
meet her bloody demise is not quite a love story, not real- 
ly a comedy, and not by any means a courtroom drama, 
though it tries to be all three. Newcomer Jordan Bayne is 
Claire, a Quebec native with “moxie” that endears her to 
almost every male in Kingdom and an accent that flits 
from French to Swedish to Eskimo. Claire ends up stay- 
ing at the home of the film’s other “stranger”: a new 
preacher who shocks the town by being black. Ernie 
Hudson brings a jolt of life to the screen as the cigarette- 
smoking, gun-toting minister and the only character who 
doesn’t appear to be reading from a TélePrompTer. Maybe 
that’s why the town’s. two-dimensional folk — and the 
smarmy big-time lawyer played by a bored Martin Sheen 
— immediately suspect him when Claire is found shot 
dead. Adapted from Howard Frank Mosher’s novel, the 
film’s ill-paced storyline and cliché’d dialogue ensure that 
no viewer will ever know what the hell is going on. But the 
landscape sure is pretty. At the Museum of Fine Arts July 
30 through August 1 and August 5 through 8.

DEEP BLUE SEA 


Jaws in triplicate and with brains — that’s the hook 
behind this horror-adventure vehicle that packs a few 
good thrills and sleek FX behind its nonsensical premise. 
Director Renny Harlin, back from the dead after the 
abysmal Cutthroat Island, places his cast of chum on a 
techno-cool atoll called Aquatica. The rig is an isolated 
research facility where the beautiful and brainy Saffron 
Burrows (The Loss of Sexual Innocence) enlarges the 
cerebellums of three sharks in search of an Alzheimer’s 
cure. After one of the lab sharks gets loose, the man with 
the money, Samuel Jackson, drops in on the clam shack 
to see how his dollars are working. A storm cripples the 
structure and everyone sits around waiting to become 
shark hors d’oeuvres. 

The battery of piquant characters includes Stellan 
Skarsgard as the head scientist with a perilous desire to 
smoke and Michael Rapaport as the nervous technician. 
As the shark handler, up-and- 
comer Thomas Jane is an 
intriguing Mel Gibson—esque 
variation on Kevin Costner’s 
mariner from Water World; 
Burrows is in fine form doing 
Sigourney Weaver's Alien bit 
in her undies; and rapper 
turned actor L.L. Cool J plays 
the preachy chef with enough 
mess-hall ingenuity to take on 
the watery wolves. 

Harlin does keep the sus- 
pense strung tight, but the 
iiber-sharks’ omnipotence 
borders on cheesy, uninten- 
tional camp — though not to 
the degree of Jaws author 
Peter Benchley’s made-for- 
TV flop, Creature. If you want 
shark-with-smarts guffaws, 
try to catch the mid-’70s 
Saturday Night Live skit 
“Land Shark.” At the Cheri, 
the Fresh Pond, and the Circle 
and in the suburbs.

Too much Raisin, just enough Spunk 
BY STEVE VINEBERG 4 Raisin in the Sun 


plays Lorraine 


Hansberry completed before her death, at 34, 


in the mid ’60s, but it made her 


famous: she 


was the first black woman to see her work 
produced on Broadway. A Raisin in the Sun, 


which dramatizes the tribulations 
of a black family, the Youngers, 
struggling to get out of a Chicago 
ghetto, ran for more than a year, 
was made into a well-known 
movie with Sidney Poitier and 
Ruby Dee, and gets revived with 
sufficient regularity that it’s 
achieved the status of a repertory 
classic. (Esther Rolle played the 
pivotal role of Lena in a television 
production a few years ago.) And 
the fact that it’s not a very good 
play has been overshadowed by its 
historic importance. But Raisin is 
clearly the work of a young and 
inexperienced writer: the charac- 
ters speechify, the action isn’t 
snaped, and the domestic crises 
— an unwanted pregnancy, 
insurance money  unwisely 
entrusted to a larcenous friend, 
the attempts of a community 
organization to prevent the 
Youngers from moving into a 
white neighborhood — don’t so 
much evolve organically as pile up 
like cars in a freeway accident. 
What could save Raisin in pro- 
duction is, ironically, its banality. 
The characters and their trials are 
familiar enough that a sensitive 
reading by a cast in synch might 
bring the play together and create 
a memorable experience out of 
the wobbly, overwritten text. That 


coalesce, despite the distinctly 
disparate styles of these three per- 
formers. 

Santiago-Hudson, an actor of 
obvious fiery talent, tries to illu- 
minate his character by setting off 
flares around his lines. Foster’s 
acting in the early scenes is more 
experiential than skillful. She 
seems to bring the raw bulk of a 
life lived to the stage, and you 
want to overlook her lack of phys- 
ical imagination and her tendency 
to repeat herself. 

Only the supremely gifted Viola 
Davis finds a rhythm in the play at 
the outset and tunes herself to it. 
Davis had a one-scene role in last 
year’s film Out of Sight, as Don 
Cheadle’s girlfriend, but she 
made an indelible impression: 
clad in a leopard-skin-print wrap- 
per, her eyes set deep in a won- 
drously beautiful face, she inched 
across the screen like the walking 
blues. I hadn’t seen her acclaimed 
performance in August Wilson’s 
Seven Guitars, but on the strength 
of that single scene I made a point 
of catching her in Everybody’s 
Ruby at the Public Theater last 
season, where she played a 
woman convicted of killing her 
wealthy politician lover. The play 
was dreadful, but she was lumi- 
nous — there wasn’t a moment in

was my hope for Jack Hofsiss’s 
revival at Williamstown, which 
gathers three distinguished 
actors: Ruben Santiago-Hudson 
as Walter Lee, an embittered 
chauffeur who dreams of striking 
it rich; Viola Davis as his weary 
wife, Ruth; and Gloria Foster as 
Lena, his widowed mother, a 
woman of towering spiritual 
strength who insists (to her son’s 
exasperation) on retaining the 
status of head of the family. And 
for almost the first hour, as the 
cast makes its home on Michael 
McGarty’s excellent set (a seedy 
apartment sandwiched between 
an El platform and an alley 
descending into the street), it 
feels as though the show might 


her performance that wasn’t satu- 
rated with emotion. I suspect 
Davis isn’t capable of playing a 
scene any other way. She brings 
an enormousness of feeling to her 
portrayal of Ruth Younger, with- 
out forcing anything. It’s a 
superbly modulated, movingly 
intimate piece of acting. In one 
scene, alone in her living room 
with Ruth’s eternal pile of ironing, 
she boogies for her own pleasure 
to a pop song on the high-fi, and 
you get the sense that you just 
peeked in through Ruth’s win- 
dow. 

But all hope that the Will- 
iamstown revival can discover a 
shape for Hansberry’s hunk of a 
play disappears as it lumbers into

the play’s second act (the second 
half of act one in this single-inter- 
mission production). The pacing 
gets worse rather than better, and 
though Kimberly Elise infuses her 
performance as Walter’s kid sister 
Beneatha (a very badly written 
part) with a sharp-witted intensi- 
ty, both Foster and Santiago- 
Hudson begin to act as if there 
weren’t a director in sight to rein 
them in. By act three they’re both 
way out of control, especially 
Foster, who applies a_slowed- 
down, ringing gospel delivery to 
every one of Lena’s speeches. And 
with the example of real gospel 
before us — in the overwhelming 
presence, between scenes, of Gina 
Coleman, whose canyon-like con- 
tralto barrels out of her as she 
swings her massive arms — 
everything Foster does begins to 
seem hollow and rigged. 

At slightly over half the length 
of Williamstown’s A Raisin in the 
Sun, Spunk, at Barrington Stage 
Company, is vivid and light-hand- 
ed, an ink sketch of a play that, in 
Rob Ruggiero’s production, seems 
to exist only to pleasure an audi- 
ence. Another African-American 
woman writer, Zora Neale 
Hurston, provides the starting 
point for this show, which is an 
adaptation of three of her stories, 
“Sweat,” “Story in Harlem 
Slang,” and “The Gilded Six- 
Bits.” The adapter is the director- 
playwright George C. Wolfe, and I 
confess his name in the credits 
gave me pause. I found the racial 
politics Wolfe grafted onto his two 
Broadway musicals, Jelly’s Last 
Jam and Bring In da Noise, Bring 
In da Funk, rather appalling, and | 
was fearful of what he would do 
with Hurston, whose work is 
famously — some would say 
notoriously — free of politics. 
Hurston, who emerged during the 
Harlem Renaissance era, didn’t 
write about oppression; she wrote 
folk fables (like her justly lauded 
novel Their Eyes Were Watching 
God) set within self-contained 
black communities like the one in 
Florida where she was raised. As it 


happens, to Wolfe’s credit, there’s 
only one moment when he impos- 
es his own vision onto hers: in 
“The Gilded Six-Bits,” where a 
white shopkeeper (played by a 
masked black actor — a trade- 
mark of Wolfe’s) makes a gratu- 
itously condescending comment 
about his black customers. 

Spunk is performed by an 
ensemble of six who act and sing, 
playing a variety of roles and par- 
ticipating in the chorus. The style 
is readers’ theater — not my 
favorite approach to storytelling 
on the stage. But the narratives are 
so richly dramatic that they keep 
leaping out of the form; at its best, 
the show loses entirely the literary 
self-consciousness that’s the bane 
of this genre. 

Ruggiero and the cast are 
largely responsible for that trans- 
formation, which they accom- 
plish most successfully in the 
middle story, “Story in Harlem 
Slang” — perhaps partly because 
there’s relatively little plot they 
need to get across. All that hap- 
pens in this episode is that two 
down-on-their-luck hipsters in 
zoot suits, Jelly and Sweet Back, 


a good-looking woman who 
might stake them to a little “scrap 
iron” (cheap liquor) or a meal. 
The three principals in this rau- 
cous exchange — Dyron Holmes 
as Jelly, Godfrey L. Simmons as 
“Slang Talk Man,” and Lisa 
Renee Pitts as the sharp-edged 
object of their common admira- 
tion — are all terrific. Pitts’s 
high-heeled no-nonsense walk 
suggests a cartoon character. 
And as the would-be womanizer 
Jelly, the utterly charming 
Holmes matches an ebullient 
confidence to an animated little 
boy’s face. 

Dathan B. Williams sticks pret- 
ty much to one note as the sadis- 
tic Sikes in “Sweat,” who brings a 
rattlesnake home to terrify his 


common-law wife Delia out of 


her property so he can move his 
new girlfriend in. But Pitts’s 
authenticity of feeling roots the 


story during the rag-taggle first 
half; she’s Delia, who has sur- 
vived Sikes’s beatings and _his 
infidelity and his contemptuous- 
ness and has somehow managed 
to find the will to hold on to 
something of her own. Once the 
snake enters the picture, the 
events of the story take over and 
give it the requisite narrative 
sweep. Something similar occurs 
in “The Gilded Six-Bits,” which 
focuses on a couple (Pitts and 
Simmons) whose happiness is 
almost wrecked by the wife’s fixa- 
tion on the appearance of wealth 
in another man, the honey- 
tongued proprietor of a combina- 
tion ice-cream parlor/dance club.

She’s back 


Evita’s still the best of Lloyd Webber 
BY ROBERT DAVID SULLIVAN So much for escapism 


at the theater: the first scene of Evita reminds one of the 
grief for John F. Kennedy Jr., another political icon who 


died before meeting impossibly high 
expectations. “[We’re] falling all over 
ourselves to get all the misery right,” 
sings the play’s narrator, Che (as in the 
leftist revolutionary Che Guevara), in 
“Oh What a Circus.” Grainy images of 
Argentine first lady Eva Per6n interrupt a 
cheap melodrama at a Buenos Aires 
moviehouse, and Che notes bitterly, “We 
have made the front pages all over the 
world today.” Well, did you think that 
Americans invented mourning via the 
media? 

But forget this weird timing. Evita is 
really back in Boston as part of a 20th- 
anniversary tour, and the Tim 
Rice/Andrew Lloyd Webber musical 
seems to be aging better than its subject, 
who died of cancer at 33. It still ranks as 
one of the best rock (more accurately, 
pop) operas of the past quarter-century, 
and it’s the only work by Lloyd Webber 
(Cats, Phantom) that a lot of people can 
stand. I can’t think of many musicals that 
leave you with as many tunes running 
threugh your head (“Don’t Cry for Me 
Argentina” being the best-known), and 
none of the numbers goes on too long 
(though “The Art of the Possible” comes 
close). The latest road company is pol- 
ished enough to have gotten a standing 
ovation from about half the press-night 
audience, and the production holds up 
well against the decent 1996 film version 
of the musical. I never saw the original 
Broadway staging, with Patti LuPone and 
Mandy Patinkin, but compared with the

CD of that production, this Evita seems a 
little heavier on the electric guitar — per- 
haps a slight nod to the more recent suc- 
cesses of Rent, Hedwig, et al. Certainly, 
Patinkin’s tenor voice and ironic phrasing 
is not emulated by Rat! Esparza, who 
makes Che a more straightforward and 
sarcastic commentator. 

Larry Fuller choreographed the original 
1979 Broadway production, and accord- 
ing to the program, he “reproduces” 
Harold Prince’s Tony-winning direction 
of that show here. At the same time, this 
Evita is billed as having a more “authentic 
Latino flair” than previous versions. The 
four lead actors are indeed all Latino, 
though this doesn’t make the music any 
less British. One silly touch is that the 
name “Argentina” is repeatedly sung in its 
Spanish pronunciation while the rest of 
the lyrics remain in the King’s English. 

The title role is assumed by Natalie 
Toro, who most recently played Grizabella 
in a national tour of Cats. (At matinees,

Ana Maria Andricain, a _ Belle in 
Broadway’s Beauty and the Beast, takes 
over the role.) In contrast to Madonna in 
the film version, Toro is a better fit for the 
lean-and-hungry Eva Duarte of the first 
act than for the cancer-ravaged first lady 
at the end of the play. After making the 
moves on president-to-be Juan Per6én and 
telling him, “I don’t always rush in like 
this,” Toro turns to the audience with an 


exaggerated roll of the eyes. One result of 
this approach is to make the Argentine 


people seem more complicit in — and less 
duped by — the Peréns’ demagoguery. As 
for Toro’s singing voice, which made me 
think of Bernadette Peters’s, it approach- 
es but doesn’t cross the line into shrill- 
ness. It’s impossible to imagine Toro’s 
brash Evita singing the melancholy and 
self-reflective “Another 
Suitcase in Another 
Hall,” which Madonna 
stole in the film. Here, 
Angela Covington ably 
delivers that showstopper 
as the mistress whom Eva 
ousts from Perén’s bed- 
room. 

Toro’s wide-eyed look 
and mannish haircut are a 
bit disconcerting in the 
second act, especially 
when photos of the real 
Eva Perén, older and 
more regal, are flashing 
on the screen that period- 
ically comes down to pro- 
vide exposition. (There is 
almost no spoken dia- 
logue in the play.) But

times more cautious than 
his wife but never weak or stupid. 

Fuller’s choreography is another asset. 
In numbers like “Perén’s Latest Flame,” 
groups of soldiers, peasants, and upper- 
class snobs circle one another with ener- 
getic contempt (it’s better than the similar 
numbers in Ragtime). Timothy O’Brien’s 
set design is understated but effective; the 
high, thin mirror strips on each side of the 
stage seem like windows looking out to a 
dangerous city at night. 

Then there are Tim Rice’s lyrics, some- 
times cute (“They need to adore me/So 
Christian Dior me”), sometimes blunt 
(Juan Perén: “She’s the one who’s keep- 
ing us where we are.” His generals: “She’s 
the one who’s keeping you where you 
are.”). Evita never gets very far into the 
realm of political satire; it’s more memo- 
rable as a study of the ambition for fame 
and the willingness of a people to adore a 
celebrity for her image rather than her 
actions. There’s no danger of its becom- 
ing dated any time soon. &

Company at the Peabody House Theatre 
through July 31), even the basic thread of 
the plot is harder to grasp than a greased 
hog on a hot summer’s day. As the 
playwright explains in a program note, his 
script started with a scene in which “two 
lovers fail to speak the truth.” “Like a lie,” 
he writes, “the play grew. It 
began to go to greater and 
greater lengths to keep its 
own deceit afloat. It took 
my sense of structure for a 
ride and built a web of such 
complexity that clarity 
(a/k/a ‘truth’) was 
rendered virtually 
impossible.” Needless to say, anyone who’s 
bugged by ambiguity should steer clear of 
Dietz’s “comedy of suspicion,” which the 
new Baobab Theatre Company brings to 
the newly air-conditioned Peabody House 
Theatre. But postmodern types who can 
stomach and even savor the indeterminable 
may find it precisely to their taste. 

All that can be said with any certainty 
about the plot of Private Eyes is that the love 
affair Dietz dissects is of the heterosexual 
sort. Everything else is anyone’s — and 
everyone’s — guess. Is Adrian, a director, 
having an adulterous affair with Lisa, an 
actor, right under the nose of her husband, 
Matthew, who’s also an actor in the play 
Adrian is directing? Or is the affair a fiction, 
part of a play about an affair between a direc- 
tor and his star? Then again, the affair may 
be nothing but a fantasy that exists only in 
the paranoid mind of Matthew, who isn’t 
always frank with his psychiatrist, Frank. Or 
perhaps the affair and/or the play about it 
has been dreamed up by Frank himself. 

Like Richard Greenberg’s Three Days of 
Rain, which SpeakEasy Stage Company 
staged last spring, Private Eyes is maddening 
unless, and until, you cease to expect that its 
many mysteries will be resolved. On the level 
of narrative, it’s one long shaggy-dog story, 
an endless string of twists that explain noth- 
ing at all. But the play is not, like Seinfeld, 
about nothing — rather, the playwright’s 
point is that, as Oscar Wilde wrote more 
than a century ago, the “truth is never sim- 
ple and seldom pure.” You can consider 
Dietz a master of the Pirandellian or a 
tedious tease; either way, Private Eyes works 
on the mind as well as on the emotions, 
exploring suspicion while also inducing it.

Hard truths 


Private Eyes; Last Night of Ballyhoo

This is a challenging play for actors, not 
least because it requires them to rethink the 
traditional imperative to “make it real.” By 
and large, director MJ Daly’s cast is up to 
snuff. Marianne Buckley’s Cory moves 
smoothly through her multiple identities, 
which include a waitress, a private detective, 
and Adrian’s estranged 
wife. Gail Herendeen’s 
Lisa is poised and profes- 
sional throughout; she 
does need to turn her sex 
appeal up a couple notch- 
es. Philip Deschamps’s 
Frank is sturdy but some- 
times stiff, especially in 
his scenes with Bill Church, who plays 
Matthew with a winning naturalness. 
Elegantly staged and deftly directed, 
Baobab’s Private Eyes is a find. 

An undeniable truth, and an exceedingly 
nasty one, is laid bare in Alfred Uhry’s The 
Last Night of Ballyhoo (the Asolo Theatre 
Company production, at the Cape Playhouse 
in Dennis, through July 31, then at the 
Ogunquit Playhouse in Ogunquit, Maine, 
August 2 through 14). Winner of the 1997 
Tony Award for Best Play and other honors, 
the play explores — and implicitly deplores 
— a brand of bigotry best described as 
Jewish anti-Semitism. Uhry, who won a 
Pulitzer Prize for Driving Miss Daisy, showed 
courage and spunk when he decided to write 
about Jews of German descent who consider 
themselves superior to Jews with roots in 
Eastern Europe. It’s a rich subject. But 
Uhry’s script is bland and predictable, and 
the Asolo Theatre Company production — 
which originated at the troupe’s home in 
Sarasota, Florida, and is making the summer 
rounds — is broad and often boring. 

Set in Atlanta in the winter of 1939, The 
Last Night of Ballyhoo plots the fissures that 
erupt in one Jewish family of German 
descent when the breadwinner, Adolph 
Freitag, brings home a young Jewish man 
from Brooklyn whose ancestors hailed from 
Eastern Europe. Although the premise is 
promising, the play is packed with stereo- 
types and drips with sap in nearly every 
scene. With the sole exception of Stacy 
Barnhisel, who’s over the top in the role of 
vapid teen Lala, none of the actors is outright 
bad. But the production, like the play, is dull 
when it’s not saccharine and saccharine 
when it’s not dull. &

Fuller dematerialized herself with colored 


lights on floating veils, technology has 


generated a paradox in the theater. For all its 


pragmatic utility, science has enabled artists to 


attain almost supernatural levels of fantasy 


and abstraction. During the last 
week of New York’s Lincoln 
Center Festival, the French trapeze 
company Les Arts Sauts and the 
venerable avant-garde choreogra- 
pher Merce Cunningham took us 
to new realms of machine-assisted 
unreality. 

Les Arts Sauts (“The Arts of 
Jumping”) is more than your 
usual circus act. Their flying 
equipment is rigged on a fairly 
standard metal scaffolding, but 
the whole piece Kayassine takes 
place inside an inflatable dome. 
After entering through an air- 
lock, the audience sits in tilted- 
back lawn chairs with comfort- 
able foam headrests, so you’re 
looking up into a 60-foot sky. 
But it’s not like being outdoors. 
With the quiet hiss of air that’s 
constantly being pumped in to 
keep. the dome deployed, and a 


with the trapezes on it rose 
majestically from the floor to the 
top of the dome. Spatial propor- 
tions dramatically returned to 
normal, and you saw how high 
and how really risky this enter- 
prise was. With the equipment 
locked in place, and a net-under- 
neath for insurance, the per- 
formers transformed again, from 
astral bodies into humanoids, 
tumbling outside the grip of 
gravity. 

The rest of the show was all 
trapeze. The men — divided 
into flyers and catchers — 
launched themselves from a 
swinging bar to grab the arms of 
their approaching partners, 
sometimes doing a midair som- 
ersault or split kick, just to keep 
things interesting. The 11 men 
— plus Sandqvist, who did a 
catch and a flight or two but had

darkly luminous smoke drifting 
up into the void, you seem to be 
enclosed in a hermetic space 
where the normal limits don’t 
apply. 

In the first part of the piece, 
the space is empty except for a 
long swag of white silk (circus 
people call this a cloud swing), 
like a beam of light from the 
zenith. There’s a woman hang- 
ing in it who reaches out and 
twines sensually around the 
cloth. Then amorphous shapes 
start to fly in toward the light 
and disappear again into the 
void, like meteors, gone before 
you can really see them. These 
heavenly bodies are the men in 
the troupe, arriving to cavort for 
a while with the woman in the 
cloud swing (Sara Sandqvist). 

This celestial spectacular was 
matched by a more mundane 
one, about halfway through the 
piece, when the huge metal truss 


a minor role in this part of the 
piece perched around in the 
top of the structure, watching, 
commenting, and getting into 
action from swings and ropes 
that appeared in unexpected 
places. People sometimes missed 
their connections and fell into 
the net, to the audience’s 
delighted gasps. 

Besides the thrill-ridden con- 
ventions of the trapeze work 
itself, Kayassine had elements of 
theater — many of the perform- 
ers previously worked with 
Cirque du Soleil — and Hervé 
LeLardoux was brought in as a 
directorial coordinator for the 
collectively created routines. The 
piece felt a bit like a big Italian 
circus, commedia dell’arte style. 
All the performers wore odd, 
non-matching costumes and 
hair fashions, not credited to any 
designer, that made them look 
like a troupe of zanies and also

helped the audience distinguish 
one high rider from another. 
There were clownish scram- 
blings and crooked falls, and 
hearty, comradely welcomes for 
successful returns to the launch- 
ing platform. At the end, each 
performer took a bow by diving 
with individual panache into the 
net. 

Kayassine was accompanied 
throughout by vocalist Pascale 
Valenta and musicians Benoit 
Fleutey on cello, Christophe 
LeLarge on double bass, and 
Patrice Wojciechowski on jew’s 
harp. Their evocative, multi-eth- 
nic music, unattributed to any 
composer, added another 
dimension to the other-worldly 
atmosphere of the work. 

Another kind of alternative 
universe was proposed in the 
new dance BIPED by choreog- 
rapher. Merce Cunningham and 
his high-tech collaborators: 
Shelley Eshkar and Paul Kaiser 
(animation), Suzanne Gallo 
(costumes), Aaron Copp (light- 
ing), and Gavin Bryars (music). 
Together they set up an inter- 
play of real and graphic figures 
within the big stage of the New 
York State Theater. Cunning- 
ham always says he lets his col- 
laborators go their own way, so 
that accidental relationships 
between independently created 
elements can enliven each per- 
formance. It’s hard to imagine 
BIPED was made _ entirely 
according to this rule — either 
the principals consulted more 
closely than usual to make an 
integrated work, or I’ve gotten 
so used to the concept of ran- 
domness that just about any col- 
lage looks intentional. 

Eshkar and Kaiser use a tech- 
nique called motion capture, 
which registers a person’s moves 
into a computer. There they 
become the basis for animation 
and other types of graphic 
manipulation. Motion capture 
has been used in professional 
sports ‘and other amply 
bankrolled undertakings, but 
Cunningham was the first to 
seize on its potential for dance. 
Its basic look is like an artist’s 
sketch of a dance in progress. 
This has been shown in museum 
installations over the past year 
or so, but BIPED is the first 
piece I know of that combines 
the animation product with live 
dancing. 

A scrim across the proscenium 
serves as a transparent medium. 
The animations are projected 
onto it, and we can see through 
it, to the dancers beyond. As the 
dancers circle and leap through 
the deep inner space, dancing 
sketches surround and accom- 
pany them and _ disappear. 
Vertical lines on the scrim slide 
apart and together like an accor- 
dion; then an animated figure 
appears from “behind” one of 
the lines and dances in the new 
space created as the next line 
moves away. The animations 
sometimes seem to be far away, 
and as small as the dancers in 
the stage; just as you forget 
they’re not part of the company, 
they grow into surrealistic 
giants. 

They don’t always resemble 
bodies; they can be like disas- 
sembled haystacks that slip

together, or rows of drifting 
bubbles. One enormous set of 
skeletal images is slowed so 
drastically that the motion over- 


laps in undulating traces, and _ 


later the dancers cross the stage 
in exaggerated slow motion. Six 
women jump through the space 
while two projected figures with 
upside-down alter egos dance 
along projected ramps to frame 
them, like a ghostly corps de bal- 
let. Near the end, the women 
rise and sink slowly into plié 
while multicolored sticks drift 
down the scrim and the music 
modulates electronically from 
chord to chord in a gradual 
crescendo and decrescendo. 

Cunningham’s dances don’t 
have narrative structures or 
conventionally arched move- 
ment phrases that leave shapes 
in your memory. In that sense, 
they resemble one another. 
What he’s interested in is devel- 
oping dance material, within a 
very consistent compositional 
process. But he keeps pushing 
for new stimuli, new ways to 
create movement, arrange and 
present it. Animation, the latest 
in a long line of innovative 
devices, has contributed to one 
of his most beautiful and sur- 
prising works. 

Technology aside, Cunning- 
ham’s movement ideas have 
gradually changed quite a lot, 
and so has the look of the 
dances. Opening night at the 
State Theater showed how his 
sensibility could vary during 
four decades of dancemaking. 
There was the calm, sparse 
Summerspace of 1958 (revived 
by former Cunningham dancer 
Carolyn Brown for the New York 
City Ballet), the hyperactive and 
menacing 1975 company work 
Sounddance, and the new 
BIPED and Occasion Piece. 

Summerspace was done for a 
season in the ’60s by New York 
City Ballet, then dropped. I won- 
dered what NYCB would look 
like in it now. The work is 
always referred to as pointillist, 
from Robert Rauschenberg’s 
pastel-spotted backdrop and 


leotards and Morton Feldman’s 
Ixion, where the orchestra 
sounds like birds tuning up at 5 
a.m. I thought it was fine to see 
the NYCB dancers sprinkling 
themselves through their home 
stage, which is usually so much 
more formal and contained. But 
they couldn’t quite achieve the 
Cunningham movement style. 
They seemed to lack a sense of 
being secure in their torsos, of 
starting their movement from 
the pelvis and the back, so they 
looked leggy and a bit stiff. 
Instead of being attentive to 
their surroundings and their 
companions, they often turned 
their focus inward, as though 
looking for a continuity they 
weren’t finding in the steps. 
Occasion Piece was just that, a 
momentary chance for the audi- 
ence to get a look at Cunningham 
himself, his big box-office guest 
Mikhail Baryshnikov, and the set 
pieces modeled by Jasper Johns 
after Duchamp’s The Large Glass 
(originally they were the set for 
Cunningham’s Walkaround Time). 
A prepared piano score by John 
Cage was played by Stephen 
Drury. It was a strange experience. 
The octogenarian Cunning- 
ham stayed partly behind the set, 
pulling up a creaky arm, testing 
his ancient legs, glancing intent- 
ly at his partner across the stage. 
Baryshnikov, trim but no longer 
young, seemed to be demon- 
strating, carefully, almost pri- 
vately, a few steps, some quick 
jumps, some strenuous multidi- 
rectional gestures. He’d pause in 
between, glance back at the mas- 
ter, who was never looking at 
him at the same time. The brief 
dance had a lot of spare time in 
it, time to think about what it 
means to perform, and what it 
means to watch performers, for 
a lifetime. *

Adam Dorn’s Mocean Worker

Adam Dorn missed 


his senior prom, but he had a good excuse. He 
was fetching water for Miles Davis during the 
recording of the jazz titan’s album Amandla. 
The 28-year-old Dorn spent much of his 
youth hanging out with jazz’s top players — 


many of whom were visitors to 
his family home, since his father 
is veteran record producer Joel 
Dorn — and much of his early 
adulthood playing bass for them. 
Today, father and son run 32 
Jazz, a label that reissues music 
from the catalogues of such 
houses as Muse and Landmark, 
representing such artists as 
Rahsaan Roland Kirk, Donald 
Byrd, Yusef Lateef, and Red 
Garland. 

Of course, that’s just Dorn’s 
day job. He also continues to 
work as a studio and touring 
bassist behind pop acts; at this 
writing, he’s on tour in England, 
backing up Beth Orton and 
Bryan Ferry. He’s earned his 
greatest renown, however, as an 
electronica DJ, under the nom 
de disc Mocean Worker, the 
artist behind last year’s CD 
Home Movies from the Brain 
Forest and the recently released 
Mixed Emotional Features (Palm 
Pictures). 

Naturally, Dorn’s Mocean 
Worker music is peppered with 
allusions to classic jazz, blues, 
and funk. A noteworthy track on 
Brainforest sampled Mahalia 
Jackson’s medley “Summer- 
time/Sometimes I Feel like a 
Motherless Child.” Features uses 
a lot of familiar-sounding piano, 
horn, and bass riffs, and it 
includes a track called “Counts, 
Dukes & Strays,” an homage to 
Basie, Ellington, and Billy 
Strayhorn. But there’s more to 
Mocean Worker (a creative mis- 
spelling of Motion Worker, a 
company that makes studio 
tape-sequencing machines) than 
just the usual acid-jazz attempt 
to dress up lackluster dance 
music with borrowed class, 
funk, and mystique. Dorn is per- 
fectly capable of creating com- 
bustible, densely textured tracks 
on his own (the aptly named 
“Detonator” or “Wonderland”). 
He’s also thoroughly steeped in 
popular and literary culture, 
making allusions to Magritte 
(“Rene M”), Arthur Conan 
Doyle (“Mycroft,” named for 
Sherlock Holmes’s smarter 
brother and a tribute, Dorn says, 
to his own brother, David), 
Lenny Bruce (sampled on 
“Heaven @ 12:07”), and 
George Lucas (“Boba Fett”). As 
he quips, “I can sit down and 
talk to you about Chick Webb or 
Jack Webb.” 

Interviewed in his 32 Jazz 
office in midtown Manhattan, 
Dorn sports a shaved pate, a 
goatee, a hoop in each ear, and 
enough Adidas wear to join 
Run-D.M.C. In the next room is 
his father, Joel, 57, who designs 
covers and writes liner notes for 
the reissues that Adam programs 
and edits. Dorn the younger has 
bridged the gap between his two 
careers with the 32 compilations 
Groove Jammy and Groove 


Jammy 2, both released in the 
last year under the Mocean 
Worker name. Each offers hard 
jazz-funk tracks from the *70s 
(by such acts as Catalyst, Kenny 
Barron, and Buster Williams) 
that Dorn has subtly re-edited. 
“The real thing with those 
records is, like, here’s some 
groups that made some cool ’70s 
funk records,” he explains. “And 
this is me being a prick, maybe, 
but sometimes, they’d be onto 
something really cool and then 
just go into the dumbest idea. So 
I’m like, my ball, my rules. I get 
to edit whatever I want and 
smash things together. It’s not 
to make it sound current. It’s 
more like, here’s the funky sec- 
tion of a song that’s 19 minutes 
long, and here’s the eight min- 
utes that work.” 

In any case, Dorn says the dis- 
tance between his jazz _ back- 
ground and his electronic pre- 
sent is “not that big of a leap. I 
have some friends who are sec- 
ond- or third-generation music- 
business kids, and we’re just 
open to doing lots of different 
stuff, because you realize from 
seeing your parents struggle in 
the music business that you real- 
ly have to do a little bit of every- 
thing. 

“The main reason I got into 
electronic music and dance 
music is, I never really thought 
of myself as an artist. I still 
don’t. But I felt like, hey, what’s 
a better way to get people’s 
attention than to make records 
that are cool, that you like, that 
are a representation of yourself? 

“These records came out of 
necessity. Trying to be a career 
bass player or studio musician, it 
just doesn’t exist. When I go 
play on other people’s records, 
it’s not really a representation of 
myself. I’m working for other 
people. This one facet of my life 
is me doing what I want to do 
and not having to answer to an 
A&R guy or a star. That’s weird. 
A lot of these singers aren’t 
musicians. It’s unfulfilling. At 
certain points, I’d much rather 
drive a taxi. It’s fun to play bass, 
and music is cool, but not when 
you’re working for some French 
singer who doesn’t know the dif- 
ference between the bridge and 
the verse of a song that he 
wrote.” 

Dorn does have extensive 
musical training, some of which 
he picked up at Boston’s Berklee 
School of Music. “I was there 
for three semesters. I don’t 
know what it is with that school. 
You get a gig and you leave. I’m 
suspicious about people who 
graduate from that school, 
though there are some great 
musicians who graduate from 
there. 

“I got a gig with a singer from 
Boston named Stacy Brown who 
lied and said she was Bobby

Brown’s sister so she could get 
booked in Japan. And we went, 
and her voice went out the first 
gig. We went from being a funk 
band that had a couple of sets to 
opening up the Real Book and 
playing jazz tunes for these peo- 
ple, who were so mad.” 

Dorn probably learned more 
from the jazz greats he’s always 
rubbed shoulders with, “guys 
like Eddie WHarris or Les 
McCann, friends of my father. | 
played a week of dates in Boston 
with Les. Eddie walked me 
around Lake Geneva once, at the 
Montreux Festival in 93, and I’ll 
never forget this. He was wear- 
ing a bright orange sweatsuit 
that you could see for three 
miles. We’re walking around, 
and he just was yelling at me. 
‘You don’t play nothing on the 
bass. You’re not melodic.’ He 
taught me everything I needed to 
know about the way I play bass 
— and he’s a horn player — in 
an afternoon. My whole playing 
career changed. In fact, I 
stopped playing. I was like, ‘I’m 
just going to play a certain way, 
and that’s it,’ and I only played 
another two years, and then | 
stopped and started making this 
kind of music. 

“The best thing I’ve learned 
from musicians is nothing about 
music. One of the main life 
lessons is, | don’t want to be just 
a bass player. The people that I 
grew up around and that my 
father worked with, I saw them 
struggle. If you’re going to do 
music and you have the ability to 
play an instrument, that means 
you're artistic, and you always 
should be checking out other 
ways to do the same thing. You 
don’t just count on one thing 


paying the ticket for the ride. 
Check out everything. If you’ve 
got to play some piano, learn 
how to play piano. If you have to 
produce and not play on the 
record, learn how to do all of it.” 

Of his father Dorn says, “I 
think what I’ve learned from him 
most is, unless you really feel it, 
and it’s close to your heart, 
don’t do it. Always do your best 
work. Don’t do something just 
to get a paycheck, ever. When 
we make records together, it’s 
not about you, it’s always about 
the artist, presenting them in the 
best light, seeing their goals 
through fruition. I’ve seen him 
do that with some wild artists, 
like Leon Redbone or the Neville 
Brothers. He doesn’t dictate. He 
reacts. And things get done 
much better that way. He’s got a 
great attitude. Forty years in the 
business. And I don’t make the 
same mistakes he made because 
I’ve seen him screw up. It’s good 
to be second-generation. I can 
ask him advice about anything.” 

What did Joel, by example, 
teach Adam not to do? “To be 
emotional and lose my temper. 
In the ’70s, he was pretty ego- 
maniacal. You have to keep your 
composure and not get emotion- 
al. Just make it pleasant. No 
one’s telling you that your leg is 
going to get chopped off tomor- 
row, So it can’t be that big a deal. 
I really learned that lesson most 
when I did a record for a French 
pop singer named Patricia Kaas 
who’s very big in Europe and 
Russia. I just watched these peo- 
ple worry about, like [assumes 
French accent], ‘Aah! We cannot 
have gardenias in the studio. She 
will not sing for a week!’ I want- 
ed to tell this girl that one chro- 


mosome different and she’s dri- 
ving a bus in the Sarne River 
basin in Alsace-Lorraine. People 
worry about some dumb stuff. 
Focus on the music and what 
you want to get done and not 
what you want to buy from 
Prada.” 

Dorn’s “unfulfilling” experi- 
ences with several French artists, 
along with what he discreetly 
refers to as “a bad break-up” 
preceded the recording of 
Brainforest, which he now dis- 
misses as “a mistake. The sec- 
ond album [Emotional 
Features|, | was more relaxed. | 
had a deal already. This record 
was just three weeks, make a 
record, turn it in, no one gets 
hurt. To me it’s a better record 
because it has more energy and 
it’s more positive. There’s hipper 
things on the first one, but 
there’s more musical things on 
the second one. The goal was 
just to stay musical and not fol- 
low any trends, not to say, 
‘Here’s this version of 
drum ’n’ bass’ or ‘electronica’ or 
whatever. I just think people call 
it ‘drum ’n’ bass’ for lack of a 
better description.” 

The labeling of each new 
splintering subgenre of electron- 
ic music amuses Dorn no end. 
“Friends of mine, we were in 
London, and we had a contest to 
come up with the dumbest sub- 
genres of dance music. My 
friend came up with ‘filthy acid 
speed calypso.’ It cracks me up 
when people call my_ stuff 
drum ’n’ bass because it’s not. 
It’s just music. Listen to it and 
make up your own mind. I know 
that sounds trite, but it’s just 
music. It has some energy to it 
that you could liken to 
drum ’n’ bass. But I pride myself 
on the fact that I make records 
where each song is totally differ- 
ent. They’re not related except 
that I used a sampler to make 
them.” 

To Dorn, electronica has 
reached an innovative standstill, 
and no one knows when or what 
the next breakthrough will be. 
“Hopefully, there could be a 
trend toward more intelligent, 
home-listening kinds of dance 
music that people could listen to 
while they’re at their computers, 
checking out stuff on-line. My 
stuff would sit there more. It’s 
not club stuff. I drop my stuff in 
clubs because promoters expect 
me to, but I have nothing that 
I’d want to hear really loud in a 
club. I can’t believe someone 
wants to dance to this. 

“Everyone’s waiting to see 
what will happen, what’s coming 
up. I love dance music, and I 
love making the records that I 
make, but it ain’t the future. | 
make my living writing library 
music for television production 
because they want something 
electronic but they don’t want to 
go to a label and license it. I’m 
trying to find the next thing so | 
can make a living. I didn’t get 
into electronic music to make 
money and meet chicks. It’s just 
what I feel like doing right now. 
In a couple years, I could be 
scoring films. My next record 
could be a tribute to Gil Evans. 
Everything old is new again. | 
like going backwards to go for- 
wards.” 5 
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Mop and glow 


Rap comps from N.W.A, Wu-Tang, Gang Starr, and more 


My favorite hip-hop compilation of all time is 
this budget-priced old-school sampler called 
Rapmasters Volume 10: Best of Scratchin’ 
(Priority). An elementary-jams mix conflating 
the likes of Newcleus, the Soul Sonic Force, 


and Funky Four Plus 


rocks the roller rink, on and on till 
the backwards skate. I got my 
copy at a Northern Cali gas sta- 
tion. 

These days, hip-hop comps 
seem to outnumber, and routinely 
outperform, full-length albums — 
the year’s highest-profile indepen- 
dent-rap release, for example, is 
Rawkus Presents Soundbomb- 
ing II (Rawkus), a multi-artist 
sampler rich in sharply vented 
Giuliani-mosity 
and heartfelt B- 
boy testimonials, 
subsumed in a 
craftily adminis- 
tered mix by 
Beat Junkies 
Babu and ‘J- 
Rocce. Mos Def 
and Common 
come off charac- 
teristically cool, Company Flow 
above average, but it’s the relative 
upstarts who walk off with the 
crown: Sir Menelik shoots sum- 
mer breezes with half of Brand 
Nubian (Grand Puba and Sadat 
X) on “7XL’; the beat divides 
Stereolab synth squirts by the hiss 
of Joni Mitchell’s lawn sprinkler. 
Then sicko show stealer Thirstin 
Howl III hopscotches in and out 
of his own slang lexicon on the 
cantankerous, single-verse 
“Brooklyn Hard Rock.” 
Spreading a message “as positive 
as my drug urine test,” he vows 
we'll never catch him half-step- 
ping, “even if I lost both feet.” 

The more sedate Tags of Our 
Times V.2 (Mary Joy) offers beats 
by the (ex)pound, the sound of 
one drum machine clapping; it 
transmits sonar pings and humid 
wisps of jazz out into the ether 
while top-shelf indie MCs medi- 
tate. Apani B-Fly Emcee branches 
out “like Badu’s apple tree,” Murs 
and Esop confess that “Some ‘of 
my best friends are wack,” and 
Rubberroom split the difference 
between Public Enemy and 
Megadeth. Not that independent 
necessarily equals cool: the dumb 
British comp Superrappin 
(Groove Attack import) throws 
umpteen undergroundists against 
a wall of fussy Premier-indebted 
beats, praying something sticks. 
Mr. Roam of Da Grassroots takes 
palpable joy in a string of super- 
ball syllables like “I got an 
entourage layin’ in a lagoon/Full 
of Jamaican moneymakers and 
Guyanese tycoons,” but he’s the 
exception. On This or That 
(Interscope), disc-jocular wake- 
up-show hosts Sway ‘and. King 
Tech flex their Rolodex and bid for 
a dual degree in old and new 
school. The most inspired drop- 
on here is Cash Money and 
Marvelous’s circa ’87 party goof, 
“Ugly People Be Quiet.” Still beats 
drive time, I guess. 

Cue’s Hip-Hop Shop 
(Dogday) hides its brightest lights 
(Westside Chemical’s chugging 
808-strumentals, the voluble, vul-

One, this tape cold- 


gar, underexposed Sacred Hoop, 
and gutbucket turntablist Mr. 
Dibbs’s rock-’em sock-’em, blues- 
blood-bleeding “ludahs 
Transmission”) under a bushel of 
undifferentiated DJ calisthenics. 
On the whole, the ghetto blasters 
have it all over boho-clique tracks 
this week: on South Coast 
Ballers (Big Baller/Epic), dudes 
with names like “Dirt,” 
“Violence,” and “Self-Made 
Millionaire” 
squeeze the accu- 
mulated fruits of 
G-Funk and 
Miami Bass for 
maximum juice as 
though it were 
their manifest 
destiny to do so. 
This is the real 
soundbombing: 
trunkfuls of piano plunk and elec- 
tro slink, stereo-action bongos, 
Mr. Mister “interpolations,” slot- 
machine sirens, and low, low 
freak-quencies, all calculated to 
make your bottom line shake. 
Listen and learn, as rum-punchy 
future star Po’Boy charms a 
potential bass kitten, suavely 
revealing, “I masturbate each time 
we conversate.” That’s this 
comp’s sales pitch in a jeweled 
nutshell — not exactly sexy, bare- 
ly even coherent, but persistent. 
The Oaktown-emblematic Turf 
Stories (C-Note/Ruthless) takes 
Too $hort’s *hood-canvassing 
pimp phonics into the next millen- 
nium, with production (by synth- 
epicurists E&H and Keytek) that 
pours over even the rowdiest 
rhymers like velvet smog. File 
under “gangsta dub,” a seductive 
blend of strip-club bum rush and 
massive attack. 

Among songs that say “please,” 
EPMD’s “Please Listen to My 
Demo” is probably the least 
urgent, a tossed-off account of 
falling into a lucrative record deal, 
with Erick Sermon and Parrish 
“PMD” Smith big-upping their 
A&Rs by full name. Most of the 
duo’s other highlights (collected 
on the bonus disc included with 
their new Def Jam effort, Out of 
Business) don’t deviate — 
Sermon’s flow is so slack, the 
marbles won’t stay in his mouth 
when he rhymes, and rudimentary 
sampling mummifies a lot of the 
old cuts in lockgroove funk loops. 
It’s tough to front on vintage dick 
schwinging like “You Get the 
Bozack,” but Out of Business is 
painful, and the hits disc omits 
“You’re a Customer.” What the 
fuck? 

On Gang Starr’s Full Clip: A 
Decade of Gang Starr (Noo 
Trybe/Virgin), inept song 
sequencing jumbles Guru & DJ 
Premier’s unimpeachable track 
record into insightless incoher- 
ence. Material like “Jazz Thing” 
(originally from the Mo’ Better 
Blues soundtrack, with Guru 
impressively rhyming the word 


“recondite”) and “Just To Get a 
Rep” (on which a gurgling Jean- 
Jacques Perrey Moog sample gives 
the plumber some) belongs on a 
better-conceived, chronological 
look back. And overlooking the 
sublime scratch track “D] Premier 
in Deep Concentration” is plain 
unforgivable. 

Played side by side, Suge 
Knight Represents Chronic 2000 
(Death Row) and The N.WA 
Legacy Volume 1: 1988-1998 
(Priority) illustrate the crucial dif- 
ference between mop and glow. 
Legacy is maybe the only piece of 
gangsta shit you need to own, 
alternating sociologically signifi- 
cant N.WA (“Straight Outta 
Compton,” “Fuck tha Police”) with 
vital solo shots from Ice Cube (“It 
Was a Good Day,” remixed to 
bounce eerily on a slinky Staple 
Singers loop) and Dr. Dre (“Let 
Me_ Ride,” the awesome 
“California Love”). Suge’s Chronic 
2000, on the other hand, is all 
stems and seeds, pairing hapless 
new talent with same-ol’-G’s who 
got caught behind Death Row’s 
lines before their stock options 
vested. The unreleased Tupac 
songs sorta rock it from the crypt, 
but sorry-assed cracker Milkbone 
straining to pick a fight with 
Eminem is just sad. In their post- 
N.W.A careers, Dre and Cube 
replaced attitude with aptitude, 
tearing gangsta’s sonic crackhouse 
down to put up a hedonistic play- 
er’s club on its foundations. 
Knight, still in jail for running his 
company like a subsidiary of the 
Mob Piru Bloods, doesn’t have 
enough friends left to do the same. 
Payback is a beeyatch. 

From Compton to Shaolin: The 
RZA Hits (Priority) tries to make 
the dubious case for the early Wu- 
Tang Clan as concise, clock- 
punching pop-single craftsmen. 
No dice — the back-in-the-day 
Wu were always earthy and some- 


times nearly God, but they’re bet- 
ter represented by their effluvia, 
the snakes and bats in their wild- 
card catalogue. Still, the RZA pro- 
duced this stuff with one finger on 
the pulse of hip-hop’s future and 
one hand on his nuts, and nearly 
every track represents some cru- 
cial wrinkle in his operatic style — 
pianos that drip down like venom, 
drums as cotton-mouthed as 
Royal Trux rhythm guitar. This 
crib sheet stops, wisely, at the so- 
tacky jeans commercial “Wu- 
Wear: The Garment Renaissance,” 
which red-flagged the group’s 
subsequent splintering; the RZA 
soon began subcontracting his 
duties to his senseless apprentices, 
letting stumbling Wu-spinoffs clog 
the Clan’s chambers. Wu- 
Chronicles (Wu-Tang Records/ 
Priority) bags up assorted Wu- 
cameos, remixes, and killa B-sides, 
capturing core-group members 
testing the bounds of reality in 
collaboration with outside talent. 
Method Man and the Notorious 
B.I.G. form a dope gravedancers’ 
union on Biggie’s “The What,” 
and the RZA’s_ walking-on-bro- 
ken-glass revisiting of Genius’s 
“Cold World” spotlights a 
D’Angelo chorus vocal, pouring 
cognac on open wounds. 

The best thing about Ruffhouse 
Records’ Greatest Hits isn’t the 
track listing (which bestows gold 
watches on label MVPs Cypress 
Hill and the Fugees for songs you 
probably own already). It’s the 
video-clip infomercial that’s been 
running on late-night TV: Lauryn 
Hill does the Mary Wells across 
the split-screen barrier on “Doo 
Wop (That Thing),” Wyclef Jean 
runs for the border to chill with 
Bob Dylan on “Gone till 
November,” and all the Fugees get 
interviewed separately, like feud- 
ing Real World housemates. Now 
playing in a paid-program time 
slot near you, it’s the best Fu-TV 


since Pras Michel’s credit-bureau 
endorsement. 

Profile Records’ ruthless 
rap/R&B mergers were more 
catchily conglomerated than 
Ma$e featuring anybody; appro- 
priately, their retrospective 
Profilin’: The Hits packages 
essential disposables (and Run- 
D.M.C.) in fly K-Tel fashion. 
N2Deep’s “Back to the Hotel” is 
sexy as a drive-by, with ominous 
(canned) sax and violins stalking 
the beat like laser-targeted rifles. 
Poor Righteous Teachers fore- 
shadow Outkast on the harmoni- 
ca-juked “Rock Dis Funky Joint,” 
the Kartoon Krew do the same for 
Timbaland by beat-jacking the 
“Inspector Gadget” theme, and 
Special Ed proves he’s not just a 
member of the Eric B and Rakim 
Kids’ Club — he’s also a client! It 
all works schmoovely, because 
everybody sells out and no one 
claims otherwise. 

So let’s shill on to the next 
episode: Rhino’s as-seen-on-TV 
Millennium Hip-Hop Party, 
which makes crossover rap sound 
like the best idea anyone ever had. 
Steven Tyler frees his inner James 
Brown (Run-D.M.C.’s “Walk 
This Way”), Heavy D shakes it to 
pop, hip-hop, and house (“Now 
That We Found Love”) because 
there’s plenty of him to go around, 
and the shoop-bopping girl 
singers on L.L. Cool J’s wet- 
dreamy “Around the Way Girl” 
just jingle, baby, like a bamboo 
earring. The clincher, though, is 
PM Dawn’s “Set Adrift on 
Memory Bliss”; as overweight 
lover Prince Be sighs in your ear 
about the puddles in his mind, the 
plastic plants in his neutron van, 
expanding rubber bands and aces 
in the hole, and his Christina 
Applegate jones and his ice-cream 
headache, a flakily lovely Spandau 
Ballet sample melts on his tongue 
like low-fat butta. x

It was fitting, or at least poetic, that the 
skies should open up last Sunday and 
hammer Cambridge with an angry 
summer thunderstorm just a half-hour 
before the scheduled 3 p.m. start of “A 
Concert in Memory of Mark 
Sandman.” Although the music he’d 
made with Morphine, Treat Her Right, 
and his many other projects was more 
like a slow, steady, deliberate shower 
punctuated by the occasional well- 


placed clap of thunder and bolt of 


lightning, the sudden, violent down- 
pour that hit Central Square was a bet- 
ter metaphor for the blow Sandman’s 
death on July 3 had dealt to his many 
friends and fans in the Boston area. 
Besides, Sandman, who counted pho- 
tography among his many artistic pur- 
suits, had always wanted to get a good 
photo of a midsummer thunderstorm. 

Unfortunately, the rain delayed the 
start and later interrupted the memor- 
ial concert, which was held outdoors

BOB DYLAN 
AND PAUL SIMON: 
COUNTING TO 10 


If rock and roll were championship 
wrestling —- and groups from Kiss to 
Limp Bizkit have proved throughout 
the second half of the music’s history 
that much of it is — Bob Dylan and 
Paul Simon would make a good 
senior-division tag team. They’re the 
same age (both born in 1941) and they 
possess traits that complement each 
other. Simon has a smooth choirboy’ ; 
voice (though he’s starting to look a 
bit like Mel Brooks) and a knack for 
detailed, sugary pop arrangements. 
Dylan’s singing has grown as craggy 
as his face — and that’s very craggy. 
He favors spare musical treatments

next to the Middle East and T.T. the 
Bear’s Place on Brookline Street 
(between Green Street and Mass Ave). 
What was planned as a three-hour- 
plus tribute, beginning with a Treat 
Her Right reunion, ending with the 
Hypnosonics Festival Ensemble, and 
featuring short sets by many of 
Sandman’s closest friends and favorite 
local musicians, became something 
closer to two hours of music in which 
the concert’s director, Either/Or- 
chestra leader and Hypnosonics mem- 
ber Russ Gershon, made a _ heroic 
effort to squeeze everyone in. At least 
the weather kept the crowd down to a 
comfortable size: by the time Treat Her 
Right took the stage, at 4:45, the street 
had been filled nearly to capacity with- 
out spilling out onto Mass Ave. 

The highlights were too numerous 
to mention here and too personal in 
some cases to describe accurately. 
Bosstones Dicky Barrett and Joe 
Gittleman joined Treat Her Right for 
“| Think She Likes Me.” The 
Either/Orchestra (with John 
Medeski sitting in-on Sandman’s 
Hypnosonics keyboard) played a 
beautiful medley inspired by the 
Ethiopian ’70s funk Sandman was 
such a fan of. Morphine’s Dana 
Colley and Billy Conway backed 
Peter Wolf on “Buena” and then 
Laurie Sargent on a gorgeous “You 
Look like Rain” in the rain. Dana, 
Billy, and. Russ (the “Men’s 
Auxiliary”) joined Mr. Airplane Man 
for “Let’s Take a Trip Together.” The 
Ray Corvair Trio offered their inter- 
pretation of “The Other Side.” With 
Catie Curtis on vocals, Jimmy Ryan’s 
Wooden Leg did a moving version of 
an unreleased Sandman song. Chris 
Ballew played a new song he’d writ- 
ten for Mark titled “Gone Again 
Gone.” And Willie Alexander joined 
an expanded Hypnosonics (featuring 


J. Hilt, Billy Conway, Billy Beard, 


that give his songs a rough edge and 
favor his lyrics. Dylan is an inveterate 
tourer; Simon apparently would not be 
taking the stage this summer if not for 
the costly failure of his ambitious 1997 
Broadway production, The Capeman. 
Both men have their trophies — 
Grammys and the like — and legacies 
with folk-music roots that twist on up 
through modern rock. (For the record, 
Simon & Garfunkel covered Dylan’s 
“The Times They Are a-Changin’ ” on 
their 1964 debut album.) 

But without opponents — maybe 
Bob Weir and James Taylor, or Joan 
Baez and Joni Mitchell for a “Battle of 
the Sexes” — their shared bill at the 
Tweeter Center a week ago Thursday 
made their differences merely differ- 
ences. Dylan, soaring on another of 
his occasional career updrafts, 
emerged as the righteous champion of 
rock and roll he’s always been beneath 
the hype, the wear and tear, and the 
aimlessness that have by turns over- 
whelmed his music since he played his 
first electric set on stage in 1965. Ina 
set split between energetic acoustic 
and electric performances, he sang 
hard and clear as he plucked out 
rough-hewn guitar solos and delivered 
numbers like “Masters of War,” “My 
Back Pages,” and “Tangled Up in 
Blue” — songs that have influenced 
the emotional and political thought of 
generations. 

Simon’s set, more a career overview 
than Dylan’s flashback, ranged from 
Simon & Garfunkel hits like “The 
Boxer” to his *70s smash “Still-Crazy 
After All These Years” to Graceland’s 
“Diamonds on the Soles of Her 
Shoes” and “You Can Call Me Al” and 
tunes from The Capeman — songs 
that for the most part have influenced 
generations to mellow out. Although 
Simon’s voice proved still capable of 
soaring on its own, his 11-piece band 
was an albatross that played with tech-

nical precision yet labored through 
vacuous instrumental. passages and 
suffered from spineless, dated synthe- 
sizer sounds (including a painfully 
hideous B-3 organ patch). 
Nonetheless, Simon was a charming 
entertainer. And the camaraderie evi- 
dent when he and Dylan sang together 
— first a genuinely harmonious 
“Sounds of Silence,” then a progres- 
sively uneven hash of Buddy Holly, 
Dion, and finally Dylan’s “Knockin’ 
on Heaven’s Door” — _ seemed 
unforced. If only Simon had thrown 


one rabbit punch.

VANS WARPED 
TOUR: EXTRA 
VALUE MEAL 


Blink and you'll definitely miss some- 
thing at the Vans Warped Tour, like a 
death-defying motorbike jump or a 
punk legend toughing it out on one of 
six small stages. Two Saturdays ago at 
Three County Fairgrounds in 
Northampton, punk rock’s only travel- 
ing circus braved ungodly tempera- 
tures and proved itself the best value of 
the summer concert 
season for the fifth 
straight year. 

Even the undercard 
was full of heavy- 
weights. Rejuvenated 
masters Suicidal 
Tendencies tore 
through an early set 
that easily competed 
for interest with the 
aforementioned 
motorcycle stunts 
taking place over the 
band’s shoulders. 
And anthemic punks 
Avail rewarded fans 
who managed to 
track them down at a 
corner stage with a 
typically hearty per- 
formance. 

Real rock stars 
showed up later in 
the day. Eminem 
doesn’t rock, but 
he’s definitely a star, which was too 
bad for anyone expecting a show as 
satisfying as his uproarious debut 
album. Nuts in hand, the blond bomb- 
shell was all too content to let guest 
MC Proof finish his lines for him as he 
angrily stalked the stage. Truncated 
versions of “My Fault” and Dr. Dre’s 
“Nuthin’ But a ‘G’ Thang” stood out, 
but Eminem’s performance was more 
slim than shady. 

Warped veterans Blink-182 were 
more successful in translating their 
MTV appeal to the stage. The band’s 
toilet humor and pretty vocal har- 
monies suggest a rich man’s NOFX, 
not that you’d want to buy one of their 
albums. But with “What’s My Age 
Again?” they’ve crafted their second 
straight irresistible summer smash, the 
exact kind of song you come to these 
festivals to sing along to. 

In the end, though, two Boston main- 
stays stole the show. Dropkick Murphys 
came on stage to the sound of bagpipes 
and by far the loudest reception anyone 
received all day. I don’t know all their 
songs, but everybody else did, and at 
least I could sing along to “Finnegan’s 
Wake.” Plus, the Murphys single-hand- 
edly made up for a long day of patroniz- 
ing covers by out-of-towners (Luna- 
chicks’ “Good Times Roll,” Grin- 
spoon’s godawful take on the theme 
from Cheers) by planting a ripping ver- 
sion of AC/DC’s “T.N.T.” in the middle 
of “Skinhead on the MBTA.” 

Underground heroes Converge were 
actually de facto headliners for a day, 
playing the last slot on the locals stage 
while uninteresting ‘AAF types 
Sevendust entertained the masses. 
With a particularly enthusiastic seg- 
ment of the local all-ages scene in 
attendance and a makeshift mud pit in 
front of the stage, Converge’s evil 
brand of aggression brought the show 
to a frenzied, messy climax.

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Bourbon Princess and Chainsuck 


The story goes that Huey Lewis once ran into the Del 
Fuegos at a diner and said, “Hey, you guys look like a rock- 
and-roll band.” This is just a guess, but I’d assume that 


people run into Bourbon Princess leader 
Monique Ortiz and say, “Hey, you look like 
the leader of an edgy, rhythm-driven rock 
band that does a lot of songs about sex and 
death.” With a pierced cheek and a piercing 
stare, Ortiz is as stageworthy as anyone in 
town — even when she worked 
the coatroom at the Middle East 
a couple of years ago, she looked 
as if she’d be more at home at 
the other end of the room. And C 
in a year when the term 
“drum ’n’ bass” commonly 
refers to a form of electronic pop 
that includes neither drums nor 
basses, Bourbon Princess are 
literally a drum-and-bass band 
— cellist Jonah Sacks is the only 
other instrumentalist, and he ‘sits out a 
number of tunes. The ace up their sleeve is 
that Ortiz and drummer Dave Millar (also 
of Kaspar Hauser) make up one of the few 
genuinely funky rhythm sections on the 
underground circuit: on a good night they 
echo the Meters or the MG’s more than any 
of the usual alterna-rock touchstones. 
Inevitably, they also make you think of 
Morphine, the last Boston band to do so 
much with so little. It’s a story she’d be hap- 
pier telling under other circumstances, but 
a fannish encounter with Mark Sandman 
influenced Ortiz’s decision to move to

Boston. Before that she’d been living in 
Lancaster, Pennsylvania (home of the 
Ocean Blue, the Innocence Mission, and 
the good Amish people), and trying to pull 
a proper band together. “I probably fancied 
myself a little goth kid at the time,” she 
recalls when we talk 
at the Middle East. 
“I had a band called 
Out the Sun, and we 
thought we were 
doing something 
really innovative. 
But in retrospect... 
uh, we weren’t.” 

Having grown up 

around Latin music 
and classic rock, 
Ortiz had her first musical epiphany over 
Duran Duran; she still plays a bass she 
bought after seeing John Taylor play the 
same model. But her musical destiny 
became clear when she saw Morphine in 
1996. “I actually woke up that morning 
with a strange feeling — I’m not a groupie 
or anything, but I knew I had to meet the 
band. At the show we got up close and 
draped our leather jackets against the stage; 
mine had the Morphine logo painted on the 
back. Mark saw that and gave me that big 
Sandman nod of approval.” Later, she and

a friend walked past the tour bus during a 
rainstorm and the band let them come in 
and hang out. “We sat around smoking cig- 
arettes and talking, and I made a point of 
mentioning all my band experiences. Mark 
finally said, ‘It sounds like you guys really 
need to relocate.’ He started telling us 
about Cambridge and said, ‘We’re playing 
this big show in Central Square — that’s 
my Square, that’s my home. And you 
should go to this place called the Middle 
East and introduce yourself.’ ” 

The band formed in an equally sponta- 
neous way: she and Millar jammed at a 
party and noticed it sounded better before 
the guitar players sat in. “Butting heads 
with guitarists was the biggest source of 
frustration with my other bands,” she notes. 
“I like indie music as much as the next per- 
son, but there is an overwhelming number 
of Yo La Tengo wanna-bes out there.” 

The Middle East also figures into a tune 
that stood out when I caught the band at the 
Lizard Lounge last month: “Stop Line,” 
about walking into a club and running into 
all the enemies and ex-lovers you never 
wanted to see again. In terms of sweet 
romance in Bourbon Princess songs, that 
one’s about par for the course; also on a 
recent demo tape (and slated for a debut 
CD they’re now wrapping up) is 
“Lovesick,” a Roxy Music—type groove that 
includes the sweet chorus “Do anything you 
want, just don’t love me anymore.” Others 
of Ortiz’s songs are even world-wearier: 
she’s written a couple about her late broth- 
er, who was recovering from cocaine addic- 
tion when he was murdered by a no- 
account dealer. And “Jerkoff” isn’t about 
sex — rather, it describes a certain recog- 
nizable type of person — file it next to 
Golden Smog’s “He’s a Dick.” 

“It’s always easier to tell your gory stories 
to strangers than it is to friends,” Ortiz 
explains. “I’m still trying to write the perfect 
happy song, but I haven’t gotten it yet. Not 
that I’m into the idea of using the band as 
therapy; I just write these songs because I 
can. Otherwise I’m like everybody else — | 
work a blue-collar job, I have relationships, 
I know people who’ve died. In all honesty, 
I’m not that interesting.” 


CHAINSUCK. When singer/guitarist 
Marydee Reynolds started Chainsuck five 
years ago, they were something of an oddi- 
ty: an electronic outfit that was neither 
abrasive nor ambient nor danceable, that 
instead used the loops and samples to sup- 
port a more traditional, songwriting-based 
approach. It was essentially pop music with 
a wider sonic range. Nowadays there are a 
few popular locals who would fall into that 
realm. But Reynolds hasn’t stuck around to 
see the trend take root: she’s moved to 
Chicago, where she’s released the second 
Chainsuck album, Kindly Stop for Me (Wax 
Trax/TVT). 

Anyone who recognizes the title (from 
the Emily Dickinson poem that begins 
(“Because I could not stop for death... ”) 
will likely feel at home with Reynolds’s 
sensibility. Her takes on romantic/sexual 
matters are full of blood/death imagery. 
Creepy beauty and dark mystery are what 
she’s after. And she gets it, as long as she 
remembers to keep the electronics and the 
live-band elements in proper balance. 
There are times when the drum loops have 
a softening effect — a couple of tracks 
here would probably sound edgier if a live 
rhythm section were pushing them along. 
But she gets the payoff when she tweaks 
the format — whether distorting her voice 
Reznor-style on “Pornstar,” laying a sinis- 
ter blues groove on “Murder of a Heart,” 
or bringing in Ministry/Pigface member 
Chris Connelly for the anti-romantic duet 
“Box.” (Former Ministry drummer Bill 
Rieflin helps out on the album as well.) 
Reynolds also has a tendency to drop her 
voice into whispers and gasps — an old 
trick, but one that works. 

“I’m not sure where I get the blood 
imagery from, but it does come up a lot,” 
she explains over the phone. “I’ve always 
written poetry, and I used to get kept after 
school because the nuns didn’t like my 
writing. I used to be the 15-year-old girl 
reading Anais Nin, Colette, and Emily 
Dickinson.” Another writer who’s influ- 
enced her lately is Lucinda Williams, 
whose Car Wheels on a Gravel Road 
(Mercury) was her favorite record last year 
— not an influence that one often finds in 
electronic music. “When I started on this 


album, there was all the talk about elec- 
tronica being the next big thing, and there 
was some expectation that it would all be 
hyperfast speeds with vocals thrown on. | 
got the impression TVT would have pre- 
ferred that. But I wanted to make a lush 
and pretty record.” 

So why use electronics at all? 

“Just because I’m fascinated by them. 
There’s something about drum loops that | 
find very comforting.” 

Reynolds moved to Chicago for logistical 
reasons —— her Cambridge apartment lost 
its rent-control status and she needed a 
base to tour from. Aside from Chicago’s 
weather being even crappier, she’s discov- 
ered another contrast: “Boston has so many 
girl songwriters and there’s none out here. 
You go to a club and they’re not there play- 
ing. It makes you realize how girls rule in 
Boston.” 


KNOTS & CROSSES REUNITE. Knots 
& Crosses were a great band in a less-than- 
great genre: during the early ’90s they were 
Boston’s contribution to the adult-contem- 
porary format. Thanks to WBOS, they were 
also one of the most-airplayed local bands, 
often slotted just between Natalie Merchant 
and Don Henley. But K&C had better taste 
in role models: during one of their final 
shows at the Middle East they did a version 
of Richard Thompson’s “Walking on a 
Wire” that made my heart stop. Usually 
sounding more Appalachian than English, 
their take on folk rock was austere enough 
to attract an audience that didn’t like things 
too soft and finely crafted enough for the 
’BOS fans. Their studio version of the 
Thompson tune, which just may surpass 
Richard & Linda’s original for intensity, 
appears with a batch of originals on There 
Was a Time (Signature Sounds), a new 
compilation CD drawn mainly from their 
two out-of-print albums. But there are also 
two new songs on the disc, both recorded 
last April and engineered by David 
Minehan, who slants the sound toward their 
rock side — even on Carol Noonan’s ballad 
“Waiting for You,” the first happy love song 
in their repertoire. (Their second album was 
made during a marital break-up within the 
band and sounded that way — as key- 
boardist Alan Williams writes in the notes, 
“The Fleetwood Mac comparisons were 
obvious and annoying.”) 

K&C will also be playing out again in the 
fall: they've booked the Iron Horse in 
Northampton on November 10 and the 
Somerville Theatre on the 11th. Because 
the three core members are busy nowadays 
— Noonan with her solo band, Williams 
doing production, and guitarist Rick Harris 
playing with Todd Thibaud — it’s not clear 
whether there’ll be more after that. “It’s not 
as if we were resuming where we left off,” 
Harris explains, “but we want to keep the 
door open.”

Guns n’ ruses 


Buckcherry, New American Shame 


Last month Axl Rose turned up, more of less out of the blue, 
on the cover of Spin magazine. No, Spin didn’t have an 
exclusive interview with the missing-in-action Guns N’ Roses 


frontdude — which in itself is interesting, 
since I can’t remember the last time a major 
music magazine ran a cover story on an artist 
they couldn’t get an interview with. And, no, 
there isn’t, as of yet, new GNR album or even 
a single on a soundtrack, though the same 
scoops at MTV Online who figured out that 
Henry Rollins ghostwrote the David Lee Roth 
autobiography Crazy from the Heat are 
reporting that the live GNR recording of 
“Sweet Child o’ Mine” you hear at the end of 
Adam Sandler’s new not-quite-as-funny-as- 
Happy-Gilmore film Big Daddy includes a 
rehearsal tape recording of 
the latest GNR line-up 
(featuring, among others, 
former Replacement rs 
Tommy Stinson). The only 
real occasion for the Axl 
cover was, well, no occa- 
sion at all — the continued 
absence of anything new 
from what remains one of 
the most potentially lucra- 
tive brand names in the hard-rock universe. 
And in a time when huge rock-and-roll cover- 
boys are hard to come by — I mean, how 
many people really know the name of Limp 
Bizkit’s lead singer off the top of their heads? 
(It’s Fred something, right?) — Axl sans 
interview still looks pretty good. 

It’s also a little amusing to find Spin, the 
magazine that once positioned itself as the 
arbiter of alternative and indie rock and then 
latched briefly onto electronica as the answer 
to all our rockist disappointments, admitting, 
right there on the cover in big bold letters, 
that “what the world‘needs now is Axl Rose” 
and then elevating the story of his extended 
musical hiatus to something along the level of 
J.D. Salinger’s retreat. But many of us feel 
Spin’s pain (or maybe “impatience” is a bet- 
ter word). Because love him or hate him, Axl 
made rock larger than life in a way that Third 
Eye Blinds can’t, Pearl Jams won’t, and Kiss 
and Bruce Springsteen really do only for 
older folks. And, if nothing else, the grand 
gestures of GNR helped validate the smaller 
gestures of every little underground punk 
band championed by Spin back in the day. If 
indie rock’s ever going to have a genuine rai- 
son d’étre again, it’s going to need an enemy 
more formidably ubiquitous than Korn. 
Maybe that’s why Luna’s Dean Wareham 
decided to cover “Sweet Child 0’ Mine” on a 
new Luna album that Elektra decided not to 
release in favor of simply dropping the band. 
Of course, absence does have a tendency to 
make the heart grow fonder, so it’s just as 
conceivable that, like Sheryl Crow (who cov- 
ers “Sweet Child” on the Big Daddy sound- 
track), Wareham is simply acknowledging 
that it’s a good song.

a real groundswell of demand for a new GNR 
album, but for the first time since Nirvana 
crashed the Headbangers Ball, there seems to 
be a new crop of bands doing the kind of 
basic American-style hard rock that created 
the foundation for the rise of GNR. You 
know, the kind of stuff that AC/DC did so 
much better than anyone else, and that the 
Cult (with a little help from Rick Rubin) 
unintentionally parodied back when GNR 
were touring as their supporting act (it was 
1988, I believe, and I caught the San 
Francisco show at which Cult singer Ian 
Astbury apologized for 
making a homophobic joke 
after some guy from the 
audience grabbed his balls). 

One of those bands, a 
Seattle group who go by 
the name of New American 
Shame, are now opening 
for the reunited Cult on a 
tour that comes to Avalon 
on Monday (August 2). 
Their homonymous Atlantic debut, whose 
cover shows a naked blonde woman strategi- 
cally concealed by an American flag, takes 
most of its cues from AC/DC, though the 
rhythm section hasn’t quite mastered that 
less-is-more drive that defined classics like 
Highway to Hell and Back in Black. Singer 
‘Johnny” shamelessly rips Bon Scott’s 
patented nasty snarl, which is classier than 
doing Brian Johnson imitations, and fanta- 
sizes about switchblade knives and broken 
bones when it’s almost always booze and 
pills that get to guys like him. This is what 
Seattle would have sounded like in ’91 if 
Andrew Wood hadn’t OD’d and Kurt 
Cobain had never hooked up with the 
Melvins. 

Buckcherry hail from Los Angeles, 
which is where bands who sound like New 
American Shame and Buckcherry are sup- 
posed to come from, and they’re the ones 
most likely to be mistaken for GNR on the 
radio. Singer Joshua Todd loves the 
cocaine (now you know who I’m talking 
about) almost as much as, if not more 
than, he enjoys doing that low-voiced 
thing that Axl used to do. And, apparently, 
Todd was so “lit up” when they recorded 
“Lit Up” (on their DreamWorks debut, 
Buckcherry, whose cover shows a naked 
redhaired lady covered with illustrations) 
that he forgot to notice how much the 
main riff sounded like Kiss’s “Shock Me,” 
but it is a damn good riff. There’s also a 
little Black Crowes in the Buckcherry pedi- 
gree, but the big ballad “Check Your 
Head” turns a Beastie Boy album title into 
the closest thing we’re likely to have to a 
“November Rain” until the real Axl 
decides to grace us with his presence.

Freedy Johnston stays sad

It used to be that being a 


singer/songwriter was a good thing. Back in the 1970s, in 
the heyday of James Taylor, Joni Mitchell, and Jackson 


Browne, the thoughtful, confessional mode 
these  singer-songwriters epitomized 
meshed perfectly with the navel gazing of 
the Me Decade. But these quiet, often 
acoustic performers also had_ the 
musicianship, as players and songwriters, 
to give their personal stories a_ solid 
grounding in sturdy pop settings, being 
inspired as much by the Beatles as by Bob 
Dylan, by Motown as much as by Woody 
Guthrie. 

Today, it’s much tougher being a 
singer/songwriter. Such artists as John 
Hiatt, Aimee Mann, and Graham Parker 
are still loved by critics as much for their 
mastery of pop songcraft as for their wry, 
heartfelt lyrics, but they’re ignored by lis- 
teners for whom such craftsmanship is all 
but irrelevant, as if they were the practi- 
tioners of some quaint, lost art, like Shaker 
carpentry. For these performers, there is 
still a cultish audience of grown-ups, often 
weaned on that earlier generation of 
singer-songwriters and as alienated from 
today’s busy, producer-wrought, bass- 
pounding dance pop as the mass pop audi- 
ence is from the thorny, melodic, dance- 
averse musings of singer-songwriters. 

One reason often given for their lack of 
commercial success is their focus on com- 
plex, often gloomy emotions, as if such 
feelings weren’t universal. Still, when the 
Dow is soaring and the Starbucks is flow- 
ing, our American squeamishness over 
probing introspection becomes even more 
pronounced. At times like ours, nobody 
likes a party pooper, unless the music is 
bright and robust (as even Bruce 
Springsteen’s grimmest songs often are), 
or balanced with musical virtuosity (like 
B.B. King’s), or prolific versatility (Elvis 
Costello), or large breasts (Jewel). Once a 
gloom monger cheers up, as Bonnie Raitt 
did a decade ago (when she got clean and 
sober and married), he or she magically 
becomes much more commercial and 
much less interesting. 

No one would wish continued misery on 
any of his or her favorite artists, yet Freedy 
Johnston’s singular voice depends on it. As 
his latest release — bearing the ridiculous- 
ly apt title Blue Days Black Nights (Elektra) 
— attests, a few moments of bliss could 


ruin him. There’s nothing here as memo- 
rable or catchy as his 1994 breakthrough 
hit, “Bad Reputation,” but also nothing as 
bitter; here the bile has been sweated out, 
leaving pure, unadulterated loneliness. It’s 
the feel-bad album of the summer. 

But oh, what gorgeous melancholy! 
Produced by T-Bone Burnett (himself a 
grumpy, underappreciated singer/song- 
writer) and Roger Moutenot, Blue Days 
has the hushed, resigned air of the seminal 
third Velvet Underground album, approxi- 
mating the sound of coffee steam and cig- 
arette smoke at Edward MHopper’s 
Nighthawks diner in Jim Keltner’s brushed 
snare and Johnston’s muffled guitar and 
reedy, plaintive vocals. This is the sound of 
heartbreak so bleak that it’s come out the 
other side as relief and self-realization. 
Johnston generally avoids the easy song- 
writer’s tricks used to make a song sound 
sadder (minor keys, trudging tempos), let- 
ting the deceptively blithe meanderings of 
his melodies carry the weight of his tear- 
jerking stories — which creates a contrast 
that’s all the more heartrending. Listen 
closely to “Until the Sun Comes Back 
Again,” whose chiming harmonies and 
tripping melody practically burst with joy- 
ous anticipation, and you'll hear a song 
about people who can’t bear the forced 
cheer of daylight (it reminds them of their 
loneliness), who find solace only at night, 
drink in hand. 

Johnston writes with a directness and a 
clarity that are devastating even by his own 
harsh standards. Gone are the oblique, fill-in- 
the-blanks lyrics of his past work; here he sets 
out to prove the old storyteller’s paradox that 
the particulars, the specific details, are what 
reveal the universal. So in “The Farthest 
Lights,” he offers the story of an astronomer 
who realizes that the palest, most distant light 
is that in his lover’s eyes. In “Emily,” the 
singer meets an old lover in a dream, only to 
have her treat him as if they’d never met. And 
in the fanciful “Underwater Life,” a trash- 
hauling bargeman looks with envy at a utopi- 
an city beneath the waves. Johnston’s rueful 
tune makes vivid the appeal of a life within the 
depths; his career is proof that there’s not 
much of a life for a singer/songwriter of his 
temperament here on the sufface. ae

Big-band bop 


Sam Rivers’s Inspiration 
BY ED HAZELL With Inspiration (RCA), his first big-band 


recording on an 


American 


label in 25 years, 


composer/saxophonist Sam Rivers achieves a grand synthesis 


of the orchestral jazz writing of the past 
half-century. He intermingles bebop 
balladry, free-jazz fire, and contemporary 
rock and funk rhythms with traditional 
swing and Latin beats in works that 
showcase an impressive band of New York 
jazz musicians. It’s an all-encompassing 
statement from a man who can embrace 
the music of Dizzy Gillespie or Miles Davis 
as easily as he can that of Cecil Taylor or 
Anthony Braxton (all four of whom he’s 
worked with), and whose improvisational 
skills complement a fertile composer’s 
imagiticiion. A second volume of big-band 
music, Culmination, is due in September. 

The 17-member-strong Rivbea All-Star 
Orchestra — with saxophonists Steve 
Coleman, Greg Osby, Gary Thomas, and 


them,” the 75-year-old Rivers recalls over 
the phone from his home near Orlando. 
“By the early ’60s, I was writing things for 
my own band, which included pianist Hal 
Galper and Tony Williams. We played in a 
Harvard Square coffee shop every weekend 
for years. When I moved to New York, in 
1964, I had more than 50 compositions 
with me, and I wanted to start a jazz 
orchestra. I found a lot of musicians; they 
were all avant-garde musicians and they 
weren’t working anyway, so we started 
rehearsing thrice weekly at a place up on 
137th Street in Harlem, and then at Rivbea 
[the new music loft that Rivers operated for 
most of the ’70s]. Most of the people on 
Inspiration ve known for 20, 30 years, 
since that period.” 





Hamiet Bluiett; trum- 
peters Baikida Carroll and 
James Zollar; trombonists 
Ray Anderson, Joseph 
Bowie, and Art Baron; 
tuba player Bob Stewart; 
and Rivers’s trio mates 
bassist Doug Mathews 
and drummer Anthony 
Cole — comes at you like 
a charging elephant on the 
opening “Vines.” The full 
ensemble blasts out mas- 
sive chords that burst into 
a full-band improvisation, 
which then caroms into a 
mammoth vamp with two 
countermelodies entwined 
between tumbling chords. 
Then each member of the 
band solos in turn with 
the orchestra weighing in 
behind him. The chords, 
richly colored and dense, 
are bright and edgy one 
time, dark and bitter the 
next. 

“Vines” and Reju- 
venation” are built around 
one chord, but Rivers jug- 
gles color, density, and 
rhythm so expertly that the 
results are never monoto- 
nous. “Beatrice” and 
“Solace,” two composi- 
tions dedicated to his wife 
of 50 years, are conven- 
tional in the sense that 
they have chord changes, 
but Rivers doesn’t treat 
them conventionally. He 
weaves no fewer than a 
dozen themes into 
“Beatrice,” introducing a 
new one as each soloist steps forward and 
recapitulating all of them in a beautifully 
orchestrated finale. Even the atonal com- 
positions, “Nebula” and “Whirlwind,” are 
so rich in melodies that you barely notice 
the lack of conventional song structure. 

Rivers maintains that each of the album’s 
seven pieces is meant to last for 50 minutes 
— which explains why some of the writing 
sounds a bit crowded. The condensed format 
also leaves frustratingly little time for each 
soloist: sometimes they’re just getting started 
before they have to make way for the next 
man. But Rivers, who plays flute and piano in 
addition to tenor and soprano saxes, remains 
a master of orchestral writing for jazz 
soloists, and his vision is one of the most 
bracing and catholic in modern music. 

He began composing during his forma- 
tive years in Boston, from the late ’40s, 
when he studied at Boston Conservatory, 
until 1964, when he joined Miles Davis. 
“Every now and then I’d go out on tour 
with blues men like T-Bone Walker, Maxine 
Brown, Jerry Butler, and I was writing for 
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KEEPING IT FREE: “/ like to write and I could write 
it all out,” says Rivers, “but then I'd be worried whether 


it would be jazz.” 


For all its modern sophistication, 
Inspiration is old-fashioned in important 
ways; the written material serves mainly as 
a backdrop for soloists, and some of it is 
propelled by a quite danceable beat. “It’s an 
outlet for improvisers. I like to write and I 
could write it all out, but then I’d be wor- 
ried whether it would be jazz. Jazz depends 
on improvisers, so I give everyone a solo. I 
can swing, so why should I leave out a part 
of my heritage, my experience? I can play 
the blues, I have been in bebop bands, sym- 
phonies. I like to bring out all these experi- 
ences. I like funk, too. It reaches the body 
and I’m trying for that, but I want to create 
interesting music, too. I want people to like 
it, to enjoy it. There was a point in my 
career when I forgot that if you want to get 
your message across, you don’t say it once 
and keep going. You have to keep going 
back to that message and stating that 
theme. It’s a blues kind of thing. The thing 
is to write something that you can appreci- 
ate and feel good about and everyone else 
can enjoy.” si

**x* THE KATIES (Sponge- 
bath/Elektra). Melodic power pop 
is hardly the rarest commodity, 
and the Katies, from 
Murfreesboro, Tennessee, are 
hardly its most distinctive inter- 
preters. But whereas punk pop’s 
upstarts usually insist on stream- 
lining their radio ditties, the Katies 
have a cultivated sense of 
dinosaur-rock gesture: Zeppy uni- 
son riffs, Beatlesque major-to- 
minor chord changes, and dra- 
matic Nazareth-style melodies, 
with plenty of sloppy edges, ram- 
bling drum fills, and dynamic 
shifts. And under the big-rock 
exterior there’s a dressed-down, 
grunged-up Jellyfish, or a rural 
Wondermints, shades of the 
Plimsouls, Dwight Twilley, Bram 
Tchaikovsky, the Buzzcocks, and 
Blondie. Sure, they sound con- 
spicuously like Cheap Trick on the 
hooky single “Noggin’ Poundin’,” 
where singer Jason juggles the 
spirits of Zander and Lennon. But 
how do you square the Sonic 
Youthisms of “Tappin’ Out” and 
the Third Eye Blind vibe of 
“Drowner’? What's up with the 
Mudhoney riff on “Miss 
Melodrama”? | doubt the Katies 
— whose Tennessee stomping 
ground is the buzz scene in 
power-pop circles lately — con- 
sider the encyclopedic implica- 
tions of their panoramic pop-pour- 
ri; they’re much too busy rocking, 
and you can’t do that by the book.

Not quite slowcore 
(in the turtle-crawl vein of Low), 
not quite psychedelic (in the 
loaded, post-Velvets vein of 
Spiritualized), not quite space-age 
(in the post-everything vein of 
Stereolab), this band of home- 
recording mood merchants draw 
on all these elements, reconstitut- 
ing them into something entirely 
their own. Demonstrating the kind 
of meticulous care with which they 
hand-emboss the sleeves of their 
45s, AmAnSet augment the lan- 
guid, snare- and organ-driven 
drone that marked their previous 
albums with decorative, subtly 
crucial touches, like vibes, electric 
piano, and cello. The beauty here 
is in the quiet details, like the rus- 
tle of fingers sliding along the frets 
of a guitar on “It’s All About Us.” A 
small “whoosh” becomes a Crucial 
part of the rhythm, and even after 
it’s stopped and the tune’s unfold- 
ed into an expanse of pulsing 
organ and cymbal-brushed per- 
cussion, it keeps framing each 
measure in your head.

guy he is. Mr. Bungle — that other 
band — are half Frank Zappa 
genius and half Weird Al goofi- 
ness. Their first two releases were 
difficult, puzzlingly appealing 
romps that blended death metal, 
lounge, free jazz, polka, funk, and 
a host of other styles. 

California sticks to a 
Beefheartian approach to music, 
but there are also a few straight- 
ahead ballads here. The opening 
“Sweet Charity” finds Patton lay- 
ing a sugary Beach Boys melody 
over Hawaiian slide guitar; “The 
Air-Conditioned Nightmare” lifts 
its harmonies straight from “Good 
Vibrations” before laying on the 
power —_ chords. Elsewhere, 
Bungle’s trademark insanity rears 
its intriguing head as “Ars 
Moriendi” segues from polka to 
crunchy metal to something that 
sounds like “Hava Negila” and 
back again. And the transition in 
“Goodbye Sober Day” from perky 
xylophone carnival music to a 
teeth-gnashing death-metal chant 
of “chukka chukka chukka” is the 
kind of pastiche that might put a 
smile on the face of even an arch 
avant-gardist like John Zorn.

The Pendietons are probably 
the most established band here 
(Alex Chilton produced an earlier 
EP), and they score a coup for 
digging up the frontman of an 
obscure ‘60s band, the Better 
Half Dozen, to cover their “I'm 
Gonna Leave” — a great previ- 
ously undiscovered girlfriend 
trasher. Despite their White 
Zombie connection (bassist Sean 
Yseult, who didn't make this gig), 
the Famous Monsters come off 
like Josie & the Pussycats playing 
for goth kids; but that’s a compli- 
ment. Hit of the bunch is the 
Darkest Hours’ “Dedication,” with 
frontman J. Matthew Uhiman 
doing a Fleshtones-style six- 
minute monologue in which he 
brags about everything from the 
drummer's day job to the Schiitz 
consumption that nearly gets 

them booted off stage.

* SENSE FIELD (Warner Bros.). 
On their blandly reductive Warner 
Bros. debut, Sense Field grace- 
lessly imitate the sensitive “emo” 
introspection of groups like Karate 
and Jets to Brazil. Song titles like 
“War of the Worlds” and “Are You 
Okay?” suggest despair, but the 
music delivers unmoving monoto- 
ny — Strings of fragmented lyrics 
sung with unconvincing emotion 
over repetitive verse-chorus-verse 
structures. Some songs lead off 
with intriguing, textured intros, but 
they too digress into predictably 
pounded guitar-chord fuzz. 
Overseen by David Holman, 
who has produced Bush and No 
Doubt, Sense Field are an obvi- 
ous attempt to capitalize on the 
post-post-punk phenomenon of 
emo-core. Their CD recalls the 
mid-’90s break-up of proto-emo 
indie stars Jawbreaker, who were 
unable to balance the commercial 
pressure of being on a major 
label with the independent-mind- 
ed honesty that had won them 
underground acclaim. Sense 
Field may embody the narrow 
definition of radio-friendly music, 
but only after cutting out the sin- 
cerity and creativity — that 
Jawbreaker lived and died by.

*** Paul Motian, TRIO 2000 + 
ONE (Winter & Winter). If this 
sounds like old new jazz, don't 
blame drummer Motian, since 
he’s one of the guys who invent- 
ed new jazz, both with the Bill 
Evans Trio (1959-64) and the 
Paul Bley Trio (1963-'64). That is, 
a collective approach to trio 
improvisation (Evans, Bley) and 
loosely defined folkish song 
structures and free rhythms that 
nonetheless sustain tension 
throughout (Bley). The tension is 
due in part to Motian’s earth-fire- 
air pulse and to the whole band’s 
understanding of how to create 
climaxes through the strategic 
use of silence. Electric-bass 
sage Steve Swallow and young- 
tenor-of-the-moment Chris Potter 
round out the trio proper while 
acoustic bassist Larry Grenadier 
and pianist Masabumi Kikuchi 
alternate as “+ One.” Kikuchi’s 
solfeggio grunting is annoying at 
first, but his deployment of 
melodic fragments, near-rhap- 
sodic chording, and open space 
fits the music. Otherwise, there 
are plenty of details to savor in

**x* Marty: Stuart, THE PIL- 
GRIM (MCA Nashville). Here's a 
concept: a country concept 
album. Three years after his last 
release, Nashville singer and 
renaissance man Marty Stuart, 
who has often met the gold stan- 
dard with earlier outings, weaves 
a relatively simple tale of betray- 
al and love redeemed over a 
dozen or so original songs, liven- 
ing it up with distinctive bells and 
high-profile whistles. Among the 
guest whistlers: George Jones, 
Emmylou Harris, Pam Tillis, 
Johnny Cash, and bluegrass leg- 
end Ralph Stanley and his Clinch 
Mountain Boys. Among the 
notable bells: famous guitars like 
a 1955 Fender Esquire that 
belonged to Cash’s original pick- 
er, Luther Perkins, a Martin that 
belonged to Hank Williams Sr., 
and another Martin owned by 
Lester Flatt. Beneath all that, 
Stuart — a veteran of Cash and 
Flatt outfits before striking out on 
his own and now the president of 
the Country Music Foundation — 
wraps a cohesive and pleasant 
platter around the story of a man 
who loved, lost, wandered, and 
wandered back. In between the 
mildly precious minute-long 
changes of scenery and a 31- 
second “Intermission” are sever- 
al well-crafted cuts, ranging from 
a good old drinking tune and 
some thoughtful songwriterly 
pastiches to beautifully played 
hillbilly music and predictably 
polished pieces of Nashville pop 
rock.

And 
the film goes on to be both a 
seductive excavation of an 
extraordinary group of musicians 
long buried in the sounds of 
memory and a frayed postcard 
valentine to Havana. The 1998

The story 
is an unmythic tale of trade 
routes and tax disputes, with Jedi 
knight Qui-Gon Jinn (Liam 
Neeson, more dispirited than 
detached) and his apprentice 
Obi-Wan Kenobi (Ewan 
McGregor as the younger Alec 
Guinness, more sour than tart) 
sent to rescue kabuki-coiffed 
Queen Amidala (Natalie 
Portman, lost in ornate cos- 
tumes) from the nasty Trade 
Federation. Naturally their 
escape attempt takes them to 
Tatooine, so that nine-year-old 
Anakin Skywalker (Jake Lloyd, 
more Dennis than menace) can 
bail them out and impress Qui- 
Gon as “the Chosen One” who 
will restore balance to the uni- 
verse. All this leads to a climactic 
confrontation with bad guy Darth 
Maul (Ray Park, whose red-and- 
black-patterned face and horns 
make him look like Satan or a 
cheap carpet).

Odets) is hilariously overwrought: 
there's so much of it whooshing 
by, sweeping you along, and it’s 
perfectly suited to the characters’ 
hyperbolic thought patterns. The 
baroque, allusive language is part 
of the mendacity of J.J. 
Hunsecker (Burt Lancaster), an 
omnipotent gossip columnist 
whose methods lie somewhere 
between Walter Winchell’s and 
Richard III's. With a surprisingly 
fine performance from Tony Curtis 
as the two-bit agent Sidney Faico, 
who finds the limits to his sleazi- 
ness tested when he comes head 
to head with Lancaster.

* *&* x TARZAN (1999). Disney 
finally gets around to the primal 
myth of the titled noble, Lord 
Greystoke, who is also a beast, a 
hunter, a provider, a protector in a 
savage, post-Darwinian world, our 
link to the apes from which we 
descended. Like Edgar Rice 
Burroughs’s original, this Tarzan 
(Tony Goldwyn) moves like a 
gorilla (with some skate- and surf- 
board moves thrown in) but thinks 
like a man. Glenn Close voices 
his gorilla mother with grace and 
tenderness; Minnie Driver gives 
us a Sly, animal-loving, Julie 
Andrews sort of Jane; Rosie 
O'Donnell provides wisecracking 
contemporaneity and a mean 
mohawk as young Tarzan’s best 
gorilla pal; and Brian Blessed is 
the evil jungle guide (he wants to 
capture and sell gorillas) whom 
Tarzan of course defeats. But 
Disney animations are almost 
invariably love stories, so it’s no 
surprise that the heart of this 
Tarzan is the one-shared by 
Tarzan and Jane, who communi- 
cate without words, with the timid, 
innocent acceptance of an Adam 
and Eve.

(1999). It's 1930s Florence, and 
little Luca, the directorial alter ego 
in this piquant film that expands 
on a chapter of Franco Zeffirelli’s 
autobiography, spends much time 
nestled under the collective wing 
of an eccentric crew of art-loving 
English and American women that 
includes Maggie Smith as the 
haughty hatter of an English aris- 
tocrat who has tea with Mussolini; 
Judi Dench as an aging, Isadora- 
esque protector of art; Joan 
Plowright as Luca’s surrogate- 
mother-in-chief; Lily Tomlin as a 
cheeky, weather-beaten lesbian 
archeologist; and Cher as a 
Jewish-American ex-showgirl who 
deals in wealthy husbands and 
modern art.

(1984). In this uproarious mock 
documentary about a British 
heavy-metal band, director Rob 
Reiner and his cast of actor musi- 
cians turn themselves loose on 
pop history itself, sending up 
every last detail from every clunky 
rockumentary of the previous two 
decades. The result is an inge- 
nious and exhilarating movie com- 
edy. Christopher Guest and 
Michael McKean, who play Spinal 
Tap’s woozy, long-haired leaders, 
use their fake English accents for 
a kind of wickedly deadpan satire 
— these two burnouts are so 
infatuated with their own legend 
they've forgotten there’s anything 
else out there. Yet as the band 
begin to fall apart on the road, the 
movie attains an unexpected 
poignance.

AFFAIR (1968). This glossy, 
entertaining junk showcasing the 
elegant “new” Boston of the late 
‘60s has Steve McQueen as the 
perpetrator of a heist and Faye 
Dunaway as an insurance investi- 
gator. There’s high style in the 
repartee between these two, less 
because of the dialogue than 
because they’re such an amusing 
match.

(1999). In the first American film 
shot in Vietnam, the wounds of 
history recede before a charming 
postcard of picturesque love and 
loss. Tony Bui’s lyrical quartet of 
languidly interlinked tales set in 
modern-day Ho Chi Minh City (the 
former Saigon) settles for plati- 
tudes rather than politics. Hai 
(Don Duong) is a long-suffering 
pedicab driver who falls in love 
with snooty fare/prostitute Lan 
(Zoé Bui). James Hager (a wood- 
en Harvey Keitel) is a Marine vet 
searching for his long-lost daugh- 
ter who bumps into Woody 
(Nguyen Huu Duoc), a street 
urchin selling war-vintage Zippo 
lighters, and finally into Kien An 
(Nguyen Ngoc Hiep), a young 
flower seller with her own tale to 
tell. Bui’s film is periodically poetic 
and engaging, but twenty-five 
years later and 12,000 miles 
away, it hardly seems worth the 
long trip back.

**x*xTO CATCH A THIEF 
(1955). Alfred Hitchcock’s roman- 
tic thriller is delightful and elegant 
but also one of his lightest works. 
Cary Grant is the reformed cat 
burglar forced to prove his inno- 
cence when the Riviera is 
plagued by a series of jewel 
thefts. The cool, incredibly ravish- 


ing Grace Kelly is the American 
society girl attracted to his suavity 
and dangerousness and then 
angered when she suspects him 
of having stolen her mother’s jew- 
els. Hitchcock makes great use of 
the Riviera setting, and he stages 
a seduction in front of fireworks 
that may be his single most erotic 
scene. With John Williams, amus- 
ingly befuddled as the British 
insurance investigator, and Jesse 
Royce Landis in an appealingly 
earthy turn as Grace’s mom.

*x*1/2 TREKKIES (1999). 
Paramount didn’t have a new Star 
Trek entry to send out against the 
Lucas mega-movie, so it had to 
settle for this Roger 
Nygard—directed documentary 
about Star Trek fans who are truly 
fanatic. Nygard interweaves talk- 
ing-head commentary by crew 
members from all four Trek gener- 
ations with a look at various 
Trekkies. You'll meet the 
Whitewater juror who wore her 
uniform (she’s the “captain” of the 
Little Rock Federation “starship” 
Artemis, one of many such star- 
ships around the country) to court 
every day; the dentist who turned 
his office into Starbase Dental 
and put his receptionist and assis- 
tants into Trek uniforms; the 
world’s most devoted “Spiner 
Femme” (for Brent Spiner, who 
plays The Next Generation’s 
Data); the cat “Bones,” whose 
owner has dolled him up in a 
Leonard McCoy scrub top. Denise 
Crosby — The Next Generation’s 
Tasha Yar — is the on-camera 
presence who ties all this togeth- 
er. At 100 minutes, the film does 
go on, and you might wish that 
the origina! cast wouldn't take it all 
so seriously. Trekkies is dedicat- 
ed to “Bones” the cat, who died 
after his footage was shot; since 
the film was released, DeForest 
Kelley has also passed away.

There's no 
more wonderful summer outing 
than this restored print of Jacques 
Demy’s 1964 musical, with its 
brightly colored umbrellas like 
glowing lollipops, its splashes of 
colors like a squiggle on a 
Jackson Pollock. The movie is a 
modern opera with a joyously 
plastic look.

all part of the confusing, compelling 
and lesser-known world of Drag 
Kings, artfully revealed in The 
Drag King Book, an exclusive 
glimpse into the lives of 
contemporary male imper- 
sonators. With text by 
Judith "Jack" 
Halberstam and pho- 
tographs by Del 
LaGrace Volcano, 
Drag Kings is her- 
alded as "Magnifi- 
cent and breath- 
taking" by Susie 
Bright. 
The Drag King 
Book, published 
by Serpent's 
Tale, is an inti- 
mate look at the 
international 
cross-dressing 
scene and the 
courageous 
women that make 
it happen. Far 
back as ancient 
Roman, guys have 
been seen slipping 
into something "a 
little more comfort- 
able". Now, a new 
gender variant revue 
is out for popular 
affirmation through 
performance. 
From the time-hon- 
ored Madame Jo Jo's in 
London, we get poseurs 
as debonair, well-.suited 
chap-ettes, Hans and Jordy 
mugging for the len. Germany 
offers the non-neo-Nazi stylings 
of Bridge Markland, a bisexual 
Berliner Jew who starkly affects a 
skinhead, complete with suspenders 
and black tape pasties. Inside Milan's 
Magazzini General club, a full house 
wildly appreciates a drag king revue, 
"Here we had a lesbian woman perform- 
ing as a gay men (pretending to be a 
straight man) and driving a mostly 
straight audience into a frenzy." While 
Parisian audiences threw a veritable hissy 
fit at the fermmes ala facial hair. "Some 
French lesbians seemed deeply resentful 
of anything that throws them off their 
precarious pseudo-feminist perch." 
Back in the U.S., the West Coast 
scene is stocked by denim-clad 
Hispanic she/males boasting 
bulging crotches and lascivious 
looks, in the form of Mario from 
the Bario and Vinnie Testeroni 
seated at the local taco hut, 
laid back, horny, every bit 
male. East Coast trans-leg- 
end, Brooklyn's own Mo B. 
Dick, (think Andrew Dice 
Clay-like) is caught proudly 
preening his/her impressive 
pompadour. Just a few of 
the many memorable and 
amusing images found in 
this book. 
Judith Halberstam's 
insightful psychosexual narra- 
tion through the blurred world 
of avant-femme role-play theatre 
coupled with Del LaGrace Volcano eye 
for honest, challenging images, make The 
Drag King Book a great reference for anyone 
interested in emerging gender variants.

While much of Boston was on 
Lansdowne Street grabbing at 
balls ejaculated over the Green 
Monster during the home run 
derby, we ran home with recent 
releases from the Mark McGwire 
and Sammy Sosa of porn — 
directors Michael Ninn and 
Andrew Blake. 


The highlight of Ninn's Ritual 
(VCA Platinum Plus, 1998) is a four: 
woman science project testing the ef 
of Liquid Latex on a blonde's abilit¥ 
fellate a dildo. It's the most dramatic trick 
in Ninn's viscous arsenal, which also 
includes a nurse dispensing lubricant from 
an oversize syringe into a nether portal. 


Although this clinical perversion has 
promise, Ritual's fever pitch wound up giving 
us the chills. The heroine (Vicca) is an unhap- 
py mental patient whose "erotic" memories 
struck us as miserable — i.e., servicing two 
middle-aged members of the Trenchcoat 
Mafia in a dark alley, as they furiously wave 
away the camera. To say that Ava was less 
than aroused by the Freddy Kreuger mask 
(?!?!) is an understatement. Seeing as 
how our hands were not finding their 
way into our pants, we used them to 
help Ritual find its way back into the 
box. One too many errors in the 
outfield this (N)inning. 


Eager for horniness, we 
dove into Andrew Blake's 
Wet (Studio A, 1998). 
Blake famously operates 
at the opposite end of the 
spectrum from Ninn, 
favoring plotless eye- 
candy over dark psy- 
cho-drama. Think 
Sade (the singer, not 
the Marquis) versus 
Nine Inch Nails. 


Blake's box-cover 
favorite, Dahlia Gray, 
is a gifted masturba- 
tor. She wears out 
seat cushion after vel- 
vety seat cushion, 
writhing and grind- 
ing her hips while 
watching Anita 
Blonde make a man 
out of Vince Voyeur. 
(Lucky Mr. Voyeur, the 
only man in the film, is 
but a tool in the hands of 
Blake's posse of vora- 
cious, House-of-Style 
amazons.) 


Given her open-faced 
charisma and talent for playing 
naughty, it's a mystery why Blake 
wastes Gray in bland, Playboy 
Channel pool scenes which are pretty 
much indistinguishable after the first 
dozen. She really shines when Blake baits her 
libido in scenes like these: Ava's favorite, in which she's 
blindfolded and thoroughly probed by an icicle; a picnic in 
which a champagne dousing is cleverly framed to look like a 
shower of the golden kind; and, most spectacularly, when Gray and 
Blonde finally turn their attentions towards one another. We found 
the ensuing entanglement overwhelming, and when we watched it a 
second time, our undergarments were overwhelmed as well. 


There are approximately 10,000 Dahlia Grey/Andrew Blake col- 
laborations. The season is young. The team's members are 
pumped. The Pink Monster is in good hands and its future
